iVos, O/A.—On the loniai] sco.^—We left Bologna 
(in which the gcneriU election for the Italian 
periianjcnt was proceeding rjiiietly enough) at one 
o'clock p.n. yesterday, by tlio quick train wluch 
runs only once a week, in fiitecn hours, to Brindisi, 
with tho Indian mail, and crossed tlie Kubteou in 
more senses than ono.

Now we iiuvo just got out of the Straits of 
OtrautOi seeing ut once the town which gives tbera 
their neuie^ and Die beautiful ouiUtte of Cape 
Liuguettn lit Chimmi. 1 bad miscalculaicd the 
cicitmess of the atmospbci'o, and had not at oil 
cxjiecteil to sec the Albanian luooutains, nor tliosc 
dclicLoiUi istunds through wiiieli we sailed in the 
Saiumo. 

—TVben I canie on deck iJris morning 
Uie yellow cliifs of Zanto "weie behind us, and we 
were running for the islet of I’rob?, at the soutiicra 
extremity of the Gulf of Arcatiio. 

Far off to the right of our course lay Strovall, 
the Strophades of old dajs, and tliu fahled home 
of the Hnrpies. 

The day w'aa ilnG^ and the sea calm from nine 
till one, so that I saw admirably a good deal of 
the coast, which night stole fi:om us in 1871, 
especially the i&kml of Sphacteria, w hich protects 
the roads of Navarino, and is thus os famous in 
modern as in ancient history. Ttien came Ulodon 
and Sapieuzfl, and. Caltrora, all of which yon 
recollect., Iiut the mountaias of the intorior were 
partMly veiled in clouds, aud not so irell seen as 
you saw Ibcut. Tho nearer mountains, espedaliy 
those which look down on tJie Gulf of Arcadia, 
^^'cre, hovrever, as clear ns possible, 

Aop. At'c hud passed Cabrera, and were 

nearly off Vonctieo, with its allendaut Ant rocks, 
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wlifiti we saw lUat It was raiumg lieavily in Alaiiia, 
mid Ceri^o tias i]uite inTisible. Soon the storm 
struck us, liiid we tumbleJ almut to the southward, 
over nu aijffry sea, "with nothm^ beautiful or 
desbable in it,” save when the imd, hlowhnj 
atbvvftTl our track, tuiTicd up mosses of w'ater, 
having exactly that shade of blue which one 
secs so often down the rifts of a glacier. 

This mommg we are nmnin^ lUon" IJiu 
southern shore of Crete, with JiGavy rain, but 
far less wind than we had tweuty ijours

were still 308 miles from iUe:am(lj!U), a good deal 
further tUtm we should have lieen ; so we have 
been drivin" along at a griait pace, the wind now* 
favouring us, to get into the harbour before sunset 
lo-dny.

How diflorent has heeu tlie destiny of tlie rnoun- 
taloa on Uio left and of ttiose on tUo right—liio 
first tbo most famous in tbo world, the oiliora 
nbsoluldy unknown to history! These last bear, 
for the most part, Englisk names, given for tlie 
purposes of Captain Sforesby’s survey—Jagged 
Kmior Hill, Sugar Loaf Mountain, and tlie 
like. 

The Church Senrice was rcitd this morning by 
the Bishop of Bombay, as we glided along in sight 
of tlie Sinai tic range—a ceremony aD the more 
imposing if ono thinks of wliat passed, ns on tlio 
whole, reflftcting pretty ivell the ftindamcntal 
notions with regard to tJie iiighest matters pre¬ 
vailing in Anglo-Indian society, of which society 
this crowded P. and O. steamci*, as usual, carries 
a aulficicntly cbarsoteristlc section, proceeding, 
under the impulse of a mysterious destiny, to carry 
on its strange work in the world. 

1 spent most of the evening at the bows of the 
vessel. What little wind there was came from the 
south, but liad all the properties usually astTihed 
to the in?pIijT.

Undtir Uit tUe foitm broke m a wlijUi 
wave, mingled with sca-rtrc, while a cre^cant moon 
threw a broad path of silver on the waters^ wliieli 
seemed to lead over them to the inviaiblo but not 
dktant shores of Africa. 

And BO, mnidsl pteasant talk, ended my first 
day upon the Kcd Sea. 

Aor. IGf/i —IV'e keep well away from t he Arabian 
Bliore, and the sum rose undonded out of an 
expanse of open sea, Ily hreakfaBt^ime (iialf-paBt 
eight) we !md passed the light on the Dmdalus 
shoal, and were some 3G0 uiUeB from Sues!. 
The navigation oi' that part of these waters 
vvliidi we traversed yesterthiy is always « ilitficult 
business, and tlie captain ts mud) aigaged when 
going down the gulf, till he gets Isiyond the 
Straits of .lubal and the mouth of the Sea of 
Akttbain 

TohIdv it is plainer sailing. Wo leave Yembo, 
tJie port of Medina, far to the lei't, and tlie 
site of the ancient Berenice far tliough not 
nearly so far, to the right^liolding down the 
centre of the channcL 

To-morrow vre should be opposite Jeddah, the 
port of ilecco, though not in sight of it. So near 
the holy cities, wc have, of course, been innch 
occupied with reading and talking about Maliomct,

Alas for ibc biilcyou days at the beginning of the 
week. Just at present it is said wc are not doing 
more than between six and stwen. per liour, and it 
is very creditable to the builders of ihe JlnUpa 
that we are doing tlint. 

Vt'e run on thirty*four miles and come to the 
III tie Zehayor Archipelago, a group of eight islets 
lying in ht. 15' li\ and long. 42' 18^, which welrave 




OB the left. The largest is eight mites hat 
the rest tnnch smaller. 

20tlt .—Ity ten o'eloch yesterrlay evening, 
wc lind crept on to Jehel Zoojur^ a high island 
u'hich we left on ttm right, and before daylight we 
liad pa&sexl Mocha. 

1 wish you could have seen the appmoeh to tlie 
straits of Bab-el’-Hnndoli aitii Uie high lands ol' 
Abyssinia on the west, Jind those of Yemen on the 
east. The Inst \vere the nearest, and we could see 
first a strip of ydlow sand, then ridge Whind ridgo 
of sharp and jagged monataias. The wind \^'U3 so 
violent that it wiis nut easy to keep one's footing 
nt the hows, but the sea it hrougUt up was not 
Iiigb, nothing to eompare to that gf yesterday. 
The Htraits iHitween Afrien and Asia are fourteen 
and a halT miles wi<le, hut we ran betwecji the 
brown volcanic rocks of Cape JJalJ-el-Mandeb itself 
on the Arahian mainlmidT and tlie precisely simitar 
rocks of the once much Uilked of Isle of Perini— 
the passage between which is only about two iniltH; 
in Ureadiln Pur off on tlie right lay a group of 
“peaked isles/' like tlie Engimeun hills, hetund 
iiliieh, stretched fur away, the Somali coast. In 
front lay Che Indlim Ocean, and to the left, liill 
after hill led the eyo along tlic shores of Arabia. 
One has the si/e of thui enormous country ^vell 
stamped on the mind by this journey. Hero WC 
have been steaming for one Iinndrwi ami thirty-t wo 
mortal hours from Sues, and have only just turned 
the south-west oornor of it.

Two brisk little ponies from the African coast 
whirled ns at a groat jvaee along a road, which, as 
tburo were no people about, and as i be uioou, not 
(he Him, wrw shining, might very well have been 
port of the Eiviera di Poneute, say in lb« neighbour- 
hood of Pf^li At iongtli wo ri>aetied a steep 
asoent. You rememher the Puy de Pariou in 
Auvergne, Well, multiply the Pay dc f'ariciu 
twimty times; pJuoe it under the trapica; carry a 
road llu'ough one of the lips of the emter; lot this 
road bo barred by a gate, witMa wbicii you iiud 
yourself on a steep, forlilied declivity, not unlike 
that which leads down to the imi at Pmatermiinz, 
and you will have some sort of idea of the approach 
(.0 Aden pwjicr. Only, iiist^id of the catTlc with 
their tuikling hellfl, wliivh occujiied the Inittoui of 
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tlie Put de Pariou wlien. we saw U, you must 
i i nft'jtne u largu Aralj town with wide tjtfeetB, long 
rnngies of white was bed buildings, courts of jasttci\ 
a PaiTHee club, and many other imtitutions whioh it 
was useful for tne io see, huj whtcii you wouIeI not 
care to have enumerated. Tlirougli this we drore 
lo the opposite edge of the eratevt wbiok is eleft by 
a deep gorge eommimJcatlng w'ilh extensive liigh- 
latids and valleya aboro. la this gorge aio tho 
famous tanks—a series of gigantic gul fs of strange 
and uncouth shapes comLcctcd by atalrsi up which 
we climbed to tiie kst but one. Picture to your* 
selves such a succesdon of deep irregular rese^\■o^t^f, 
rising one above another in a ravine full of tower-* 
ing precipices, a< right angles to tiie valley of tile 
Petrusw, among tho broken forrillcat ions of Liisem* 
hurg, and you will bare some notion of this extra* 
ordinary jtlaccr Tlieao tanks wciv seveu liumlrcd 
years old in the days of Dante, and it is a thoii'^aml 
pities, lioti) for Idm and them, that ho did not pass 
this way. . They w-ould not have mim'd their place 
in the IrtfernoL 

Most henoriconl are they nevertlieless. A rain 
of less than two hours sometimes fills tliein wilh 
eight million gallons of water, enough to last the 
whole populalioii of the settlement for a yt;ar. 
Such ruins are of course only occa^onni; hat it is 
a mistiike to suppose that Aden is a rainless i>lacn 
Showers frequently fall in llie winter months, 
though generally very light ones, just sulfident to 
lay the dust. 
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Of course [ liail many queiitions to put to 
General Solmeiiler with reapoot to tlie political 
circumstaucoa of this strange “ <?oigu of vantage i ’’ 
and as his brothort who has been acting for him 
during a recant absence* is now on boardi I shall 
bear a good deal more before many days are over.

To the 
north are seen high mountains, like iiomi clouds, 
hut wc simll soon be out of sight of hind, and 
beyond Uie great dedtiTity in. the Tied of the ludiaii 
Ocean, wliere the soundings go down Emm 1,200 or 
M> to 2,000 fallmms.

JVbt). 27/A,—We ought to have landed last night, 
lint we were still many miles from Uombay at 
twelve o*cbck a-M. ; tiianJcs to the detention of 
the Maltcit at Afalta, in eonseijuenee of the 
gale in the SouUiern Moditerraiican, whose last 
eiforta at mischief we eiporienccd in the swoli tlmt 
met us in the f^traits of Otranto; Utonks, too, to 
the persevering head-winds which Imvo blown ever 
since we left Suez. Our I'oyage, since we came 
out of Aden* has been uneventful, l»iit most plea- 
sanL The IndLaii Ocean at ibt« season is simply 
paradmical. 1 do tn>t think >m inraiid, witi) 
whom the sea does not disagree, could possibly do 
better than cross and re-cross it nil the winter 
tlwougb. The dimate is, beyond sill cjoinparisoui 
supenor to that of Cairo or the Xile, The Iher- 
mometer stands in my cabin at about fit)' Fulu:, in 
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tlie day, and not nmetj lon i*r at in^Ut; tmt tJietv 
is a ploa&ant bro&sse^ and one neviT fpcls for one 
moment eitlier too Ijot or too cold- A Sew pasain" 
fitt'amers (Ditehers tlicy call tlioso which go 
tliroiigli Mie Canal), hundi'cda of flying flsb, of 
which T, liy some odd fatality, hare seen none; 

porpoises, several splendid moon^-riscs, and 
one or two fairly gotHl sunsets; a man overhoarA 
who was recovered: those imve been <mr mild es- 
citements. The passengers, wlio arc very numerous, 
have fallen, of course, into many groups, acconluig 
to their tastes, connections, and porsuits, Wi; have 
been singolurly fortunate in the amount of informn- 
tien, as well ujiou things Indian, which we have re¬ 
ceived, us in tiie number of agreeable liours whicli 
we hove pasned; and the cendtision of the voyage 
would be very far mdecd from being a satisfaction 
if we did not look forward to spending some days 
at Boniliay, with several of iliose of whom we 
have seen most on board. 

Nov, 26/A.—A little before thr(» ihia morning 
I was awoke by the vessel stopping; and as I 
looked out of my udzidow, a bright Jlasli met my 
eyes. It came from the lighthouse on the Prongs, 
and vve were at length in Indian water& Ileforc 
dawn, most people wore on deck, and were re¬ 
warded by a sunrise of great beauty—^long lines 
of gold and violet lying above the flat-topped 
hills of the MahnUtn country, and the numerous 
islands formed like these of trap, which stud llie 
nreat inlet of the sea known as ilombav harbour. 
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Sonic hours pnsscd in tlic usual preparwtiou*, 
utui ahoul raght u'clocd: five uf us got into a 
ateain-laimelit wliidi Ibe (Jovoruor had sent out, 
and proceeded to tlie luadiug-plact' of Miiwigou, 
vrlicuec ^ve drove to Ids country hous+r at rarelt, 
Tlie frnjtii would, I liavo no douLt, hav© looked 
eommon-'piaco cnoiufh to many eyes accuiitonied 
to India; hut to mine it was I'ull of novelty and 
interest. First come tlie boats, with tlicir graceful 
soils, formed, most of thcan, out of many iiieces of 
cloth sewn togetlicr; ilicn llic strange sandals of 

the men on the landing-stairs. Next- pointed 

out to mo the Coeoa-nui and the 'i'oddy |Kilm, the 
Mnugo, the Casnarina, and the gohl ilohur tree. 
Then I heard “ the litevitnhlo Indian crows," 
while every group hod someihing to arrest tlm eye, 
cither from strangeness of attitude or brilliancy 
of colour. 

After the heat of the day was over. Sir Philip

an eye find mind to which everytliiiig was at once 
familiar nnd fresh. 

Skirting Back Bay, a name rather loo Ihuious 
in tlio modem history of the W’ostcm Presidency, 
we arrived at the great range of puhliu buildinga 
-niuch 1ms recently arisen under the initiative of 
Sir Bartlc Frere, and which would do honour to 
any eapitiiL Then we turned and incised liome^ 
wards, through the eroivded streets of Bomhay 
proper, said to he about ttic liest native city in. 
India, but which, ei’Cn vriUi all the advaouigo of 
darknciu?, and of its many twinkling lights, did 
not strike me nearly so much ns Cairo. 

r am estaldialicd in cfjarming rooms, all tlio 
more agreea.ble to me as hnving been huilt iiy 
Mountstuurt KlpUinatone- They look over a park, 
laid out as in liugland. and well timbereiL At 
this season, however, 1 need hawlJy say that the 
gmss is not green. 

Behind Ihe house—ttic older part of whieh, at 
one tinii^, ludfinged to the Order ol iTesus—estenils 
a largo garden, full of trees and shrubs, moot of 
wh<;su names will, 1 trust, soon be more familiar to 
me than tliey are now; and behind that again is a 
pretty large sheet of water, along the margin of 
which runs a termeo, shaded by very fine ilangoes. 

J)ec^ \rc startwl from Oovcrnnicnt House 
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at two o’clr>clc, ant] weut bjr railwaj to XarteU, a little 
village at tlie foot of ILo Glmiitu, nbere we fouiul 
ponies, and rode up some stn'en miles to ^(atlioranj 
a snmtarium raueh resorted to of late years- 
l^cc. 2n</.—Just one monlU ainoo we left London. 
About sunrise we mounted our horses, and went 
otT to see various vieu s of local etdebrity. All the 
uiouniuins hereabouts have the same oharaoter — 
precipitous sides and level summits. Trap and 
lateritc are Uie prt'vailing r(itiks,au<b when weatlicr- 

woru, they eonstantly nssiune au architectural 
elianieter, mimicking, ns they perhaps suggested, 
hill forts and Illudoo temples. TIte wootls have 
notluTig tropical. You do not for a nioment think, 
us T found tnyself ttiiiiking once or tivice ut 
Bombay, [hat 1 was driving up the cenlre of Ihe 
pulmdiouse at Kew. They look, as you canter 
Ihrongh them, like very liucnriant forest ami copse 
of ile?i, laurel, arbutus, and chestnut, 1 need 
harjliy sn.y that 'when one moves more slowly, 
one sees tliat almost everything on wMcb the 
eye falls is as strange os if one hinl been suddenly 
•shot inti> another planet, T thought, at first, that 
my ex[)e<Ution ivoulil htt quite fruitless, ns fur ns 
the TcgetaWti kingdom was conecrued; for although 

lb', (1 -had kindly promised to name any plants 

( inighi gather, the profusion, added to the general 
yimihirity of many of tho trees, would have made 
Ibis an unsoilisfaelory o|wration, esiH.'ciulIy as I 
could not expect to see him for some days. What 
was tn he doner f called the landlord of our 
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liotel, Hinl^ Hitli mnnv amj^'vingA, Imde him 
from the hardly-clotlied "barbarinris who stirr^unded 
U8, those who knew the plants best. Them, after 
iiaviug gatlimid a great quimtity, I asked thorn 
what they wei’e, on a by erne, refeiriDg, as 1 did so, 
to the iii.rausLTi.pt liflt wldch Dr* U—— had given 
me lietbre Ica^diig England, contnimngthelVlahTatft 
and the sdeiitiftc appellations of the most im- 
porloiit members of the Matlieraw flora. Judge of 
my satisfaction when I found that in almost eveiy 
ease these wild |HK)ple were aide to give tlie names, 
in their own language, iis nccUTotely as say our 
friend Hr. Cuimack did ttie other day at Uelston 
and the Lizard. 

Our guides were Dhnngurs, or herdsmen, a tribe 
eaitemltiig nil oTer the lulls in tins Deighhourbowl. 
They live apart from llie Habratti villagers, in Iho 
depths of tiie forest, and have their own dialect, 
but speak Muhratti to strangers. 

Dr. Smith, in Jiis plposuut little book ‘ on 
Hathcmn Hill, observes: “TJudr intelligence, if 
testeil in the ordinary way, may appear low^ 
they cannot tell their age exactly, nor can they 
count much over twenty witliout getting eonfuseil; 
the liny a of the week the}’ know, but they do not 
number tliosc of the mouth, ohserving only Lbo 
ehauges rif the moon. In such mattera their 
capacity is fM^ble; but let them be trie! with 
questions about their trees, the names of them, 
and the seasons at wliich they arc in flower or 
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tniit» or with ioquiriii!! aljout tUi? wilil blasts, anti 
Iho miltimo nth[i> birds aad insects of their jiin^iea, 
and they will tt^ply with H^tonisbiiig juiiiuteoess 
and aceiitticy* Bnys oven show wreat rcadlnt^ss i 
and the best collector of plants on the bill oftea 
brought his wife with iiiua,. to assist in naming 
them coirectly. living under Uio influences ol' 
the w'oods, the pcopie generally bare it sbjr iind 
fjiiiet manner. Tiiey are gen tie to one jmotiierj 
and crime is so uncommon amongst them that 
tiicy give the mngistratos of the liill no trouldo/’ 
lly thiiir liidp T made out a great many plants; 
amongst othcref the Ghela (Iltimlia dnmetGmpi), 
whose npple-iike fruit is used for poisoning Ibli; 
the Fflput (Vitt^eltu fndinu), one of the colTco 
Ihmily; the Baiunn { Colcbrookh temala) j the 
Enmctta {Lnamopfion »pe(f{09Nm)', the Karuuda 
(CoriW €*0*0^01(14 ); the Lnllei {AWksia sHpuUda), 
said to lie snpori) in the flowering season; the 
■fimihni {Spsppltm Jtmbohttuttf ); the Koosar 
/niijbiitti/i) ’ the Cbiekakaf {Acacio 
coffmwie); the stinging Kooitee tMolu- 

crtiUi ): tlie sweet*amelling composite Bombnrti 
Ao/o«^*rwfl); the prickly Cbicimrti (Sola- 
iittrn tnflicnm ): and some twenty others—which 
was quite end ugh for one morning. 

To any one living in lh>mlmy who hna a taste 
for natural Uistor)', this place must he a paradlae — 
affording, os it docsj under the pleasantest con-, 
ditions, an opportumty of Ijeconiing easily ac¬ 
quainted with a very large portion of the llom 
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aud fauna of the iviicile preaulimcy, 1 tav flora 
and JUunn, for the anfmala of the hill are hardly 
less remark aide than Ha plauta. The U^u‘i» very 
rart!; the panther anil hyania much commoner; 
and veuomoua j^nakes of nmny kinds are im- 
pleasantly ntuncrous, though nccidnnta fn>m their 
hite very randy occur. 

As M'c walked dotYn the bill, 1 gatliered every 
plant which was in flower^ Jintlmg only about 
fivc-and-twenty, for it is one of the worst moiuentB 
in the year. The most conspiciioiiB were the 
iungmlicctit fji07H(iea catapantilftfa and a npeeits 
of eVo/oAma, like a very large broom. 'When wo 
got half way it grew much warmer, and w« came 
on great woods of teak, clothed chleily with 
skeleton leaves, and looking very ghost-like. 

ft ivas dork before we reached NoreU, mfamoiis, 
by the way, as the birthplace of I'iana Sahib, 
whence we returned to Govmiment House.

nature of the "rouuil hy personal experienfid. 

f have seen a great Oriental city under British 
management, and been a hie to compare it with 
Constantinople or Smyrna. 

1 have looked at a considerable number of 
native monufaetured goods, (^specially textile 
fabrics. 

T have seen tiiC outside of a Jaiu, a flinrloo, 
and a Parsec temple, so curiously unlike ooe‘s 
ideas of ecclesiastical edillces, udiicli have hitherto 
olwavs been ci.innected with Ootluc, nr Claasic^d, 
or Sanicenic, t?r llnsso-llystantine archilectnre. 

1 liRve paid a visit, with their Curator, to the 
Victoria Gardens, which have been of late y^sira 
sadh' neglected, hut contain a gtttit nmjiy eurioiia 
things. ITert\ i»lvr alia, I saw the Bnnian, tlio 
Shaddock, the Cusinni Apple, and its near relative 
I he Sonrsop, fiirCrt close to the nettie 

which produces the Eheea fibre, Jairt^phtt nutmhoft 
which fumiHhi*s us with tapioca, and the Knobah, 

I have seen f>r. AV ilson, of the Free Chui'ch, 
whose ncqiiaintance 1 made fiome years ago in 
lijiulon, and wlio is wdl known ns a uiinc of 
information about this part of Asia. His villa 
wmmimds :i most exquisite view of the oikoi sea. 
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of tiie labour, iind of the luomitaias on the 
nminlantL—n vieiv whicli been eompai^ to 
some OD tlie Buy of ^*aples, bat> perliaps, not 'i*ery 
happily. It woiJd, boflreYcr, be difficult to over¬ 
praise it. 

, Another most instructive visit was to Dr, 
Karayen Daji, who hud ammged for ns an admir¬ 
able collection of Bombay vegetable prodiicta. 
Here* for the first time, I drunk the toddy of the 
Cocoa-palm, and of the Fk^nts tasted, 

the Slowa flower (JS'iwsto /fl/j/bfio), and the plea¬ 
sant fruit of the Forwtstis JladeUifor'MU (the toddy 
palm), smell tlio well-naiaed Faudtiuus od&raiuai^ 
mus ^the strew pine), had myself engorhmded ivith 
the CArff^a^tiJi^uuMt Jndiamt and received curious 
little parcels formed of pieces c»l‘ the nut of the 
Areca-paJm, mixi^d with limcj. and covered by the 
leaves of the piper hotel, uu iudi3iM?ns!jble article 
at visits in this ruglou. 

Other plants wliich liave struck me as oonspiou- 
ous in Bombay an? a great maivaceous tree, with 
a yellow llower not nnlike tliat of the cotton plant 
Theitjfe^ift much ijlmited iiloug the 

roads; Clilorh a beautirul Icguminotta 

tlowt-r; ffl&Ant i t\M </ncqHemoniM, 

a pretty convolvulus; Ficus wiVidwe, jusarly allied 
to the banian, and, like it, with mimerous peiulant 
roots. 

BotanicuUy, one cau, of course, hope to do very 
little ou a hurried journey like mine, hut I shall 
be disappointed if 1 leave this wuulry without » 
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fair knciwJeilge of the trees [ind tlowcrs most con¬ 
nected tritb Anglo-ljidiim life—Uie [ilantA ol 
primftry commercial or economic impoTtance^ and 
of those which figure in the legends or mythology 
of the people, ^lany trill be able to lielp me witl» 
the lirat. Drury’s U^tfai I*tttnts of India, and 
Drandla’s Formt JVoro tf the North-W^Hit will 
he mvaluablOi for the seeoml^ ami the third will 
come gratiunlly. Dr. Narayen Daji has already 
shown me the Toolsce {Oc^nitm mnetnm), the 
Jonetiia A^iu, and some others. 

We left I'jirell and its kind inmates ahont seven 
A.af.j and are now on tlic Bombay, Baroda, and 
Central India Ilailway. The line rims Urst 
through the ishunl on which the capital of Western 
ludLi. is built, then croases into iJalsette, which it 
leaves hy a very long bridge, over an inlet of the 
sea, dotted at iU mouth, as wo ran past, wntli 
singularly pretty w hUo sails. • 

The railway authorilies liave done everything 
for OUT comlbrt; still it is very hot—the tliermo- 
meter standing at 00', in (his airy saltMm carriage, 
with tlic Venetians shut on Lhe sunny side. 

The line keeps near the sEiore, and is carrie<l over 
tertiary deiKMuts almost all the way to AhinedahaiL 
Hard hy the Portuguese settlement of DtuniLnn, 
and only tltcre, we crossed a little promoutory, 
ndiieU is, like Bombay ami Sfilsette, formed of trap, 

Ptoto tlie time we reached the mamlaiid till we 
began to get near Damann, the toddy palm { 
ants JUtheilfonnii^^ was the commonest member (d 
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its fiuuiUy ; dow have got ajipavcutly into tlio 
region of the P/fOPwix i^i/ivi'ntrh. There been n 
groHl 4eoI, Ido^ of the Ihibuol (A^^acM Ambii'f*). 

The wc^tliior natives are o lot tied oiiielly in 
white, the iioorer in tho sauio costume ns the 
ApuUos of the Sliailoofs, who are, however, a more 
[lowei'ful race. 

As we advance', the soil mnuifestty improves, 
luul much more of the surfaco is tmtler eultiTation. 
The Ghauts are no Longer visible, anil with tiiem 
the trap has tremied olf to Uie right. 

Cotton and casi:or>oil are seen in considemhle 
quantities, before we reach Sunheeii (keep yoni- 
map open os rou read). By three ive are at Surat, 
where we are met by frumdiy with whose 

ownera luilf an hour glasses only too quickly. 
Then wo cross the Tapteo, a river; and, ere 
long, the far Larger Nerhudda—here, near its 
month, threo^u^tors of a mih^ broud in this, 
the dry season. On its lurther bank lies Broach, 
round which stretches n vast level of rich soil 
covered with cotton nO’w in dower. 

All along this line tlie gardens at tlie stations 
are most carefully attended to—one at TTnolesur is 
a {icrfcet model. 

Night fell at Palicj, and it was half-past nine 
by the time we rcaehi>d Ahmcdabad, where we 
were moat kindly rcceivctl by Atr. Newnluiin the 
district judge; the collcctort or head of the ad- 
ministration being nwuy, making a tour of inspee* 
tion UK is usual at thi^i season. 
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It wits tt glorious and more stars ivere 

visible to the naked eye iliao I Imva ev^vf seen 
licforc, fop the atmosphere of Alimednliad is at 
pi'esetii singularly clear, 

Ihc. -ith. —TiVe are now nearly out of the 
tropics, iLaving come about ten degrees to the 
north siuee we left Aden, and It was quite cool in 
the early morning. Wc w'ere otf betimes to Tistt a 
famom well—^anexquiaitoisirnbinaLton of galknes, 
pillars, and <lcep cold pools sunk beneath the 
soil. 

Ix>ok at ihe picture of one, which you have by 
you, for 1 despair of ilesmribing this, or, indeed, 
almost ati,\ of the buildings here. They are too 
unlike anything with which yon are fumiJiar. 
Luekily good Indian photograjdia are now readily 
Bccesslble, 

Some grey monkeys, w iso^lookingcTCatutes, witli 
long liiile, setimpered up into the great trees os we 
approached. They are a source of much amuse' 
uaeni here, delighting in tantalizing the dogs with 
the Tain hope of catching them, ii tnste which is 
shared by the fnrmy tittle Xadiau squirrel, whose 
acquaintance I made tlus morning, and who Hits 
about over ^ the buildings like the liaanis tn 
Italy. 

rLctuming to the city, we visited the Great 
Mosquci the Triple Gateway, at one of the beams 
of which the Mahratta goveraors of Ahmedabad 
uset! to shoot five arrows to take the auspices, 
Ijie tombs of Alimcd Shah and his quccuB, two 
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WTudom of perforated, stone in a dcse(jrat«! 
mos^iaOj. which are sriid to ho unrivalled In the 
whole East, and ilie curious tmuplo of tlio (juite 
modem Hindoo sect of Swamoo Karayenj cited by 
Eergasson as an illustration of hia thesis, that 
arehiteeturc in India is a thoronglily living art. 
The man who designed this fantastic hut extremely 
pretty building died only olgldeon months ngo> 

We spent an interesting forenoanj the firat pari 
of it in seeing the public offices under most in- 
tediigent gutdance. I will not iullict on you 
delaih) which can he found in well-known hooks, 
but you may imagine with wlmt interest ono now, 
as distinguishwl from readuiff about a JCntohcrry, 
and heard rccouuied on the sjtot tlie Who's who" 
of the district, with tlie names, duties, and wberc- 
nhouta of all conocmed. Then we went on to see 
the interior of a Jain tomplo. 

The Jains are, you know, the followers of a 
form of Indian religionj whiclt may l» deacrilked 
as a quid hetween Brahmanism and Bud- 

dlilsm. Still later we visited a number of the 
handloom weavers, and sow the actual process of 
maldng, wdih the rudest appliances, the Kinkhah, 
or gold cloth of Alimedahad, which la siiqpa&sed, 
if surpassed at all, by that of Benares alone. 

These visits look us into many of the native 
houses, and showed us mddentaiJy a good deal of 
the life of the people—such sights as a party 
of hired mournere keertinff in Irish fashion for a 
death j a woman grinding with the quern, while 

p 
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iho rocked lier baby’s cradle by it string attacUed 
to one of bet toes; anotUer sbeliing rice iritb a 
club i a tlrird Tceliog silk with lier foot and hand j 
a rourili ginning cotton with tlie wbed or c&itrA'a, 

in the afternoon wo dro^'c to lUe mosqne of 
SI tall Alunii w hich ffes at some distance from tbo 
town, imd the toad to wliicb tras of the same cha¬ 
racter ns Ihiit wbicii [cads towards Sardis It'oui 
Cftsaabtt—not delightful therefore upon wheels. 

The btdldings connected with this mosque are 
very ertensiYc, and most beautiful. They are 
douhik'sst more or less ett tlecad^ce, but there is 
nothing to compare with tlie grimy rain of the 
mosques at Cairo, which, to my ihiiLking, can 
never, at their best, have been worthy of com¬ 
parison with these. In Ahmedubad, the mosque 
proper consists of several parallel arcades, with 
the pulpU,.and the Meeca niche in the centre. 
The few worshippers wc have seen have knelt 
sometimes in the arcades, but oftcucr in the open 
apace in front. Hard by tiic mosque arc supple¬ 
mentary buildings, the tombs of tbe founder and 
hia queens—the whole walls of which ate almost 
made up of plates of picrcc'd stone (like ttuil one 
which I have, and which came, I believe, from 
Beejapore), arranged filly or sixty tt^'tlicr, in 
windows, more or less Gothic in shape. Tlio 
number of different elesigns h endless j 1 did not 
chance to observe any two whitdi were qnite alike. 

JDte. 5;A.—To ecc more mosques—I spare you 
names and historical notices, wliieli would convey 
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Dothijig to your minds i but they belong to the ei'a 
of th 0 Mnhomel^u kings of Guxerat^ from 1412 to 
1572, one of whonip by the wny, issaid to have Ikhmi 
the original Bluo Eeoid. The characteriatic of all 
ilie architecture here Is its ej^qumlene»i. There is 
nothinff grand, or imposingt thougii the transmission 
of light througli perforated stone ha^ something of 
the solemniacmg effect of stained gtaaai The colour 
of the buildings is good—a rich red. Fergumra, 
whom we take m our guide, says

A drive to a loDj^-deserted but once lordly 
picasure.place at sonio dLitaace from tbe oity» on 
the banka of the Saburmuttee, wbicb brlnjiijg 
down only tlic drainage of tbe AravuUi mi^e, is 
not to compare in volume to tbe Taptee or ibe 
Nei’buddo, enabled us to eoe the park-like eharai^ 
[ter of Ouaerat. Amongst the most conspicuoua 
Irees h the Tamarind, whose ilelicate foUnge, seen 
l^inst tiio blue aky, U exceedingly beautiful.

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Common too, fair of leaf and inconspicuous of 
fiower, is the Keem, a related to that bffjiuti- 
fol Mclia irhich ve saw in Sherecf Pasha's gArdcn, 
and which last species is cnlh^d hero the Indian 
liluc. iilnch more conspionouB, though not medi- 
emoUy usefnlj is the inUitiffiottm .wferow, with long 
pendant- white llow'erji. The htinian is every¬ 
where, and 1 SCO for the first time the great 
Feroaia elep/itmfitm covered ivitli fruit liard and 
nearly as large as cricket-balls. On our w'ny home 
Wf! visited another great Jain temple, built very re¬ 
cently, and much praised hy Pergussom The 
almost Gregorian chants, and the incense, were 
lihc a good deal 1 have seou and heard before. 
Here, liowever, the worshippers strike a 1»11 to 
call the attention of 'Gie god* It is not the Iwlt 
that summons the worshippers. Breakfast over, 
we go to sec a Hindoo gentleman, who engar- 
landed us with jasmine, and sliowod us bushels of 
jewels, retiuming to hargain for Emkhah, some of 
which we buy, and to look at gold and silver orna¬ 
ments, none of which were sufficiently UTilike 
things Cmiiliar to me to make ihcin tempting, 
Teiy beautiful ornaments are said to be made 
here, but only to order. 

After a visit to n great Jain banker, and the 
inapectJDn of his fatnily treasures In pearl and gold, 
wc rode to Sirkej, a niiiiwl royal mosque, oemcteiy, 
and pleasure-house some miles from the town. 
Mr. Burgess, from w hom I have had a note to-night 
tells me llmt it is not fKmtJy to Ijc corapared to 
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Oodey^iore ; but, soeu at eiuisot, it is ccrtuinly one 
of Hie prettiest x>Uic<» J Iitave ever belield—a great 
deep placid expanse of water surrotmded by the 
most graceful arabUecture, with long lines of steps 
leading down to it on all sides. 'Hiesc ai-o the 
elements of the scene, hut duly its cloiitents. 

A huge crocodile floated calmly on the surface, 
which did uot prevent some natives leaptug into 
the water feet foremost from the top of one of tlio 
netgbbotirmg paviliana, u height of some thirty 
feet. This was my first croeodite. You remember 
how vainly we looked for his brethren on ilie Nilo. 
To* day, too, introduced me to the Mina, or Indhui 
starling—a pretty, lame little creature—us ycetcr- 
d»y introduced me to iho green parrots, here very 
numerous and selfsiaserting. 

The road to Sirkej hxl us first past u Guzeratti 
village, said by our guide to be characteristic— *imd 
yety cojufortuhle it looked tinder its old trees — 
tliou over a wide expauao of plEUn, overgrown ndtU 
what they here c?all the tigoT'grass and a bright 
yellow oissia. 

We sent Ilornurdo, 11 - Portuguese servant, 

to bur some fruits in the buzanr. Ho lias brought 
back the Custard apple and the Guava, neither of 
which seemed to mo good, but 1 am told that, if 
one were to eat the former at Poona in the rains, 
one would think diflcrcntly, lie also brought 
the wnter-ohestnut {Trapa bi^pbtom)^ which is 
largely eaten here, and consumed in immense qnan- 
titics in Cashmere. 1 thought it pleasant, but 
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ltd cuUivuHon is very misehievo'us to tlie tanks, 
wlucli fill np rapidly with mud wiierever it is grown, 
as Sleeman tells iis in his pluasnnt 
sntl ns T observed for myself to-day in a small 
tank at Sirkej. 

iimongst oUier enbjeota nliout wliicti I Imve had 
conversations Lure witL persons whose opinions 
seemed to me worthy of consideration, were (ho 
state of the native army, the indebtedness of the 
cultivators, the amendments wtmted to make the 
cxaminatioiiN for the dnl service altogether satisn 
factorv- 

p 

We returned to Bombay rid Burat, traversing bv 
daylight all that part of the line which Xfc had 
not seen on our way norlk The HafTie-manager, 
who accompanied us for some Lours and gave 
me much inromuallon aLout the state and pros^cts 
of the tine, mentioned to me that the population of 
IMirt of the country through which we passed was 
‘176 to the square mile. It was wdl cultivated, 
and covered with timbesr. One might have fanciwl 
onesdf in Warwickshire at midsummer, if the 
ftrasa had been as green as the trees. At the large, 
hustling fitation of Boroda, some Afghans, with 
Jewish faces and skull-caps, wei-e getting horses 
into tlic train, and one of the railway officials told 
me that in the cotton season they have ivorkim-n 
on this line, wlio have come all tlie way from 
Bokimrti. 

Bamda is. as you know, the capital of the 
Gmcowar, and we at one lime meant to stay for a 
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day there; bat, in the existing state of affiiirs, with 
n diango of residents impending and other difE- 
cuhies, this would not Itc exijedient. 

AVe went to Surat chiefly to see rriends,. but 
found the place much more mterosting than wc 
had cx]iectcd» The Xawab of Bcyla met ns at Uie 
station^ and in Im train, for the iirst time, we saw 
A atate-clcphant, painte<l and gorgeously capari> 
soned. The (omhs of the goremors of the Bnglish 
and Dutch factories in the sp.veuleent1i century 
took me <[iute by surprise. Tticy aro immenso 
structures, oiwiously incaut to impress the natives 
with a senso of the gi'catness of those who here 
lay in glory, mtrry man in his own house.” It 
was the same policy irliiclt made all the 
of the English factory in those ibiys dine olT plate, 
and hare each course introduced by a flourish of 
trumpets. Our oivn cemetery is kept in fair order 
by private subscription, but the Duieh much wants 
attention, getting mj>idly overgroum, and having 
An evil repute ns a resort of sunkesL 

At the house of the ,\ettng-eoHector 1 met a 
large party of native gentlemen, many of them 
connected uilh the municipality, a very active and 
eificient body* as the wcU’-watored and clean streets 
clearly prove. 

Here too, in India, my eye first fell on tho long 
^ow^s of huts (lines as tbej' aro called), in whicEi the 
Sepoys live, nud the regiment, the 2Gtli N.I., wliioU 
is stationed here. iVs we drove through lUo town 
in llio cloning, n noise of disiMjnltmt drums and 
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fifiis iis to a street, ia wliioli the prcUmi* 

oaty ceremotiicK of a loarrliigc were going on. It 
n ua illuminated from cntl to find ’wiilj little lamps, 
ut tile esijenao of tlic bridegroom, beloir wliich 
a erowd, clnd in tlie u«ual white gimnents of the 
country, moved up and down. 

At this place, also, F Imd mucli instrxiotivc talk 
with a variety of per^na, all looking at the conatry 
and its people from dilTercnt angles—with the 
Commissioner of the division, now on his mnrcti 
through the eolloetoratea whicli he supenntenda, 
with the Acting-coUeclor, witli the Judge, and 
with our host, the Ajisistaut-judge, wlio had 
formerly lieen in live political department, and liad 
much that was new to me to tell, especially about 
Knttiawar. On our way to the station we looked 
in at I he High School, where the sixth form 
was reading Cowper intelligcTitly, visiting also the 
K a wall of Ueyia, and another Mahometan noble' 
man, who had, like liim, nmrried into the Surat 
family. At boll) houscH we were received witli 
puich stnto—tbe ceremonies within being jmrlly 
those you have seen in Turkey, and partly the 
scenting and engarJanding of whieli I have alrradv 
spoken. How I wish wo could send home some of 
the garlotwls, espe-cinUy those wliieh are made of 
jasmine and roses. Some people think tljo scciit of 
the former (alarger variety tiian our English one) 
rather overpowering, but I cannot sav that I find 
it so while tlie (lowers are Quito fn-sh. 

Ai« we moied «miti from Surat, I noted one or 
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fAfn thin^ — ^-9-t tlic iacroasiiig nimibeTS of the 
PlnufoJn, fia wt* fnrlher into the tropics, the 
transition fi'om a fiuiiamtti-«pc*akingtoa ^uliratti- 
speaking population, the vast numlicr of. iron 
bridges on this costly hut mucli-m'd linct tho Gno 
views of the GiuLuts, of wMeh we saw little going 
north, as they were on tlie siumy side, 

Bombay, Dee, S/A,—went this morning iviUi 
the Secretary to Government ovci* part of tho 
Secw'tariat, which comnmuds, I suppose, one of the 
finest sea views to Ijc liatl from any Government 
offiite in the world, anti in which tJie arrangements 
of tho oouneihroom, &c,, had of course a certain 
intercst- 

lAtcr, we drove round n large jKirt of the town 
with Dr, "irilpon—a great pleasure—to l)e put in 
the siime class, as going over Caatertmry Cathedral 
ivith tlie author of the Afe^t^'wls, the GrcylrioTs 
cliurcUyard witli Kohcrl Chumhers, or llulyrood 
with poor dosepli Robertson, Br, ‘Wilson has 
been here nearly fifty yeaK, ujid has seen genera' 
tion after generation of oifieiaU rifio, culminahs 
imd disappear. 

It would take too long to enumerate all the 
things we smv. but I note especially a Shiali 
inosnuo, tho first I over looked upon; the street 
whidi supplies all Asia with Mahometan hooks, 
more l>eing reproduced here(by Iithograpliy diieflj) 
tluiii in Constantinople or any oilier city j a small 
mosque, whidt forms the centre of whatever is 
raiiaticnl and clangcrous in the ^lussuinian popula- 
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tion of Boraljay ; a liny temple of tlw monkey gtid 
Hanumnn; and opposite it a much larger one, 
dedicated to Siva. ’VVe ivutked tlirongli the second 
of these, atniibt a ghastly hut amieahle crowd of 
worshippers, ciuiifly men from Gnzeraf. You 
remembw thinking El Azhar one of the most 
extraordinary placea you ever mitored. Well, this 
temple is as mueb more unfamiliar than !E1 A^hnr, 
as that is tlinn St, Sophia. The centre is formed 
hyn tank, in which people were hathing. imd round 
which there were, 1 think, four dilForqut shrines. 
Sacred cattlo encumbmiid the pathway, wliilc 
hideous and Mthy devotees sejuatted about every¬ 
where—one, who was smeared with ashes from 
head to foot, being pre-eminently unpleasant, 
““Wniat arc they doing in that corner? ” said .1 to a 
Mohratta Itrahmin, naked to the waist, l>ul speaking 
EtiglMi pf^fcetly, “ I’reaching,” he replied, “just 
ns in your cjnirches,*' 

In spite of this courteous recognition of kinship, 
t must say that such a place as this makes one 
imderstand n good deal of iuonoLdustic zeal, l)oth 
ilufisuLman and Christian—however much one may 
bo convinced that, in religious matters at least as 
much as in any others, a short cut is apt to he the 
longest way roimiL 

Another curious building, which we saw but did 
not enter, was a temple of Umse Jains who call 
themselves Dhoondias, “men of research,” and 
reject idols. 

;M:my of these remarkable objects were, by the 
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wny, pitlier on or near tliw Tery line of road whicli 
we drore jdoug, on tljc eveningof Itie 28tU ult., and 
wdiich I Inive noted as inferior in picturesque elfect 
to Cairo. 

A pleasant little dinner concluded the oremng, 
in the courite of which many subjects were disenssed 
by perstjns vrhose opinions it was interesting to 
beai*—as, for instjmt.'e, the tone of the vernacular 
press, the character of tl;e first generatiou of 
educated natives, the nature of the political rocks 
ahead in India, if any, &e: 

A jirojtos of a recent eirctilar of the GovEmincnt 
about European graves, a striking epitaph was eitjMi, 
whicli ran somewhat as follows:—Here lies the 

Imdy of - , whose Iasi wish—put a atone over me, 

and write tipou it that I died fighting mv guns—is 
thus fulfilled.” 

One of tljc parly mentioned tliat he once had to 
send bis horse ninety-tlurce miles to be shod, and 
that from a towu of 1^,000 mhahitmifEL It was a 
black soil district, and the natives did not protect 
tbeir borscs* feet. 

Our host put into my hands a volume of the 
Hotnhay records, coniaming, amongst other things 
Sir Art lull Wellesley's hoh>graph despatch to 
Mr. Jonailian Duncan, after Ihc battle of Assaye, 
in which he inlbrms In'm tliaf be has ‘‘compleally’' 
defeated The armies of Dowlut Kao Scindiuh and 
the Itajah of Hcrar, 

Dec, 9/A. — We were up long before djiy. and oJf 
to see the Cotntm oliscrvatorv, which ifi ehietlv 

w ^ It 
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importimt for its magootic and meteoFologicnl 
woi-k. LIl'. Cbamb{}r&| its distingaklicd head^ 
shoved U9 over it; aud Uere^ too» we saw the 
beautIfut planet which hod given us so much 
plcasTire on the Jted Sea and ttio Indian Ocean, 
shorn of her beauties, niul like » small black |iea 
on the disk of the sun. 

I leave Bombay with a much stronger impru'ssion ' 
than I bad of its great Asiatic as dtstuigmshcd from, 
merely Indian imjwrtance. It is, and will he, more 
and more to all this pari of the world what Ephesus 
or Ahncandria wen* to the eastern baain. of itio ilodi- 
terranean in the days of the Roman Empire. 

I wisli I could give it a fortnightt and lio allowed 
to pick Br. \)iHsou's brains nil the time ^ but the 
limitationg of existence ** say no to that.

And now, before ^ve turn our tkces towards 
N'oriheru Itidb, is there anytliiug wiiicti lias 
struck me much, and which I have forgotten to 
note ? 

Feimtie .Bc.vnf/y,—I have seen none, unless a 
monkey of some ten summers, who begged from us 
at Alimcibbad, might claim to lie an exception, 
^lany admirable figures there arc, no doubt. The 
peasant women, watking into Surat in t)ie mom^ 
iiig, w'itli loads on their heads, aud undraped mom 
than half way up tlie leg, were cci'tainiy very

Of jackals ttc have liefcrd many. At ^urat thoy 
lield a council dose by, wlitlc wc were at dinner, 
and I am sure ail but resolved to luvite 
selves in. The little trotting Imlloeks, like Shet¬ 
land pontes, and going about the same pace in a 
light cart, at that place; the Mysore hullonks, 
with erect, antelope-looking horns, in the streets 
of Bombay; the great buJTaloea, wallowing a.s 
they do in tbo Pontine 3flarshes; a few lirellica 
at iMatlieran; tlio coppersmith InrA ovliicb makes 
!i noise like hammering motol, have been, in 
addition to others, mentioned in their proper 
place—the live etcatorcs, other than humim, which 
hare stroek me most. 

Dec, 9ih .—We left Eomliay soon after 10 a.m., 
Mr. ]a'. Mesarier, the agent of the Great Indian 
Pcminsuln Boil way, accompanying ns as far as 
Callian (where a branch goes off to Poonati) and 
giving us much valuable inforinalion. 

Some of the views before you leave the low 
groumE arc eiichantmg. One of a singularly 
heniiliful mountain, the site of an iiktorlcal 
J'ortresft, seen over a foreground of water and 
wide levels studded ndiU pultu trees, dwells 
csitecially in my memory. The first station at 
which we stopped heyond the suburbs of Bomlmy 
was Tan UH.

Beyond Callinn the ascent of the TLuIl Ghaut 
commences, and a noble piece of engmcc ring [t is. 
Fine forests of teak border the rood on eocli side 
for some way up. You understand of course that 
at this season almost every tree tias got its leayes^ 
though very few arc in flower. There is oijo leaf¬ 
less gknt amongst these forests, with white and 
ghostly hmnehes tipped with flower buds, whose 
name I havie not yef discovtared. 

On our way up I saw one of those jungle fires 
to which my attention was called at dinner last 
night, as illustrating a passage in the ZTistoiy of 
(he Mnhmtla* .*— 

" Tbft afnhomemiid, whikl cnhBiiwtnig thfUoiehM, wnm giwJaolly 
eitiling that turbulent jirtultloiy apWl, whiob, Ihotigti for 
Htnothawd, WM inluinii); in the Utailno tutjna of Miiuitiuhlm;

Arrived at the top we camo to a bore upland region 
which was not without certain features of resem- 
blanoo to my familiar Buclum. 

Far aw'tty, howeyer, on either aide stretdied 
outliers of the Ghauts, long reaches of ieyel ridge,

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on whuilv ^o n ncctclncOii were siruuj^i al 
interviils, peaks, or what would hare been peaks, 
if some giant hail not cut olT their |wiuts with 
his sword, ?Cear Nassick, whore Sir G. CampTwU 
wished, wot without having a good deal to 
for his idea, to plaee the capital of India, there 
in a. remarkabie group of tlicso straiigoly*sIiaped 
hills. 

Soon after we passed llio station for that place, 
and crossed the infant Godavery, It grew dark, and 
we saw nothing move for many hours, IVhen wo 
woke on tlu* morning of the 10th, we had left 
lichind Xaudeish and Herat, and were in tlm heart 
of the Central Provincea. IVe had luissod the 
great junction of IMiosawul, w^henoc a line runs to 
Nagpore, through the 0mrawuttee cotton district, 
IVe had missed KundwaU, whence a line is being 
constructed to Kolkar’s capital of Indore, and 
were far north of the Taptec, 

The operations of washing gniT dressing were 
Imrdly over ivhen we reached Sohagjiore, the 
breakfast station, and saw to the south the lino 
range of the Satpoora, and the IVIalideo group, near 
the new Sanitaritim of Pachmurree, for moro 
informatiou about wliich see PorsythS niifhland^ 
qf Cmtrtd Lidia^ which is something very much 
1)ettc? than a mere record of sport. 

Wtf arc cow in the great Nerbudda valley, upon 
secondary rocks. The country U ooverod with 
young wheat, as wc saw the plain lietween Abydos 
and the Kile. I obsesrve, too, some flux just 
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coming into ilo^rer. Other crops tJiere aro wiadi 
1 have not yet made out. Tlie sttation gardens are 
perffcctly lovolj. One of the Cmttahulacefg, which 
covers all tlie IniildingB and k in fiii| rtower^ is a 
Erreat feature. The countjy is not tndilfp what the 
I Beau(.*e w-oiUtl he if thinly scaliorcd mangoes and 
stillmorc thinly scattered palms 
were substitated for its foruial lines ofpoplnra 

1 have just, hy a judidonsly planunod raid at 
one of ibo stations, gntliered the Mysore thoriE 
(0(S4atpinja gepiaria) which grows, in great quan¬ 
tities, liU along our track, and looks as the laburnum 
, would look if its flowers wore in a spike instead 
of l)cing pendant. 

As we advance, ^ve see tlie \’indhya range to I ho 
north, and cross the Nerbudda, Kero a river of 
Tnodernte sixe, tg^’^ unlike the mighty flood which 
we Icfl at Broach, 

The country gets more wooded, and several 
tanks are passed, with picturesque htiildinga <m 
theii- banka Tlie Satpoora am still to the south 
of us, and quite close there is a small nnJ singu- 
Ihrly ru^^ged ridge iielonging to their system, 
and marking iho site of Juhbulporo, which ive 
nmch between twelve and one, Imving traversod 
Rlk miles since we left Bombay—-a little more than 
the ill stance from J^ondou to Inverness. 

Bail way travelling in Burope would be a very 
dilFerenl thing fiom what it ts, if one could sleep 
as well as we did last night, and wash like civilized 
l>elngs in the morning. R--tells me that b. 
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Amortca tLfTiic thm^ arc much belter maueget] 
tliaa even berc. 

It is delightfully'cool—quite a dllTcreut dimato 
from tliet below the Ghauts, ^V^e slept on sofas 
and our mattresses, in the ordinary Caabmerc 
fc/->?t^ ?'slticping di'ess of this region^ under a light blanket, 
aud towards moniiiig the addition of a railway 
rug was pleasant. The dust U our great enemy, 
and fi'om it it is vain to fly, so wo pass much of 
our time on the platform in front of our emn-lagc 
and sec the country admirably. IVlien we retreat 
into our saloon, and its blue windoivg are abut, we 
Sfec the world as Kf^nan, in a delicious passage, 
says the anthor of the saw it, "rev^tu 

d'une teinte d’aziir coinnie dans les miniatures du 
quatonsieme si^cle," 

The houses of the peasantry* on wMeli my eye 
has falien, aince we got into the Central Provinces, 
arc smaller and poorer than those I chanced to 
observe in Giizerat or the ilaliratta country. 

May Heaven defend us from the Evil One, and 
from” hasty gonerolkations 1 

At Jubbulpore begins the East' Indian Hallway, 
and the stations, for some reason which I cannot 
yet Eatliom, become gardenless. 

TTc have now (three p.m.) a range of low hills on 
ouj right which connects the Satpoora with the 
Rajmabal range, to the south of the Ganges. 
On our left is the prolongoUon of the Vindhva 
mountains, which is commonly known as tho 
Kymore Tlills. 
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Tlte streKinA ire cross still run to Hie Norbuddit, 
but soon lYc si ml] come to tlic Tnitcr-partiii^^ 
Trluch separates the basin of tlmt river from 
tlic basin of flie Gan^a anti its tributary the 
Sone. 

Gmdually tbo two rangoa approaolied, and ive 
ran on tlirough a valley that rcininded me of a 
ITighhuid strath, as the temperature of the 
■Deoemher evening did of August in Kosa-ahire, 
Tt was dark before we reached Sutna, the station 
near which General Cunningliam recently made the 
retriFirkHhlo Buddhistic discoveries which I men^ 
iioned in my aildress to the Orientalist Congress 
last 13 ep tom her* By half-past ten we were at 
Govcmnient House in ^Ulahabad, having travorsed 
some 830 miles since we ran out of Bombay— 
something like the distance from Brindisi ’ to 
Alexandria. 

Det!. llt/i. The mommg was given fo visits and. 
conversationt after which t wenf to soe the piv^ 
cecdings of the High Court, where Special Appeals 
were being tried, En tlje afternoon a party of us 
visited the Fori, which stands near the confluence 
of the Jumna witli the Ganges. All coufluenoes 
in India are moro or less sacred, but tins one is 
particularly so, both rivers being holy, and every 
morning thousands of persouB oomo to bathe in the 
waters over which we look* 

The sunset, as seen from the ramparts, was dn e, 
and we had something very like the Egyptian after* 
glow, under the crescent moon, from the haloonv

resides here. 

Of the viu'xotis objects of interest in ilic Fort, 
that ivhtch I was most glad to see \vm the pillar 
dating from the age of Asoka, say d.c.

Vnu 
will find it figured in Fergussoii*s Umidifooi:. 
Curious, loo, was the stump of the sacred banian, 
on which Iho Chinese pilgrim, Jlioueii Thsang, 
looked in the seventh oentiiry. 

Dec, 12^4.—pretty long walk in the cold, 
crisp morning took me over admirable roads made 
of kimknr, a material of which we hare all heard, 
hut which I fust here actualty see, to tire house of 
a resident who kindly shows me his whole esta¬ 
blishment. I see the stables, the cattle, (ho 
aheep, the fowls, the wlieat fields, the swimming 
bath, and whatever else is charactmstic of a pim- 
perous Anglff-lndian nt^ntiffe in tliese parts. Inst, 
not least, I walk over the garden, on wMch its 
owner bestows great care.

Jclia), one of the most important of Indian trees, 
and see too thetasselled jDMrente, tlic large Chinese 
jasmine, Uie Peacock flower (Po^fntsMntt pukker- 
rima), the Qui&qualis, another fhvourite Anglo- 
Indta shrub, with much else. I have ^ilaineil to 
me the method by which turf is formed and kept 
alive in this thirsty land, nmi am taught to dis¬

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Artfflmtiiti, wlicnce tlie luctname of Cjccrii), the 
millet (rffthiKaHit fcnmm m Haji-a, Jcc, 

Then the illllijeultiej; wJiieh attend vine, pe«di, 
and English mdnu culture in this climato arc cx- 
plaiiieil to rne, and I Ilwu hy taste the raerita of 
mifhcifu SuManJii, a jmdvnceoua plant, whose 
calyx, strange to say, makes excclUmt jam* 
jVnter breakfast comes more polttical talk witJi 
the Lieutenant-Gavemor of the most instructive 
kind while the aftentoon ts given to the native 
loivn, wht!TO 1 have, under the most arlmirable 
auspices, a whole sneecssion of peeps into the life 
of the iipople. I see tlic smull stores of the pawn- 
hroker.'s, chiefly in silver ornaiueuts. T see a 
lapidiiry cutting gems with bow aod whetd, I see 
cowries psed as change, forty-eight going to the 
anna, wliieh b equivalGMt to I see the sweet¬ 
meat shops, and toy shops, and gaitar shops, and 
» manufactory of lac bnUMdots. Lastly, 1 assist 
at a curious little scenes A weaver has bought 
live-shillinga* worth of gold, and wants it mntio 
into a uose-ring* He ooveimuts with a working 
jiTwellcp to make it—he paying the jowdlcr about 
a penny for Lis labour, which is to last an houi^ 
the employer sitting by all the while and watching, 
in the attitude of a cat, that none of tiia gold he 
purloined—on arrangement hy which he also gets 
the benellt of the jeweller's fire ibr an hour on a 
Beeember aflemoon* I first see the gold in tho 
shnpe of a pou, then I see it assume the sliojie of a 
small bur. As we pass homeward, it has become 
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Or completed no^ie-Tiii^, for ^hich, having made the 
weAYer tmderstand, through my guide, that the 
trarnfactioE aiU be larguly to the adroutitge of all 
eoQCemed, I give seven sldlllugs and cany it olf 
in triumph. 

Inexorable tiighi came upon us long before inv 
curiosity was satisfied, and yet I haTe been told 
ten times over that tJierc is nothing to see in 
Ahahahad. 

LrcKNow, liec. IGM.—A journey of HJij miles, 
much of it pcrl'oFiiied by night, took me to the 
capital of Oudh, rid Cawnpore, where I stayed 
long enough to see what has given tlie place its 
diurnal celebrity, 

1 have been refreshing my recolltielioua of those 
sad days by George Trevelyan's eloquent book, 
but you would hardly thank me for recalling the 
details of one of the moat unrelieved tragedica in 
£ugiish history. 

Ti>e aoeues of some of its most hideous passages 
are veiled by luxuriant gardens, to which wise loeid 
regulations itave »ffixc<l a semi-sacred character.

I spent most of my time at Cawnpore in the 
house which once belonged to our friends the 

H-s, a roomy, pretty bungalow-4hat is, hdng 

interpreted, a villa in wiiich screens and curtains 
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Lirgctj' do the irdrk done !>y partition xiaUi] in 
temperate elimateK, 

On oitlier stile lie 'ivido ot‘ turf—what was 

his rose garden on this, and hers on that, Doth 
are still kept up. more or less, but m lliis climate 
the plants sgnn want renewing, 

From the broad veranda iRdtind the drawing¬ 
room the eye ranges otct a vast plain, whicht hut 
for its atmosphere and colouring, might he any 
part of Uie left batik of the Danulw licloiv Pcath. 
Between the house, however, and that plain 
spread the broad waters of the Ganges, compara¬ 
tively scanty at lliis season, 1 need hardly say, hut 
in the rains tiunking nothing of inuudating twenty 
square miles on its northeru shore, 

Bight hdow the veranda b a backwater^ along 
the margin of which liad collected in great quanti¬ 
ties the flowers of the a sort of 

tall marigold, very saorctl here. 

These had been offered to the hallowed stream 
by the devotees at a bathing station Jnst above tbo 
upper end of the garden, and on the backwater. 
Prom that bathing station a long wooden bridge 
leads to a low islet of shingle, upon which many 
Brahmins had erected each his own little sacred 
batlung-shcd. Beyond was another brancli of the 
river, and yet beyond ft furlluer shingle hank and 
the deep water ehanncl of the hour, dotm which 
an nncouthly-6ltaped btmt now and then glided. 

Hy attention was called to the proetedingB of a 
party an the further margin of the deep water 
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clianod, nad tUfOU^-h a tclefico|»c I saw tUom 
making mrangements f.>r burning a body, to 
■iFbbli, ero long, tbo slo^vly curling smoke sliowcrj 
tfiat tiiey bnd set fire. 

Here, in Lucknow, we imyo been tbe guests of 
the Judieinl Commissioner, and bare seen very 
fairly, tlmnfcs to Llm, all I he most iiii|iortaint points 
in litis huge place. 

Tbore is little very good in tbe way of arcbitec- 
tum. The boiit Imildhigs are two roj-al tombs, aurl 
tbe Imainbarra, a tinge edifice in the fori, wbicb is 
now converted into a depAt For ordnance. Other 
Uiingst, such us tlic Great Mosque, look imposing 
at n distance, but are seen, when oue gets near, to 
be poor and tawdry. 

The historic sites connected with the Mutiny are 
of the highest interest, and licro, though God 
knows the tragedy was deep enough, it was not 
the vfirfiiieped tragedy of Caxni|jore>. 

I wish our friend G- could have gone with 

me over the Kosidency. J think even he would 
linvc admitted that liis countrymen, although they 
are not much less apt than their neighbours to get 
into scrapes, have a marvclloiis genius .for gettinff 
out of them. 

Tljo mins have been left, most wiaclv, just as

M'liicb can vie with the capital of Oudh in the 
beauty oJ its parka. Stockholm nnd Coponliagen 
no doubt aiirpjiss it: but 1 do not leiuember any 
other place of tbe same size wliioli iTn™ 

To tlie fiiiest of thcBc parks is attached the name 
of Sir Charles Win^lidd, who was Chief Com* 
missioner litre, and who sat for Gravesend in the 
Parliament of 1 SOS-71. 

Thither J went one iLiy under the guidanet' of 
fho Jlirector of the Horticultural Gardeus, and 
sow numy new trees, amongst the most noGceablo 
of u hicb wem the Um?I Manaetos}, m im- 

portnut medicumlly, the fragrunt sanditl'Tvood, and 
Jtau/imia piirpio'ea wit!) its sinKcrb flowers and 
scimitar-liko ])ods. It Is strange that, althoiigU 
not ou(^ single tree whidi I saw is English, the 
genem! etfect of tlie whole, when palms are not b 
view, flboiiid be ppociscly tbat^TA oarefuHy-plantod 
English arboretum in which ptS^ are not grown, 
Yerr instructive also wus a visit to the Ilarticul- 
tural Gardens, where I beciimc acquainted wit h th© 
Sil {S/tm'oa ro^uiila), almost as important in the 
north as the teak is in the south of India; with 
the Aju'lepim gigaalt^n, producing on© of tho 
strongest fibres in tbe world i and Ttith tho 
Ctemipima Stippan^ which gives us the redwood of 
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commerce. Cariiful and aucce-s^ful on peri men la 
nre bein^ mnde hero in growing dtjlIcJito plants 
under Uouaes formed of Hptit. hatnboo, witli a vrew^ 
to defend them at onco agoltmi the hot »'tnda of 
aummer and the frosts of trinier. Tlicy are trying' 
ulao the date-palm Irotn iUo Persian Gulf, and are 
doing very well with the Cintm orange. 

We went over much of the native town with the 
superintendent of polices, who keeps a popuhitton 
of 27f^O(H) in order with 70(1 constables. We saw 
many of the shops, and htinentcKl the way in which 
the jewellery is being spoiled wIili a view to meet 
H dcmiind w hich has Just arisen In England for a 
vary uninteresting kind of bangle. Some of the 
plate ia good, and ideces of rude hut very uffective 
enamel can be picked uji, 

attended a gathering of pawnbrokers, who 
sat in conclave daily to have articles brought to 
tliem for juirchasc or hyjiothecaHoii. The chief of 
them showed me a very large diamond, for vvliieh 
he asked 20,00(1 nipees, and it was obvious that 
his tnutsaciiona were on a great scale; yet his 
incomCi-tas, even when the rate was 3| per cent., w'as 
only 235 rupees. It was amusing to hoc, as we 
entered the lit lie oourtyard, the family cow—kept 
not for use hut for luck. 

Atony of the Mahometans here belong to the 
Shiah sect, as did the royal iomily, fl»d thnt sect 
has possession- of the Great Mosijac. I did not 
observe any difftwenco in its arrangements from 
those of the Soonees. 
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AVc wiJi'e met LU ony of the narrow Etreets by 
11 most j)icttiresi]ne otring of eanieh, attended by 
jVfghans^ wbo brtugiui; down dried fruiU 

and Persian cnts for side froro beyond the xiaasos. 

At LtieiLiiow and Ca^mpore conversation turned 
n good deal on the events of ISoT ; on the sort of 
natives who were tikely to be useful in frovemment 
employ •, on t]ie position of the iini«venant<Hl 
service w ith reference to teiivc rules and pensions 
on tlm gradual disappearance from this place of 
the professiomU criminal class, whieh Itad been ab> 
tiormallj derelopeti in the evil times before annesa- 
lioti; on ilie tmnsl'er of a considerable part of the 
populathm to Hyderabad In the Ueccan, and to 
Calcutta, when a more ordered state of things 
sujici'sedcd the old days of atiarchy and rapine. 

Dec, lit A, —Wo left Hucknow yesterday in 
exeeUeut company, and, thanks to the eourtesy 
of the Outlh nnJ Hohilcund Ilaiiway anthuriHes, 
wttc able to got tlie greatest advantage from it, 
going on ahead of the ordinary train, amhlropping 
down as ixom the clouds In Die midst of an Oudh 
Tillage^ over which we walked, observing the 
shrine under the Peepul tree, the gathering of 
people in the little market-place, the extrejme 
cleanliiit*ss of even the poorest hovels, fresh 
plastered at frequent intervals, sometimes even 
daily, by the women. The vast mojority of the 
houses were of mud, but here and there was a 
dweUing of brick. Several of tlieso had doors 
of carved wood, with the fiah of the eipolled 
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(lynAsty upon them, doors which moy have once 
onnitntmtecl some stately^ mnnsioii nt Lucknow. 
Tho huad-nmn told Hint liLs rmnlly Imd bet*u 
hew since the days of the Delhi emperors, tt 
belong to the writer caste, but has ^dually naado 
money, and, having bought out some of the 
old proprietors, nov holds sulUcicnt land to give 
it a iocal status. 

Tile eoQversation, as wo hurried on to Gawnporc, 
turned on t-lie question how far these villages 
appmeinted our rule; "True H ie,“ said one of 
our companions, erery man is now secure from 
the old violence and the old oppression, but 1 
doubt whether they did not like better the former 
state of things—when the king sent n regiment 
against a village which did not pay its taxes. 
The village knew when the regiment was coming, 
and put its possessions in safe kcoping—then 
fought the TCgitmmt, perhaps successfully, if 
unsiiocessful, it paid up, and was free from, inter- 
rcrence for some years, while- tite troops were 
coercing othcir villages. Sow wo take Ihr leifs 
at a time, and in a peatreful way, hut the idea of 
resistance to us is ridloulous, and our tax-collectors, 
although (heir demands are modemte and their 
mcthoiU merciful, arc yol inexorable os fate.” 

IVu crossed a large piece nf land covered willi 
low scrub, “inial is that?” I asked. **Tliat/’ 
said C——■ " is a DAk jutigie {Mal&t froudosn) ; 
Puitus or Pallas they call It in the south. It lias 
bom said that this true gave its name to the 
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buttle of PlasseVp wliicb lyas fougUt m a Dik 
jung-le,’* Tlie sight of tliisj the first piece of 
j’lmgks J bad seen in ttu? north, jnutleiuetnidmtnnd 
JactjuenKmt’fi diaiLppoinlmcnt with Im first Ir nlinn 
jungle. lie would not liuve been rbsuppoitited if 
he bad begun with Mnibemvi, 

On the Oudh and llohileuud lino ivo returned to 
the station gardens, of wbieh we lost sight ut 
Jubbulpore. In id ore ways iJnm one, indeed, tin u 
line 1ms profited bj the cjqimcnoe of its pre¬ 
decessors, and prides ihself upon its acconunodatiem 
for mUivo traveUora beiug portlctdnrly gtuid. 
Amongst other boons to tliem, it has adoptwl a 
plan of setting down and taking up passengers at 
conrenient [ilnces where there are no stations ; 
a proceeding for wUieli its Tej^r alow rate of speed 
givtfi great facilities. 

At Cawnporo we ugsdn joined the East Indian 
and xrent by a i^iy slow train to Agra, re.'icliing 
Sir J. Stracliey’s camp about midnight, where we 
found our tents ])itchod, and all comfortarjly 
* nrranged. The thermometer at this season fidis 
vciy low during tho night in Northern IndJu. 
As we )inssed to the station at Lucknow, w© saw 
them collecting the ice which had fornied in shaib^w 
pans put out for the puqjose; and here, under 
canvas, it ls Tcry decidedly cold. 

During the journey from Cawnpoi*© to Agra, I 
heard a jiomt bearing on the endless wntroversy 
about Iiuliiui public works more forcibly stated than 
hitherto. It b all Tory well,” said one of my 
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fellow-trAToUoES, for |^M?ople nt home tosa^', ‘Don't 
malcc san^inc estlmatcii ;' but atippoae iro don't 
ma1(c sangiUne estimates, wliat liappeos ? By no 
possibiiitj' csin w© keep the amount of our estimates 
secret, It gets out, anti tben erery native sub¬ 
ordinate does Ins very utmost to Luke oaie that he 
and hie work welJ up to our estimate. Making 
sanguine estimates b absolutely tieccsBary if we 
mean to keep down actual costs." 

Agra, Dec. —This camp life is an admirable 

institution. As soon as weather and the state of 
business ijormit, ilic Indian magnate of every 
degree leaves bis usual abode, and starts to ins^KTct 
bis county, province, or kingdom, as the case may 
be. Sir J. Strachey, for instance, will for tiie 
next two or three months be moviDg slowly over 
his wide dominions, whieb are about as populous 
as Grt^t Britain. Soon after sunrise, be drirea or 
rides out, exnmmcs aeticok, gaols, lunatic asylums, 
remains of antit|ulty which are in need of repair, 
and so forth, returning to a late breakfast between 
ten and eleven. Then come a number of hours 
devoted to seeing a variety of officials, and to 
carrying on the ordinary duties of government, 
while the evening is given chiefly to receiving at 
dinner the principal local oflieials, who come into 
camp from all the districts round to see the 
Lieutenant-Governor, and often to settle by a short 
convetsation matters which might otherwise have 
involved much losa of time in eorreepondcne& 
You will have observed that we have stayed a good 
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deal in the large with judicial officers. 

Theyj- are the only iiersons of poBltiou who at this 
time of the year ate stalionary. The executive 
officers are nearly all on the wing. 

The cuinp is a pretty sight. A broad street of 
tents leads to the purilion of the Lieutenant- 
Governor, over wliich a (lag Hies, and in windt 
Ills guests assemble. For the rest, ovcr>'lliing goes 
on Its in a large wdLappointed house in Europe. 
More than thirty people sat down the other night 
to dinner. 

On the ITlh there was a formal reception of 
native noblemen and offidalst each of whom, from 
the lesist to tlie greatest, advanced as his name was 
called, ami made his obeisance. Some of the 
former class vrene remarkable for the antiquity of 
their family—Rajpoota of Uic Eafpoots—but none 
of mucli political note. 

Tt»e chief objects of interest in and near Agra 
are the fort, Sikundra, the tomb of Itinad-ood- 
Bowlah, and the Taj. 

Our first view of the fort was a very striking 
one. Wo saw it in the early morning, ore j'ct the 
mist bad deared away, over a foreground of waste 
inteiupersed witlr Maliometan lomhs. The beauti¬ 
ful outlines of what we oftenrards learned to call 
the Pearl Mosque seemed really built up of pearl, 
and stood out clear and distinct, wliile the two 
ends of the huge pile over which it rises faded 
away in Urn darkness. 

liiiter, we went earefuUy over tlie whole of this 
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Indian Windsor, under ilie ia/st iruii^uco vrliioli A^ra 
affords. I was most AgTocably surprised—surprised, 
I say, becaoso from a perusal of Fergiiason's btiok, 
I bad been led to suppose that wo should see mueh 
more Tandalism tlmn now meets Ibe eye. Since 
be was bare, Governmeut tiAS taken up in good 
enmest ibe protection of this glorious buHiiiiig; 
bas spent £10,000 most jndicionaly, and is deter¬ 
mined to spend whatever is necessary to reiuove 
all removable miaebtef, and prevent all prcvcnllbU; 
decay, 

Tire fort was the work of Akbar, one of tbc few 
resiiy great men of native Indian history. It is a 
moss of dark red sandstone, battlamoute^l, and 
strong enough in its day, tbougU now of little 
military importance. On tliis noble foundation 
Akhar's successars reared many lovely buildings, 
almost all of white marbia rre-emiumil iu 
beauty is the Pcforl ifosque. to which I have 
already alluded, and of wtucb f ergusson (tO whom 
pray refer for a commeutary on all I am writing, 
since I do not attempt to set down more than 
impressions) observes :—

Beautiful, too, are fho rooms in which Shah 
Jcbaii cjiUhI his long and disastrous reign. His 
last sight on earth must Jiavc l»<?cu the diviric a ml 
glorious huildsng, which will keep hia othcrwijie 
unhonoured memory l'n*sh to all time.

Aa I stood looking towards the Taj from tJio 
momB in which SJmh Jehan died* them came into 

iny mind those other rooms which S-- wiJJ 

rememl)er, and whicli struck us both so much ; 
the rooms, 1 mean, iw which Philip IT. hreythed 
his Inst, with his eyes on the altar of the dark 
Esoorial Church. T)ie .Mogul, though a prisoner, 
hud by much iho best of it. 

At Sikutidra is the tomb of Akbar, built by liis 
son. It stands in a stately s^juanj of gardens, 
approached by noble though piirtfally ruined gaf»v 
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HT)yg, and is, like the fort, built of red sandstone 
UeloWi and white marble above. Here, however, 
the red sandstone is disiiused In the most exquisite 
and intricate architeetural forms, while the white 
marble court, high in air, which surrounds the 
cenotaph of the mlghtj emperor^ is a worthv sister 
to the Jasmine Bower and the rooms of Sfmh 
Jehan. 

The actual tomb is far below, a plain mass of 
white marble, just in the same po^iitioti as that 
occupied hy the <l>iad monarch in the tumulus of 
Alyattca tlere, in fact, we haTo the last and 
gloriiled dev clop meut of the very same idea which 
heaped up that mighty mound ou the plain of 
Sardis, and rGated the Pyramids over the valley of 
the ^'Uc; 

Dee, The tomb of Iimnd-ood-DowlaU is 

one f)f the earliest works in the style of tIumc 
huildiiiga which lend so much beauty to ^Vgra. He 
was a Persian adventurer, prime minister of Jchen- 
gee r, father of the fatnotw Noor iTehaTt, and gmnd- 
falher of her niece, often carelessly confounded with 
her Moomtaxa-mehal, the lady who sleeps beneath 
the Taj, The tomb of Itmad-ood-DowlnU stauds in 
a gurden, and may well have 1>eeo. n pteuatire jdace 
for the living before it heearae the last home of the 
dead. 

Here it w'as that my attention was first drawn to 
the distinction between the tombs of men and 
women in this part of the worid. The former tiave 
carved upon fliem n writing-case, the latter a slate,

We have now visiteil ihe Taj three times, onee 
in the early mormn^ ami twice in the afternoon, 
lingering on both these Inst occasionfl to see it lit 
up, first by tins sunset and tlien by the moon, just 
ns we used to do in the case of the Parthemm, when 
we wero together at Allieti!!. 

One thinks, of course, of the Parthenon, for it is 
I he one htiildiiig, so far as I know, in ail tfie 
earth, which is fit to be named in tim same hreatli 
as this. 

Nothing that lias been written does the Taj any 
sort of justice, and wc may wait another 250 years 
for a worthy description, unless some one ciin 
persuade Mr. lluskin to come liither and write of 
it as he has written i>f the Camiiamit? at Florence, 
ifen who can really tell of such things as they 
deserve come only at long intervaLs, 

A grand gateway, that would itself be an object 
of first-rate importaoee in most great cities, 
tends into a garden, which is, even in Decemher, 
supremely lovely—^jicrhaps a quarter of a mile in 
length by the same in brcadtli. A long avenue of 
cypresses, sepanited by a line of fountains, which 
only play on great occasions, leads the eye to the 
foot of the hutldmg, which rises from a vast pUit- 
forni of red sandstone One passes up along the 
fountaius, while the green parrots, perched on t)ie 
tops of the niasEcs of foliage beliind the cyprt'sses, 
scream to each other, and Hash hither and tliilher

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iu IIlc sun. ArmL-d dl tht' plutfom^ you sec that 
Ihe .T h mu a \s floivln^ hciUL^atb, aud that oithar side 
of the platlorm is hounded by a Tiiost beautiful 
moiU]UC—the one for use, the otLter, as being im- 
proptrrly pliii^d with referenco to >Iecca, merely 
to satisfy the eye. On this first platroFin stands 
anotlicr of uliite marble, with ii iiiiiuiret of the 
same material at each corner, and out of this, more 
in colour like a snow |>eak than any tiling else 1 
ercr bebdd, but of the most exquisite finish and 
symmetry, springs np the wondrous edifice itself. 

Its general form W quite fatnillar to you from 
photographs or drawings, hut 1 Imre met with no 
picture, photograph or drawing which at all conveys 
the impression which words have CipialJy fiitied to-» 
render. 

The queen and her liusliond are buried, us Akbar 
is, in a vault liidoiv. It is only their momimeuta 
that are above ground. These, a? well as the 
screen surrounding them, are, tike every tiling else 
about the place, in perfect taste, and, like most 
tilings about it, in admirable ptfuorvntion. 

Tlie usual adornments of ^Vgra are the adorn- 
ments here—inlnid and pcrforutetl luarbles; and 
here tlicY reach the highest point of perfection 
which they hnve reached in Indiu. 

The lost time we were at the Tnj the interior 
wns illuminated by Jtengal lights, so that wc could 
see nil the texts from the Koran, in the exquisite 
Arabic cbaraclers, which are inlaid over it; 

Perhaps, of nil the points of view, that 
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cc'ntre of iLc WfesKsrn Stosque is tlii'^moat bcnulifuli 
if ono tlier« just as tiie sunset is flushing tlin 
whole of the huilrling, that ean tte seen from 
thcQCo.

Wo spent* the other day, u most instructire 
moruing in going, with n first-nito settlement oiliocr, 
over a native Till ago, or joint estate, the unit of 
the oountiy for revenue pur]K><(cs. Our friend had 
arranged everything beforehand, so that, when wo 
arrived on the spot, we were met by nearly all the 
six head men, or Lttmln’rdni'R, as tliey are called, 
and by moat of the sixteen Putt cedars, or inferior 
shareholders. There, also, present in the flesh, 
IVIIK a live Piitt’vnvrrec, or village aceounUnt, with 
the map and all the village books, so thjit we could 
hare explained to us the whole sTstem ly which tlie 
Governnient demand is regiilatOfl, and see at a 
glance the statistics of the place in the English 
abstract. The village which we examined contained 
2,157 acTPs, of whicii 935 were quite uncultivable* 
and 1,222 were cultivable. 

IVe walked over a hirge jiarf of ttiese last with 
the people, saw the various kinds of land, varying 
from wretchedly poor fields, growing Carnkt ojp&i- 
Haiti (the true senna nf our youtii—not the same* 
by the way, os the Alexandrian senna which wc 
saw in the deoert near Cairo), to fields covered with 
splendid crops of yotiiig corn, or old jowam.^c, 
worthy iif the Nih.* honks. 

These tew Imurs wvre wortli u great deni of 
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reading^, e«'en aliiiougU su.di reiuUng lias to Ijo itono 
in ilafne'a CommuMties, wbitik our gaidu 

[ironguncpd to lie as accurate as some of you knoiv 
it to be iutoresting and suggnslivc. 

Another day wc trout to tbe gaoli now unfortuu- 
atoly m ill or full—crimos against iiroperty oltrays 
licroi as at home, luting in the closest relations to 
tlie prosperity or adversity of the country, and the 
Ihmgal dciaaml Laving this year miised the priwjs 
of jirovisiona. In no country, it was truly said to 
me the othur day, is there so much poverty and so 
iitth* destitution as in thus, in onlimiry times ; but 
the margin between a suflieicney and famine is so 
small, the peoiilc live so much f«>m hand to mouth, 
that ahnormal prices at once produce uide-spread 
lutRcry 

The most interesting thing in tite gaol b the 
carjiet inmiufactory, wJiLch is rapidly improving- 
this tjuick-tvitted, guick-handed iieoplo learning to 
ivcave with extraordinary facility, and the greatest 
fare being now taken to avoid aniline dyes, and to 
Slick to native patterns. 

it is vexatious, though not surprising, to hear 
that t!)C restrictions of ensto prevent any of the 
lilterated prisoners, uliose ancestors have not been 
weavers from time immemorial, carrying on the 
Lnnle which they have learnt in prison. 

The rest of my time in Agra has ehietly gone in 
ioug lulks with all mruiner of people engaged in 
currying on the business of the country, from tho 
Lieutenant Governor down to young mi-n who have 
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just landed in India — a large camp like this plFord- 
ing infinite Incilitica for licaring all kinds of rie'tvs 
on all kinds of subjocts. 

I am struck by the much gtt^ter amount of 
renponaibility n’blch is thrown on Juniors tn the 
^cKsretariat here than is thrown on persons of the 
same age at homo. Work ia done here by men of 
sei'en or dght-and* twenty whicb no clerk in a 
Secretary of State's office would be allowed to 
touch until he was a greydinired grondsire at the 
bead of his department. 

X)cc, 23r</.—We started yesterday morning, with 
Sir John Stracliey, on n risit to the Haharajali of 
lihurtporc, wlio hud invited to lus capital tiie 
Lieutenant-Governor and his guests. 

The jemmey woa accompHahed in about an hour, 
thanks to the newly-opened State railway' — the tirst 
railway 1 have seen on tJie metre gauge, whoso 
battles I used to have to fight. 

Soon after leaving Agni we passed the too 
fumons Salt liedge—^a Customs line, wliich runs 
some 1,S(K> miles across India, like another wall 
of ChluiL It is fonned chieily of close, :iil but 
impenetrable masses of thorny plants and is us 
effemtive a barrier os iiD{]ioiicy could desire. 1 
lieartily hale it, with all that it reprecents, and am 
very glad that no one ever took to attacking the 
Indiaii Government on this point, when I horl 
charge of its interests in the llunse of Cummons. 

At the frontier of his dominions, some of the 
Mahangah's officers joined the train, to bring their 
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masler’ii r(iS]iticts to llic Lieutuuimt-Governor, nud 
wt) usovoU tm tlirougU n couulry esnotly like 
tliut we Uud quittLNl, for the Binirtpore State was, 
durmg the iniuorlty of the present ruler, long 
under British imtTiag<‘nien.l- Breseully we come 
1u a large jungle. *- tVhat *ire those bushes? ” I 
asked. “ Pilu,” lUntwereU one of my eompnmona; 
*' camels eat it, the cattle shelter under it, and the 
bkjrrits ore gex^d for food. When tlie courtiers at 
Lahoii3 were exhausted by the disstpattons of the 
eapitah they used to go olf to tho neigh bo urhoofi 
of ]iLooltan to drink camel's milk and eat pilii 
berries os a rcsioraiivc.” 

It was not till I got home and looked at 
Brandis's hook tlmt I saw that the pilu, w Uidt we 
rushcil post, was a plaut about which 1 Imvo a 
great curiosity — no other than the Snhudoni' Per- 
which Ilos been tdcntiUtul with the mustard^ 
tree of the Gospds. 

Later in tlie day, I asked another person about 
the woodland in which the pilu was growing. ** It 
is," said he, "a jircstitv'o of tho Maharajah's." 

Does he shoot ? ” I asked. “ So,” was the reply.

I looted wiiU great 
iutercat on the old mud wall, one of ibo very few 
defences in India that ever foiled, even for a tmuj, 
the terrible Feringhw.^ Ixird Lake’s biilurc licforo 
Bliuiipote otourred ttboul the time my father went to 
India, and 1 havo often heard him say that wlieu, as 
alwy of twenty, be was returning It) camp from the 
not politically import ant, but dcspertitdy coutested 
capture of Mallia, he first leiiHzed tbiit he had heen 
in a rather serious nflair, when on his saying to on 
old odiCfT—** 1 suppose this was nothing to Bhurt* 
pore," the lattiii* replied—Faith, I don’t know. 
Certainly not so bad for round sliot, but for 
1 Uiiuk this was rather the worst of the two.*’ 

1 nsked, by the by, a week or two ago, a genlli^ 
man, who bad been employed in Kattiawar, about 
the Mnllin jieople, and was aniused to dnd tfiat 
they had retained their bad character to oui own 
times. Quite lately tlicy used to keep horses in 
their houses, ivhich they treated eimctly as mciii' 
bers of the family. Tliese trusty Utile boasts they 
would mount in the night and W sixty milcsi otf 
before any one knew they bad started, iu tbe true 
Pindarree thshion. Then, after a rca&onablo 
amount of robbery, they used to dash home again, 
and go about their ordinaiy business, with an 
a|ipi:‘aTuncc of pt'rfotd innocenec. 
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TIte l^aherajah Ima on papier an arm^ of 5,000, 
of whkU, perhaps, 3,000 are efikitint troops. The 
wavalry looked very good, and is, 1 nm assured, 
very good, but the weapon of Uie iroo|iora is a sort 
of scimitar, wliich would only he usefuj for oxttting, 
not for the thrust. 

\Vc soon again left llm Residency, to pay our 
rcsjfpcts at the palace, where we w’ore once more 
presented to Ht» Higlumss, while all the leading 
personages of the Court made tlicir obeisance to 
Sir John. The visit concluded with the attar and 
pitn, of which I have Hpoken ere now^ hut without 
the engarhmding. 

Almost immediately after we had got back came 
the return visit of the ^lalLarajah, with of course 
more salutes of heavy guns, and more marshalling 
of gaily dressed horsemen on very fair horses, 
lliai sort of thing, as you may imagine, went on 
all day. It always does on such occamons, wdieu 
certain specified forms of courtesy mean a groat 
deal, and must 1>e most rigidly adhered to on both 
sides.

Hare you any curiosity 
to see a tiger killed?” "^oi the lecisi/' said L, 
“ for in truth next to heing killed 1>y a ligcTj llic 
thing I sliould least Ukc would be to kill ooc, but 
I sliould very uiuchlike to spend a night where I 
could hear the cries of the wild boosts:. A fricod 
of mine once enjoyed that pleasure to ifcrfection 
in the Goa Icmlury, and T 1 «i^h to he as fortunate 

as he.” "Ah,” answered S-, "this is the 

wrong time of year; your best chance would be in 
j^lnrch or April. At present all the wild beasts 
are off for shelter to the deepest reccases of the 
forests. Even in the Seivulik Hills, wliich are full 
of tigers, you have hardly a chance of seeing one.”

the case of a tiger in the Cenind Provinces, nt

tliouglit the elaphant which hilled fifty iicoplc, and 
frightened away the inhalntanty of f know oat 
how ninny YilUigea, was the moat remarkahlu ease 

of the kind on record." "Jio," I snid, “E- 

told me that these 3B6 cases were aathi-ntioutcd. 
The same tiger may have killed others wiiose 
dcwtli wiis TicFer troced to him/' 

liatev, wc drove to tlie palace to dine. The 
whole line of sli'ccts through whieh we passed was 
most cftectnally illnmmated liy very simple meatiH 
—a rramework fastened in front of the shopH, 
to wtiich were attached five rows of small eartheu- 
wfljv pauK, trith a little oil in each. Great 
triuiophal arches, at intervals, were covered tn the 
some way, and Tvere really most hrilliant. At 
length we readied the imlace, the whole of which 
was outlined tritli light- 1 have nCTcr seen a more 
beautiful iihioimntion, though some present said 
tliey had done so, especially at Ulwiir, where the 
lie of the ground is very favourable, and at 
Beuai-es, where the river lends itself admirably to 
«udi displays. 

The dinner was In the European manne r. Uur 
host, I need scarcely auy, did not eat with us, Imt 
Joined us at dessert, when Bome toasU wore proposed. 

After dinner there were fireworks—^veiy pretty, 
und not too long coDtinueil. 'fhe lihize of green 
and red, and blue, contrasted admirably with tlie 
bhiek mosses of jjeople, which covered the house- 
in|H, and lilh'd the open !>puce In front of llu- 
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Palftoe gardett, the beds in wbsch weve all 
inth coloured lamps. 

Tills momlug wc drove some tbirtecn miles to 
FnttelipOTC Sikri—our carringcs being drawn some¬ 
times by horses, imd sometimes by camels, good 
draught cattle on sandy roads. 

Fiitfehpore Sikrl was a crealiou of AkUar’s, and 
rose round the dwelling of a saint who is buried 
in the centre of the splendid buildings wliich 
crown the summit of one of llic lust Vini.lhyaB, 
just before they sink into the great plain of llaj- 
pootann. On tlie slopes lay the city, surrounded 
hy a great wall, much of whicU still reuiflins- 
High above towered, and still towers, tho gateway, 
one of the grandest in the world, and almost 
dwarJing the noble mosque to wliiuJi it leads. It 
is sotncwhcn^ I think, on that guicviay that an In¬ 
scription. occurs oliaractcristiu of the Broad Church 
Mahometanism of the groat Emperor;—" Jesus, 
on whom be peace, bus s^iid, the world is merely a 
bridge; you are to pass over it, and not to build 
your dwellings upon it.'* 

Everywhere, at Futtcliporc Sikri, hardly less 
in tho mosque than elsewhere, does one see the 
influence of Hindu art.

There are some enctianliag little l>its of doiites* 
tic oicLitcctttPe at Puttchjjore Sikri, The house 
of Beorbul, the house of the Coustautinopolitan 
princess ami others, ought to be quite as Ikinous as 
the Ca d^Oro, and wiJl be when their $tteet' 
appears. 

The short summer of this marvcUouii place did 
not mitlust the reign of Akbar, and it has Long 
Itoon one rust ruin. lict no one imagine, however, 
that it ia ljeingtuaJ treated, as it was when Fergusson 
saw it. ** Nous avons ohangd tout cela —thank 
God, The present rulers of India are in matters 
of taste os much in advance of the iiai'qais of 
Hast lugs and Lord WiUiam Beutinck as our 
English Church architecture is now in advance of 
that of forty years ago. 

From Futtehpoie Sikri we drove back to Bhurt- 
Itore. Kere, as at Agm, 1 see that the Acaeut 
U'tibek of l^gypt is one of the commonest trees. 1 
obaenre, too, more frequently, L think, than further 
south, tho J*arkiH4ionUi digitata, which we Jirsl met

first no tire states that the intrusive prickly poppy

AVe met many of the country people—a hardy 
race, reputed to be excellent cnltivntors, TItc 
appearance of the young wheat this year is such 
as is likely, I hope, to reward their toiL Tluy are 
j&ts; but, unlike many of their blood who have 
Itccome Sikhs, hold to Brahminical orthodoxy. 

It has got much warmer at night. Clouds are 
collecting, and the weather-wise prophesy the 
Kpeedy coming of the Christmas rain. If it eomc^, 
say they, tl'c crops in the North-west wtU he 
splendid; if tt docs not come, tiiey will be good. 

T stopped at a silTersmith’s as we drove t liroiigli 
the town and bought a ^ver bi-aceleU whose pre¬ 
eminently Imrbaric character seemed likely to 
jdoase one of oiir hrieuds. 

At the station there was more ceremonial — -more 
tiring of guns—and then we rushed over the 
thirty-one miles which separated us from jlgra, I 
will admit that when wo travelled at monj than 
twiec llie normal rate of speed — si thirty-nme 
instead of fifteen or sixteen miles an hour—my 
late dienti the metre gauge railway, ebook at least 
as much as was idcasant 

It is agreeable to have to add that tins, I he 
first of the new State Railways, is turning out 
^vdl. 

I have had a very kinil invitation to Dholcpore 
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fr^im (lie in eliflrge of that, the other 4i\t 

state of Ra]pootaua, a sTuallcr place t)i:in Jihiiirt- 
poTe, which covers about 2,000 wimure milcs> 'rUo 
present Rana of Dholepore, a nice spirited little 
boy, came to aoc Sir John on Saturday^ and he- 
hated himifelf with infinite oplotHb* 

1}(<Q 2-kA.—Uow little do even the most intdli- 
gcat people ftt home who Imre not mado a special 
atudy of India at all realbe wtml an enormous 
country it ia I iiave just been reading nn article, - 
obviously by a man of senae and ability, from 
which it K clear tliat he believes the one great 
subject in India at this moment to be the tognl 
famine. I landed twenty-seven days ago, yet 1 
have hardly heard it named. 

At Allahnbtid 1 saw « gentleman who, with n 
coasiUetahle stafT* had been laigaged in collecting 
transport for the afflictoil districts. In Agra, I 
heard the failure of rain in Itengnl anil in some 
districts of the North-west alluded to as liatdng 
driven up the groin market- Other Diention of the 
Bengal calamity I have heard none, except wlicn 1 
hove intrixliiccd the subject Railways,irrigation, 
dniinagc, the best forms of settlement, the rela¬ 
tion of the eultivtitor and the money-lender, the 
state of the native army, the merits and demerits 
of our syatom of education—these are, I think, 
the matters which scorn most talked of where T 
have licen. travelling. 

The modem system of “ special correspondence ” 
is vi!iy disturbing to the mental focus, bringing some 
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tlungfl into undite ijrominonco, ninl tUffuring 
otliors far too mncli into the Blintlo, 

UsiHAiiA, Chrisinutg Dajf, —A long journey of 
fjome sixteen hours brought usi about thr«^cr a.m., to 
this place, whither we had been bhlden hy the 
Conunamior-m-Chief, and where we found the 
moiit delightful tents ready to reeeire iin We 
pansed Allygnrh, and at Ohnaoeabud left the East 
Indian system for that of the Semde, Lahore, and 
PupjaU line, Night fell there, and we coiLtiniicd. 
our journey ptist llecmt, wiUi its sinister memotiGa 
of 1S57, Jfostuifennigger, and Snharunpore. 

The country, as long aa the liglit lasted, was of 
the same eharaetnr as that through which we 
trarelled from Cawnporo to Agra, Often we 
ohKcn'cd the good effects of irrigation ; sometimes 
we saw land on which had fallen, as far as 1 coalil 
judge, the same cahuuity as that we had ohserved 
in Oudh—a Beh cfttorescencc on the surface of the 
soil, indicating llio preBcnce of chemical suhstances 
fatal to vegetation. 

The most conspicuous idnnt of cnltivation wus 
the tall TTirali {CttJanM Tudieini)f now covered 
witf> its yellow leguminous flower, alwjiya a pre- 
cflxious crop so far north, as it cannot stand much 
frost, but VCI 7 ' valuable when it does succeed. 

Up very early to sec the Himalayas j whicli, 
however, ohstiiintely remained in the miet, and 
the onjy faint glimpao of them whicli I obtained 
was much later in the ilay, on the way to church. 
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The eliurch iat liiiudJinmc, very tiaadsome if judaeil 
by nn Indian standard, and filled witJi a large, 
chiefly military, congregation. 

Dt>c^ 20/A. —Hcde 'srith the Commandur'iu-fliief 
rotuid the cantonment, which he Ulm£(df laid out 
some thii’ty yonrs ago, and ndmimblylnid out it is. 
Tliese cities of vill&s, i Dhabi ted by Enropnans, out' 
aide and often for a way fivm the native cities of 
the same nomo, each rilb stuuding in its park, 
or compound, as it is eaUed, from, L believe^ a 
rortugucse word having the same root as coupon, 
are one of the most cimous features of India, and 
utterly uulike any thing at home, Tltia one in 
purely military, tho small civil station being some 
miles oiT. AVe saw the gcnoral arrangement of Iho 
place, ami stopped to go through, as well a native 
hospital as the hospital of the rifle brigade. The 
latter spt?iined to he what it should, but I cannot 
say quite as much for the former; the rule that 
Uic native soldier should receive so muoh pay, and 
dml himself in all things, producing rather 
qucstionalitc results when It is applied to hospital 
nuiuagement. Tho subject, however, lhanJta to tlio 
peculiarities of naUve habits, is surrounded with 
dilTtculty. 

During our lidc, and later In the day, I had an 
opportunity of hoaring Lord Napiei**s views on 
all the points in oomiection witli the native army 
which we liave heard most talked of in tho last 
four weeks, nnd higlily reassuring these views were, 
formed as tlicy had been from a far wider survey 
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ol' tliG (vlialiQ subject than aiijr to u'ltieli we had 
listened. 

Some intereatmg tjpes presented thoDoselvea 
amongst Uic Commander-Iii'CIiiera visitors to-day, 
as for instance, sons of Dost obamnicd; a Sikh 
Inoded proprietor; two Afghans who liad sided 
witli US in the war, am] had done exoenent servieo 
in the mutiny, &e. &c. 

LatiORC, Deot 31s/,—►We have I teen niovitig 
about 60 rapidly that 1 have hod no Liiue to 
write. 

First [ must tdl you of Fatiiala, whitticr we 
were invited by the ‘IllalmmJaJi, who Gent his 
carriages for us. On the way £ caught a glimpse 
of the Indian Jay, hy for the most Itcautiful liird 
I have ever seen in a wild statu Then came, hs 
we hurried at racing pace along tlie exceileut road, 
the grand Serais built by the Moguls for the 
reception of troveHeETs. One of these, that of 
Sajpoorn, ** firm as a fortress, with its fenoo of 
stone,” stands oioss to the humble posting bunga¬ 
low, and the still humbler railway station. 

How curiously^ I thougbt, would a voyi^up 
from another planet be apt to mistake the re¬ 
lative power of tlie people who raised these 
edifices I 

At Kajpoora and other places we found officers 
of Djs Uighnesa and bodies of horsemen, some of 
whom galloped on to convey the news of out 
coming from post to post 

About two miles from the capital the Maharajah 

a 2 
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loot as, vvtiernajwn we immediately^ left the eflrrift*»o 
iu wliich we weroj and joineii liim., A fief some 
3(K> yards wo all gi>t down again and entered tlio 
Btato carriago, in which wc rimained tit! we reacliCfl 
n jiaiut of the road at which acme fifty clepiiants 
were drawn «ji on one side of the way, and a largo 
numimr of led Jiovscs on the other. Tlic elephants 
had gilded or silver-plnterl howilahs,. mid 11 ic Itnl 
horses, beautiful iininiiils, thoroughly conscious 
of their own i>eauty, were splendidly caparisoned. 

Leaving the state carriage, I foltoiivod the 
M.aliurajnli up a ladder into the howdah of his 
eh'phant, wiiile iny two companions ascinided 
another, and the procession moved forwai'ds. First 
enme the standard of Fattintn, home on a great 
elephant attended by two smaller ones; then 
fuilowed a body of cavalry; next came I he state 
carriage; then a company of musicians playing, 
and playing excellently well, Scotch airs on the 
hagpipe. 

Anertbeite went men on fool in scarlet dres.sea 
and armed with silver spears, wiiUe the line was 
closoil by the elephants in double column. 

As we entered the tonn » salute was fired, and 
wo passed on through streets and under hou£etO|}a 
crowded ivith spectators. 

As soon as w'e had got beyond the furUier gate, 
we oame on two long lines of extremely smart- 
looking troops, horse and foot. Tliese lined the 
way till we reached the gate of the “ Pearl 
Oarden," where, under a second salute, w'c 
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descended froBi the “lingo, cnTth-sImfciJig beast,” 
wliQ dill not pnrtlctilnrly like ttio Hring, tUotigL bo 
lictmved with groat dignity. A man Lhoaftilvouacd 
mid ppeacnleU us witU Imuq^uets of a very fragrant 
imrdssus, near Uie jom.|uiI, the iraliamjab mean¬ 
time taking my Iiantl, nnd loading nm along a ro^v 
of fountains, and under the shade of oranges and 
toqimts, to the door of the lovely little garden- 
house will oil ho put at our disposal. 

Tlioro, after a few moments, itc n"ere left to 
instol ourselves and to dine. As soon as dinner 
was over, wc sot forth to visit our entertainer at 
liU groat palace in the town, tit opping at the 
foot of a long flight of smirs, wc ascended them 
int-i n wiile «|K!u spaw, wldlc the bond played 
*‘Ciod Save the Queen;*' and the IJahanijah, 
ttdvnncingto the door, led me into a magnillcciii 
hall, bhixiug with iiinumfrable lights, and lliled 
with people in gorgeous drosstis. ft n-as exactly 
the kind of thing a cliild imagines whim it lint 
liciu^ of kings and courts* Sitting there in the 
centre of the durbar, we assisted at onr Gist nautch, 
an entertain men t witti which, in the days of 
Rnojeet Singh, even the greatest affairs of state 
used to be mingled. ( Inly one of the performers 
was pretty; and as for propriety, the ceremony ivoa 
grave enough to have been a religion s aerviec nt 
the fimcral of ti bishop. 

Tliat over* there 'weio Greworks, with, of course, 
many admirable little hits of Itcmbrandt amidst 
I he ci’owd. 
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This, however, wiw not all of Pottiala. IVork* 
shops, with stoam mtichlnery j nn adniimliiy 
mana^d gaol; a school, where 1 miide the boys 
read Napier’s occount of the UatUo of Alhuera, 
which they did very well; tlie state jewels; a 
eoiirt jester; a wrt^tling tottmameat, iu which the 
knights who contended were ciephanta ; and a long 
visit to the palace, which contains at hmst one 
room wliich might he fho homloir of the qneen of 
the fairies—a room which ia the ne pirn ultra of all 
that exquisite artistic feeling can do with colour 
and gold—were only some of the oilier occupations 
and aniiis<'uii:iits which our thoughtful host liad 
provided for his visitors from the West, who were 
only able to stay a few hours instead of the days 
for which his hospitable kindness woiild fain have 
detained Llieuit 

From Pattiala we transferred ourselves to DnyraJi, 
lietween theSewulik range and the outer HimoJaya, 
having on ttie way back to tTmluilla much pleasant 
talk of Fastern Europe and Western Avia witli 

Colonel M-, our corojwinion in the Fattiala visit, 

wlift knew India as well os tlm Levant, and the 
Levant as well as India. 

If you look to the north from any piece of open 
gpoimd in l>eyrah, you see what aecms to Ijc a 
little snow dose to the top of the outer Himalaya. 
When you have lookcfl a moment, you find out 
that it is not snow* but white houses doited about. 
Those houses are the sanitaria of Landour and 
Mussoorie. 
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tvero bound foi' iln; firs!, aivd I was soon 
on the back of a diarming little Arab, whose 
arm-chair eanteir was hlgtilv favourable to botatiif- 
ing, atnl under lUe guidance of Dr. BnmtIIs, the 
Inajicetor-General of Indian forests. Within tlio 
tirst. four milea of our ride, lie bruaUed nuwv ft 
fearful heresy which 1 cherished about the Ncem; 
luiviiig four weeks ago—will you believe it ?—been 
led liy some corrupter of the true lalth lo confound 
3f cUft Azadirachta witli Mel in Azedaraeh, Then 
he eonfinned my orlliodoK but hesitating oiiinions 
about the Bksoo, showed me Cedretft tooHa^ 
with its Ji7(T?//A?/^-looking leaf, and the soapnut 
{Sttjtintlus now* yeilow, like so many 

of our own trees in liutumn- TUon come liontbiue 
Cfiba, the sillc-cottoii tree, ©ov^'rad irith its scarlet 
flowers, and lioitiU-ra tUtcioria, which furnishes an 
iraporlant dye, with much else. 

As we drciv near the base of the bills, our 
frimd cried, '* Now hiok to the left, and you wiU 
see your first Sal forest. The young Sal alwny.^ 
takes ilmi cylindrical shape.” 1 looked, ntid saw 
wbat might have been to my had eyes a Ttuirlngian 
puiewood, so closely does the huge-leaTcd Sul ajie 
in its early stage Ihe growth of needle-leaved trees. 
Soon we were on the ilimalayan slope, and I had 
then to change my Arab for a mountain pony. 
Ere long we heard a familiar sound 'ivhicb had not 
rcaeliod my ear since 1 heal'd, at CoDitsidc, tho 
LcMtdcr '* singing down to tlie vole of Tweed.” It 
wna ft mountain brook making ita way to the 
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Gttugtis, Soon came another familiar sight, a 
toll-W 1 h«t close to it imothec, less familiar one, 
llie thwcr-ailovaed shrine of a Hindu aseetic. On 
we went with flue viowa of the jdains—the kind of 
views one has froni the Apcnnine hxjkiiig to the 
west- ami gradorilly rose from one helt of vegeta¬ 
tion to another. On the loxi'cr slope ^ujjAurAio 
rot/IhiJia was erctj'where, a huge pUmt of liioroughly 
tropical appearance. Then came BcmMnkt retma, 
Jttaficea adhntoditt and IlttiaiUonitt 

At length our guide, plimkiiig something — 
“ You know this.” It was a maple — Acer otteu- 
ffu^. IVe had reached the r^ion wliere European 
genera become pretty nuumrons, and soon saw 
Ainu» ^ppalemh, Pyms crtrio/<Wflf, Ite^ dtpjfrena, 

Quercuif iueaitttt Atulr^metUi The 

two trees, however, which intercsteil me most w’orc 
the Beewhra and Rhododendron, neitliifir of wliieh 
were very numerous. Still, there tliey were, in 
their own home. At about feet I gjuliered 

SoHchm ohracetf/fi a familiar British species, wliich 
is, however, i Indieve, to he found in the pluinsj 
and a Eophorbiut whtdi was either the 
loUics of our spring woodlands, or something (^uitc 
close to it. Other plants which I was particulnidy 
glad to sec on this excursion were Mattouia A%>a- 
U‘tm9f Cnj>rtf9»Wi amt 

Let/cestei'iitjbi^moati, dear to the British pheasant. 

We luid clambered a long time over the path- 
ways of l 4 iiiilour, when a glimpse told us tlmt the 
great view wc had come so far to sec would not be 
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(Icnwil us, mid we were soon on the toi> of 
tlie Ked Hill, and in presence of the 
grimdcst mounlaiu chain in the whole world. Our 
friend, with that care anil exactitude which took 
lus oonatrymen to Paris, had prodded himself with 
a cmnpusft and the most accurate maps, so that he 
could check his local knowdedge in the best way. 

'Well, then, look with me due norlli. You will 
see !t ran^' of snow mountalus about siity-oight 
miles off, and 17,000 feet high. Behind thorn 
tlnws the Sutlej, makmii its way down to tlio 
[dains. Then, as the eye moves eastward, it k 
fiiiut out from a view of the snow by the Snakes^ 
Hill, Nagtcebn, an einmeneo of aWut 0,000 feet. 
Still further iijund towards the east the snow 
begins and is contlnnons. Pirst comes a 

mighty mass some fifty mileif nlf, and 20,0fH) feet 
high, which rises Tichind the sacred Jumuootri; 
then the still higher mass of Banderpanch, and a 
horn like the Pit du Midi, south of Fau; then a 
of about 22,000 feet biy'ond the line of tlm 
Ungnruttee, whicdi I'mls tlic Ganges, Tim Ugliest 
point of this mass is Mount Jloira. Still further 
to the east, and sixty miles off, is the mighty 
KidiTiitith, 22 ,feet in height, iiuitc a little hill 
compared to Everest or Kinchuijunga, but higher 
than any mountain out of the ninialayai!, looking 
down ttti Chirohnmsm and Kilimanjaro, and equal 
to ^loul Blniic w ith Skiddiiw and Snowdon on the 
lop of it. Still further east, near the head-waters 
of liie Alnknanda, another feeder of the Ganges,

these moimtouis which lias made people errone¬ 
ously apply to some of their dizzy heights tixe 
luiincs cif these tu n sacred 
Now turn to the south. JUght in Cronf you will 
si'c the valley of the l>oon, one of the prettiest 
hits of covmtry in lodhi or any where else. Slightly 
to the west you will ronmrk a stream making its 
way to the Juiimn, and a good deal to tfic oast 
anoiljer making its u'ay to the Ganges; while 
heyontl the Uoon, am] shutting out from it tin* liot 
winiis of Bummer, ns tlie Himalayas shut out the 
cold winds of winter, is the Sewalik rauge. Away 
to tlie west of itj luit out of sigttt, is imothor 
hallowed place, Ilurdwar, where the Ganges issues 
from tbo hiDs. I thought of the flue sentence (1 
think, Ihshop Thirl waJl*s) which lingers somewhat 
iniporfectly in ray mind—

AVe started betimes Ott die 30tb. and rode i-aintUy 
towards the iEaatern Doon, lhrtm|;h Janes full of 
the large sweet-seented J'ffmiiinum hir 9 utitm, which 
TTRs covered with a heavy dew. In the uiinicdiato 
TK'ighhourliood of Dcyrah the Fitiua hugi/otia aud 
I lie larger l>ainboo, plants of very dilTerent cJiuuiU'Sj 
meet and flourish, Except at Jnhhulpore, I had 
never soon the latter in anything like its natuml 
state, and Tory beautiful it is in that slate. Yester¬ 
day 1 observed soTcml other bamboos, amongst 
them n small si>ecies occtwring at a high eloTaticnL 

We dismonnted at the bottom of a hill, and pro- 
etMided slowly across an orchard of mangoes to the 
edge of ihe Sal forest. As we advancctl, I saw 
that the bmnelnss of the mangoes were covered by 
two speeifs of orchids—both, 1 lajliev'C, Cattleyns, 
hut I speak with some hesitation. 

And what was the Sftl forest like? Weil, at the 
point where we entered it, and passed the Govern¬ 
ment pilbrs marking off the reaerv'ed from ibc 
village woodlainl, it was vciy like the broken 
gitmnd between the itissenden road and the great 
avenue at Hatnj^den, When we hjtd entered it, 
however, the totally different look of the soil 
struck tho eye at once, ITerCj there was neither 
tlic grass of an English park, nor the bed of dry 
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leaves wliicli you finti iu a close- beeuliwood. The 
surface, swept hy frequent fii'cs,. ivaa as liurd as 
stoiio, and dotted only with plants wUicli had 
grown up eiiictt the last of these had passed that 
way. Conspicuous amongst such plants were 
a dwTirf palm (Fhesniv- ncaulijt) and an ospnra- 
gii'i, said to have lovely white Aovvers at the 
projier scoson. Amongst the (reos, I was most 
interested by the Sil itself, hy the Mugeuiu Jam- 
hulittifif by the Litgersiroeiaitr pai'pijtora^ a neaii 
relation of that lovely Lagerstroemia wliloh so 
much delighted us at Venicre, retMilliug, as it did, 
in autumn the spi'ing glories of the like- I had 
no idea to wUat nu extent the creepers of tlicsc 
regions arc the enemies of ilio fon>i»ler,^ and it went 
to my heart to see tliG heavy Kopauleso knife 
applied to the Faiea the acanilens, 

the Ltyrmilina Joiii/i/olia, a liandsomc cousin of our 
cwmmon mistletoe, and other plants of an equally 
attractive appisurunce and equally encroaching 
disposition. 

From the Bastern we hurried to the Western 
Boon, and wore soon among- the phintatious of the 
Beyrali Tea Company, where unhappily we were 
only able to stay a very short time, during whieti, 
howev'cTt thanks to I he courtesy and intelligence 
of the superibtendont, 1 learned more almm tea 
than I had ever known before, Pirst, I saw the 
plant in llowiw. You know, or don't know, that it 
is a camellia, and very like a miniature copy of the 
well-known ornament of our winter conservatories. 
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TLen I was toW tho distiiictioii the 

Chinese plant nnd its taller relative, which is wild 
in Ass.'UtA It is not grown in the Bevroh planta¬ 
tion, but a hybrid In'twoen it nnd the Chinese 
plant is, 

Kext I learncil the ditleronce between black tea 
and green. Both come from the same plant, hut 
the former is rernioiited and the ini ter ia unfer- 
mented, 

I asked about lUe lialf^fabiilous teas one has 
heard of, which never come into the market, “ tea 
of the TTelb of the Bragon,'* for instance. Such 
things, 1 was told, if ever made, would he the 
voung nnespantleti leaf plucked aud prepared 
separately. 

Tiien I asked about Flowery Pekoe, whielt, in 
my ignorance, I supposed to contain portions of 
the llowcr. ‘Flowery Pekoe, I was told, is the very 
finest kind of black tea, ami has its name from the 
soft down of the young unevpanded leaf wbicli 
may Iw perceived ujxui it. A Uttio of it is some* 
times prepared separately. Orange Pekoe, which 
is much the same, hiis its name from the colour of 
the uncspaiided leaf when dried. Its orange 
colour enahles it to be easily distinguisUerl nud 
picked out. Ton must understand, that save amt 
except tho Imlf mythological teas I have alluded 
to, all black tea, from Orange Pekoe down tlirough 
Pekoe and Sonohong to BoUea, which last is made 
of the largest and oldest bmves, and all green tea 
from young Hyson do^m to Hyaon^skin, are plucked 
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ftncl pi^pared toother. Tliio sortiii" au 
process, done ivu-lly bj sievo. partly by hanil. Wo 
saw tlio initiatoiy pTocesa: mnl it will plcnsae you 
to know that tlie curled and aTirEvelled form in 
which all tea appears is entirely due to its hein^ 
first lieated, and tUeii most carefully rolled between 
the hands of the operator and a kind of tough 
matt big. further we could not follow it, for wo 
had to hasten away, and I am at the end of my 
latin as far as tea manuiketuro is conecrond, es- 
oqd that 1 saw the aartin" process eroiag on, and. 
would he, I IhiLik, qualified to pick out the Oran go 
Pekoe. 

I had to leave Deyrali without seeing the estah- 
It&hmcnt of the Great Trigonometrical Survey, for 
whieli I was very sony, and I had to leave Saha- 
run pore without Hoeing the Potanical Garden, hut 
one cannot put tUo w’ork of thirty-six hours into 
twenty-four. 

The drat part of oui’ wnj' Ikom Dcy ruh to SaJia- 
runpore, whore we joint'd tho railway, was through 
the pretty Sewalik Kills, (o csplure which I would 
mc«t willingly hare given some days. At ono of the 
places where wo changed horses, I got down to 
gather some leaves of Sid. This had the good 
clfeet of betraying me to one of the young forest 
oificers, whom you may remember seeing at Nancy 
when I wont to have a look at our Iniljan students 
there in lb72. Ha came with us to the point 
wham the cuitivatijd land meets the forest, and 
named for mo Colutea a superb sister of 
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the Skddor Scnnn, Hatd to Ik: hordj in Bnglandj and 
n great ornameat to the Sewalik nl this season* 

In SnhnTwnpm'e^ 1 had mueh convctsation ivith 
Dr, Jamesan, the honoured tbimiler of the tea 
inilustry in Nortii-tVcstem India, at Lis house in 
or oloso to the Botanical Garden, AvUioh was 
tantalixing to n degree, hut it iras. ahisl in lUo 
middle of the night. 

When w'o awoke this moming, we weiu at Kur- 
tarpore, on the tariher side of the Suthy, in the 
JaBrnider Boab. Soon we crossed the huge bed of 
the Beas, and ran on to tJinritsur— i.c>, Anirlta 
Saras, the foiuitain of Qumortjilitr, whieh is the 
gnsat emporium of this part of ImUn and the 
sacred city of Ihe Sikhs, 

We soon started, under the auspices of General 
Bernell Taylor, to see the Golden Temple, whielt 
stands in the middle of a great tauk, aitd is cau^- 
nected with tim land by a nmrblo causeway. It is 
called golden Imcaufif* the upper part of it is gilt 
all over, like the dome of the Isaac's Chui-cli in 
Potershurg, We put on dtp^icrs, as one dues at 
St, Sophia, a ceremony rarely insisted on in the 
mosques of Indie, and followed our guide along tlio 
edge of the tank, which is set wtUi a tew trees, 
amongst which I observed the iTujuhe, and so 
across the caoseway to the graceful little tctnpb, 
Sereral men wore bu«y ducking out the small 
haldacchino under which tlic sacred hook of the 
tvikhs, the Adce Gconth, is kept. Three otlmra 
were playing on musical instruments, and singing 
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mtber noUUy. There in n great (kill i>r inasnic 
work on t.lie nmrble of the ternpk. anti ooltiiiig 
can bo prettier than the gihUni? *'1^^ interior, 
which b more like wliat people In Englaml 
associate with the Alhambra than anything else 
which owars to me. It b very small, little more 
tlian a chapcL The Capeila at Palermo 

comes into one's mind, hut Iho feeUng of tlio 
Golileti Temple is iiiiile different, and much more 
W(iN^. TTe returned across the causetrny, and 
went to another building, where the initiatory rites 
of the Sikh religion are performfid, and where we 
found one of the ofliemting priests reading the 
Granth. We sat under a marble canopy, with 
groups of the failliful stamling on cither side— 
exquisite architecture behind and above- ’VV'c 
stood in a conrt’yard slightly below. I tiave seen 
nothing in India w'luch would have made such an 
historical picture. Form, colour, everything was 
there. Paul Veronese never painted anything, I 
dare venture to say, that delighted hia eye so much 
a* tliis scene would hove done, 

I‘mrit^ur is a busy, well-ordered, and extremely 
pictnres<jue place. Hero and there stand up from 
amidst the green of Us gardens the towers of the 
oldnobks, making one tliink of Florence, hut most 
of the houses are only of two stories. I was glad 
to sec many quite recently built, of great arohi- 
tcctnral nmrit, and charmingly adorned with wood 
carving, 
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IJcfor© wcf Icffi we did some business with the 
sliawl merdumts. Uy the way* £ never knew tiE 
the other djLjt that the Uamporo shawls took their 
name, not from the Kampore with whose name 
one is ramilinr, Imt from Ilam|ioro, the capital of 
the mountain state of Bussahir, high up the Sutlqj. 
They are now^ however, chiefly made in the 
plains. 

Wo paid a visit to tho Fort of Govind^hur, over 
which 1 nnlked with the very inteliigent com' 
mnnding offleer, to whom 1 put many questions as 
to wlint he would do under such and such dreum- 
stances, and was pleased to find that he had thought 
of all contingencies. 

It was at Govindghur that, as I heard, not on 
this, but on another occasion, a very signiJlcant 
conversation took place some years ago. 

Sikh nobleman : ** Why is that mortar inellued 
in that directioa, which does not seem the natural 
one?’' 

British Artillerist *. “ Sir, it is pointed at your 

Holy of Holies. The dlstanec is- yards. The 

profjer charge is-of gunpowder. It will drop 

a shell within twenty feet,*’ 

Happily our relations with the Sikhs hare long 
been oa friendly as possible, and there is, please 
God, os little UkdUiood of a shell flrom Govin^hur 
ever finding its way to the Golden Temple ns there 
is ot its finding its way to St. FauTs. 

My conversation at this place, and several others 
which I have had lately, have been so far useful,

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lhat they tiavu callcJ iny nttcntion tu cortniii 
nspocts of oar milituiy position in lodin vlueli 
bail not come mucU under my notice wbon ut the 
India Office.

Barly, howcTer. tlihi morniug we set forth under 
the earu of the Senior .Tudgi^ of the Citicr Court 
and the Commissioner, to Tisit the native citv—an

ohjeel vvMch was eHvcted partly in earrlagvs, partly 
on foot, and partly on the “Imgo earth-shahiug 
heost,*^ who b most useful in narrow and crowtled 
atreete, ns it uever enlers into his head to tread on 
or hurt any one. 

The things most n orth seeing wore the Great 
Mosque, the Fort, llio T’omh of Itunjeet Singh, 
that of tlooroo GoaTjh!, the 3tosque of Wokit 
;U i, the Gardens and the Tomb of Jehang^, 

The Great Mosque was hullt hy Aurungzehe out 
of the conhsented estates of his brother Dara, 
whose fate, in spite of his groat and many failings, 
excited a good deal of compasaion, lienee it has 
never been popular, and even to this day the 
laiaiful prefer other buildings of very inferior 
pretensions. 
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It isu stately pile, wlietlier seen from near or 
far, Imt nul of Ik^t.-nite mcrii;. la tts not^lc 
qiindraii^le I obserrod far Uie largest Banian I 
have yet setm—tin- Jlnst, indeed, nhicli gives me 
any cx^noeption of vvLat that tret! is when it begins 
to get on in life. 

The Port is of lUlIe militaiy importance, and lias 
been niueh injured both by the Sikhs and ouiselvosi 
Iml it oontains many beautiful bits, and commands 
an adnitmUo view os well of the city as of i he 
dusty wildernesa which spreads around it. At one 
time the Kavec ran close under its walla when 
it must bav'e presented an opiioarance not unlike 
its brethren in Agra and Ailaliftbftd. 

Much of tile exterior is oniamcnlcd with a 
coating of ivbut one can only call porcelain plaster 
—a style of decoration I have never seen before, 
and tlm art of which is said to be lost. Kashi is 
the teclmicul term for it. The cirect produced is 
exactly tliat of tite most hr illian t Spunlsli 
or blue encaustic tiles, but it must bava been very 
much cheaper, and it is extremely to be wished 
thut the process should Ik* redificoveted. The 
decorations on the outside of the Port belong to 
the ago of Jehangecr, and bear witness to Ids 
well-known eclecticism. N umcrous figures of ani¬ 
mals abhorrent to true finding are 

very risible, llithraic emblems oio said to oociu*. 
and ihoro arc somo figures which are suspiciously 
like the European devil—the ocomrence of which 
is referred by some authorities to the teaching 
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of the Jesuits, who are Imown to liuve hail some 
influcEce at Jchaiigcer’^s court* 

The touili of the old lion has not muctli archi¬ 
tectural merit, and, like lluit of Gooroo Govind, 
the tenth supreme pontiff of the Sikha, ttIio gave a 
political tuni to their reUgloiit ia cliielly important 
historicallv^ Some of Ruujeet*s wivcH, who burnt 
Ihemselves on lih ftmoral pyre, lie round liim, 
and bear testimony to a cMiriouiJy different state of 
society from that wUch now exiata at Lahore, 
after the lapse of little more than a generntiou. 

Speaking of a similar practice, that of Joliar or 
self^ovotion, the author of a rumarknble pani]ihlci

We looked through a fimoll hut rather interest¬ 
ing armoury in the Fort, One of my oompaniona 
showed me a strangely-Rhaped bow, ” How long 
is it since they hare need that In actual war far et*” 
said 1. *' Kot so long,” replied he. 1 myself had 

an arrow fired ot me during the aiege of Moolton." 

Tho Mos<iuo of WasurAli is chiefly interesting 
ns being the best apeeimen, or one of the best, of 
the Elcalii work, to which I have already Blhided, 
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while the tomb and ■fjiiden of Jeliangecr we more 
or les« in the style of those of the Tsj. They are 
Git uated. for lo the west of the oityt beyond the 
ilflvee. and must imve been very striking indeed 
before later rulers took to plumlcrin^ them for 
their own constmetions. The tomb of tbe great 
Koor Jehnn, who sloops hard by, has suffered very 
much more than that of her hnshand, Xow the 
authorities are doToting a very little money to 
kceiiing the aniiiiuities of Ijihore in something 
like order, but there is still much to he done. 

On our way hack I'rom the tomb of Jdmngeer 
wc mvr a polo match, which was boLug played 
between the yiuuig Nawab of Bhawulpoor's people 
and some English oflicers. The hoy rode eaLtremely 
McU, and the whole scene, backed aa it was 
by the biiiMings of the city, was striking ami 
characteristie. 

Jm. 2»tl .—A true I’lmjab day— the whole air 
Ml of dust, the mm re-presoited by a piile disc, 
like the moon seen through clouds. This, with the 
Ihermoinetcr ot OD" rahr. in the coolest room, and 
anvtbing you please out of doors^—^no uncommon 
occumince in the hot weather—must bo delectaldc. 
At present it is chilly. The glass has been down 
sit 21 or 22" Tabr. in the night lately *, but, not being 
in tents, we feet tlie cold less tlmn we did at Agrm 

We drove in the afternoon to the Great Shaliiijiir 
Gardens. The fountains played j bat tlierQ was 
uo great head of water on, and the weather was 
most uupropitious.

Wu adjoumeil to u gcove of Sissoo, under wiikU

** Eunaui/' he said. I demurred, and asked Idiii 
wluit he Ihottirht of Erance. “Ob, Froiuw.’' he 
said, “ was once very powecM; Itut her disasters 
in the late war were so great that she is no longer 
so.“ Then I asked him what was the ecclesiasti¬ 
cal capital of hU religion. He was a Hindu, 

“ Itciifires,” he answint.'d. And what is the 
ecclesiastical capital of the most munerous body 
of Christiaiis'- *' 1 m<|iiired. “ Rome,” he a*piied. 

“ Bo you know what is going on in that country ?” 
I said, pointing to Spain, ” .k war between the 
people who want n republic and those who want 
a monarchy,” was the aiiawcr. 

Having seen a Tiilago in the Kotth-^rcat, wo 
wished to see one in the Ihuyab under Ihc 
guidance of tlie Deputy Gomraissiuner i so the 
ftccountanl of the one in which Shalimiirts situated 
attended with his maps and hookA 

Tills villmio, unlike the one 1 have described 
near xVgra, belongs almost wholly to one family, 
and there h only a single Liuu1>crdar, the head of 
tliat family- Ho ia absent on n pilgrimage to 
Mecca; but his 6m came, and we had a long 
convemtion with him and ethers as to the uuiounl 
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of tUc QoTOninicnt domnud, the rent paid Ity the 
cxiltivfltors* tho Dftturvof their oceupaiicy rightSj 
aodio forth. There was present also theTehsUdar, 
11 most iniiwrtJmt oflicer in the I'mijab—this one, 
for instance'll having 303 viliages under him — the 
Canooiigioe, nr siiporintcudtuit of account ant s in 
Ihn TfihsU, and, as 1 have said, the accountant, or 
Putwnrrec, himself* besides numerous dllagors. 

'With these we went otf to visit the Tillage; saw 
its mosque, built near the tomb of u holy man, 
with tluj hereditary guardian of the tomh: went 
into n house, due notice hadog been given to the 
ivomcn of our approscht noticed the staide or cow¬ 
house lielotv, the sletsping and sitting room ahorc 
with a little goat tied up in them—^tho cooking 
apparatus—the household vessels, ddcily earthen¬ 
ware, not ns in apparently not wealthier liouses, 
wliich i had seen at AliTncdahad, of brightly 
polished tjrass or copper. Then wo tasttrd the 
parched Indian corn, whieli was admiraltJy good 
and the ohnpattou (or ordinary bread), esaetly like 
the scone of Xorlliern Scotland, which you re- 
iiiemher finding also in the Tread. Ti\-e saw, too* 
iIjo village weighman. an important personage, 
nlio manages, inie^ the public entertainment 
of strangers iiy tho villagt*, aitd levies n rate for 
that and other purposes* with which Govemment 
never interferes. 

We stopped atu draper's ishop, and examined tlu* 
goods- ilost were English ; some, howercr, were 
native coltonsit hut of no gi’cal merit. Lastly, wc 
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hftd lUe village bard proriuci!iU wlio sang lildc-ou&ly, 
to a mtt of lyre. had hctm Iwl tspeciaUy ixf 
doiiiFO to see bim from having esnmined a village 
pedigree (an admimblo iiistitutioiij recenlly, il I 

mistake not, made an ojUcial village record), to 
ivliiclt was jirefijced a short aecownl of tlie foundation 
of the village by its common ancestor. Tho one 
we saw, wbioli was not that of the village I have 
l>ecii describing, went hack for lonr hundred years, 
and restixl, to some extent, ou the nutliorily of the 
■village Vwird, wliose business it is to know all almut 
genealogies. It vvas an idahomte document, i 
know not liow many fait m length, but long enough, 
ns it seemed to me, to liave rccoided isven the 
hiulor)- of llial great french house wLieU is said to 
havH* on its jjcdigree a representation of the Due of 
that day going, hat b hand, to congmitiilate the 
Blessed Virgin on the birth of her Son, and being 
addressed by her with the words: “ Couvrex-voKs, 
mon cousin." 

There was a large tree in the village which I did 
not rccognTae. and of "which 1 asked the name. It 
was ray friend tlic Filn (see my note on Bhurtpore), 
wbosu aequaiatance 1 thus succeeded in making. 

The old moat which we ftmud round Runjeet 
Singh’s Lahore has been turnml into gardens, and 
the whole of the adjoining couutrjs which—except 

for as a few very iincieitl trees formed on excep¬ 
tion—was a howling wilderness, is now swathed in 
wood. 1 observed in. some abundance a faiailiar 
form, which I came upon for the first time in lUesc 
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lands, an I passed through Mussoorie—lUcTreepuig 
Willow. It seems odd to see a tret' which I always 

assofiatowith Stratforil'on-Avon—the moat English 
spot in England—amidst such uu English scenery. 

I note, hy Uie by, that the hist accfedited gaess 
as to the tree of Uie 137th Psalm connects it, not

Yon hardly drive a hundred yards in eome 
directions witJiout seeing that in it« prime it was 
an immense city; hut a long series of eahunilii^ 
had hroughtit very low hefore we took tho country* 
and the capital iicgnn to rise from its ruins in a 
new and mneh altered shape. 

Seen from above, the native town presents a far 
more varieil outline to the sky than any other I 
have yet seen in Inilia* thanks to many houses 
being higher, to the dosC'Set minarets and domes, 
as well as to the fact that the lofty fort rises in, 
and not, as at Agra and Allahabad, outside of it. 

In tlic afternoon we went with our host and the 
General commanding tho Lahore division to the 
dinrch of Meeanmeer, a very good buiiding, muoU 
the b^t of the kind I liave seen since I tmided. 
It is amnsuigly chaructcristic of India runi Its 
ways that the march to ami taking of Mugdaln 
was one of the episodes in. the life of the arehttcct. 

Jixn, ‘ifA.—We Icll Lahore at eight o'clock, and 
were forwarded along the partially completed State 
jiiilwny to Wuacerabad, some sixty miles off. Tlie 
line erossea the Jlavee, the ancient Ilydraotes, soon 
alter leaving tho station, and traverses the parched 
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(ireflrmess of tbc> EetoLoa Doab, [>assin- Goojrim- 
walla, a jKtpulous trading town, but no otlier place 
of importanca 

At Wiweetabad, we were met by ilie post carri¬ 
ages, wliicU were to take us on to tlic wesfcwartL 
Leaving our servants to make the necessary 
arrangements, and to go round by a bridge of 
boats, w’c started, wiib the engineer in charge of 
the Cheuab bridge, to see the works, travelUng 
partly in a trolly and partly by boat. Nothing 
that *T have seen in India bas taken me so much 
by surprise as tUk river. To judge from the map, 
tile Clienab. the ancient Acesines, does not seem to 
be greater than his neigliboiura. Bvon now, tiow- 
ever, bis waters are much more ample. We saw 
people wading the Earee;, wlieroas the Chenab 
was at this, the driest moment of a particularly 
dry season, rushing along tliirty feet deep. In the 
rains It is a fearful torrent, some 3^^ miles in width, 
and torrihly rapid. Communication between the 
banks is often impossible, no available boat baring 
been yet able to tire in those swirling wares. 

Tlie bridge is going to l>c a grand construction, 
and may, perhaps, 1m? finished in 1870, before the 
end of the Indian financial year, on the 31st of 
March. It has been huUt to cany comparatiwly 
light trains, not the much hc^lr^er ones now 
contemplated, since the change in the policy about 
the use of the metre gauge on the line towards 
Peshmrur. 

After saying good-bye to our friendly and

Bal>ool, tuider ivhicb a horseman criii canter along 
ns lie might among ilie heech'-hordered hincs of tlie 
Cliiltems, The pore wan good, and we got into 
the posting bangalowi tlio imi of this country, in 
time to Itnve ii stroll under Dongiitilecnl elnrUglit 
lieforc we went to our rougli but suOlcieutly com- 
rortaiilu beds. 

SUorlly before reaching our ijJgiit quarters, wc 
crossed the Jbcluin, llydnspos of classic memory, 
the riv'er, too, of the Vale of Caslimere. 

Jau. We are close to the boundary of tlio 
Maharajah of Cashmere, and all day a giiinil snon f 
nuigo in his territories is a joy to our eyes. It is 
mare like the Pyrenees, as socn in early S[)riDg, 
Irutu Pan, than any other wliieli 1 remember; but 
much more serrated and higher. 1 thought about 
the ftnest of many line views was the ono from 
the post-Jiouse at 120 miles from Lahore. 

Ouv way for some time lay over the spurs of the 
Bolt range, wtiicU stood up to iLc south of ua. 
The sections tlmt met my eye were soft sandsloiie, 
day, conglomerate, and loose rolled pebbles. 

We pushed on through a country cut to pieties 
by the rains—a (icrfcet labyrinth of mruies and 
cUy-banksi I never saw anything like it in surface 
or colouring except the district oi’ KmUco&nl on 
the old Sienna road to Uonio, Hero and there 
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liave tukcn the ishapi; *t( the fumous 
(Kirtli iiilliirs, nejip Boly-cn^ but I saw none ticai*ly 
so 

jVs wc m'aml oitr tleatinatiou, wo oamo lo llie 
cuuii[i of u Hurapoaii regiment on its morcti, over 
ivtiich hovered a numlier of viiltured» who mitsl 
surely Jiarc been reading some of the ouipourings 
of OUT Jilamiist a about llusala and her sinister 
designs. Soon we overtook a portiOD of the regi* 
nient, the men inarching, the women in hullock- 
carts thatched with dried grass, the sick in litters, 
or doolies, tlie saiiiL- hcueflcenl contrivances whidi 
It gicat English orator mistook for a ferociona tribe 
u'Liek carried off the wounded I At length wo 
reached Eawiil I'iudee, whowtriin Dodoniea bedgtiia 
and ^vdl painted rniliugs were a atronge contrast 
to the region through which irc had Iwcn passing. 

Here, under the roof of the General commnud- 
ing the division, we passed a very pleasant evening, 
with much interesting talk about Luilian military 
alTairs. 

Jtiv, We continued our journey, starting 
about (J A.M., and running straight to Uic iveat- 
ward. Most lieautilul was the Bunrise os we 
looked hack, the unclouded horisou cme blare of 
red, on the upper edge of which was tho moon, 
and high above this again, the morning stai". 

Day dawned on the same sort of dusty wildemcsa 
which wo traversed yesterduy. Tlie hills were 
nearer, and we knew that the Sanitarium of 
Murree was only five hours to the north, 1ml we 
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diU not sec the ttoowy nmge till we had got a good 
many miles on our way. 

Traffic on the rcMid much m yesterday and the 

day before—long stringa of camels (R^-counted 

one of lh3 on the 4th), smalJ laden donkejTj, and 
bullock-cart B. The population is of course very 
scanty, for tlww U nothing to eat. What people 
there* £U‘c live in mud vilMgei, very like thosa of 
Egypt. 

Some smentcen miles from ilawul Pindee, a solid 
but extremely "ugly monument oommenutfates the 
tiamo of General Kidiolson. We climl>ed to the 
platform at its base, through scrub composed 
chiefly of the Jiutkea Adhatoda^ bow covered 
with its white acantlioid flowers, and looked over 
the treeless and desolate landscape, which would l>e 
fiightflal if it were not for its clear atmosphere, 
and depressing if it were not for its crisp, almost 
frosty air. Somewhere near this is the site of Tavila. 

Ere long, we came to a blight little river, of 
thoroughly European apptairance, and passed into 
a country wiuch might be in the Basque province^ 
Lean; lines of fruit-trees, now without Lheir leaves, 
are planted In the fields. 1 cannot see, as we 
gaUop by, what thgy arc, but tlmy ure wholly un- 
Indian, "as we have hitherto seen India, in their 
general efTect. 

There was not much to claim our attention be¬ 
tween thifl and the Indus at Attock, which we 
reached soon alter mid-day, baring left filty-fire 
nulcs behind us. 
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Tlie view from the porting Imngalow is fine. 
Right in front the horizon is bounded b^ a efaaln 
of mountainsi some irest, some east of the great 
rirer. The mass which, abuts on it to the north- 
irest is the Mahabun, whidi certain gcogmphm 
identify with Uie Aomos of Alexander, while 
others give that name to the hill wMeh rises oppo- 
site Attock, 

Betirecn the mountains imd the Indus is n great 
level, while hetwoon it and the spot where we 
stand, is furthest off a channel, almut as broad as 
the Spey at Fochaliers, and very Uke it; then a 
gruTcl hank j then another swiflly-mnniGg branch 
of the river about the same siate as the first i then 
a considerable breadth of black rocks, covered in 
the rains, but dry and parched now; then the ptxst 
rood, and the broken ground of the hill on which 
the posting bungnlow is built. 

The cxccutivo englm^or employed here nccom- 
panied us about the place, showed us the old 
Mahometan fort, the hrifige of Iwats, and tt>e site 
of the unfinished tnnnel uruler the Indus. Tlie 
river at Attock is comparatively narrow, and this 
is one of the things which have given the place its 
great historical importance. Above it t he Indus is 
wild and unrestrained, hut here it again enters a 
hilly region, and flows for many miles through a 
deep and, as 1 urn told, vi^ry picturesque gorge, 

T^e Indus left behind, we hurried on up the 
western iirmk, and reacl»ed ere long the mouth of 
the Cshui river. 

t 
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We ran alon^ its southern hank, over a dreary 
filaiHj vrhere little e^w?, at least at this season; 
hut, after iinssing Kowsbora, vvlicre lltoro !s a 
pretty largo body of troops, we came into a more 
euitirated country, vrith carefnl irrigation. At 
length, liefore it was dark, ire got into I^eshawnr, 
having passed over one hundred miles in less than 
twelve hours, in spite of stoppages. 

Jan, 7iL —A gloomy morning. We went out. 
early under the guidance of the CommUsioner, 
with whom we ore staying, and climlied to the top 
of the old Rcaideacy, which, in still older days, was 
the house of Avitabile. Ttie mountains were only 
hoK-seeii through the mist which veiled them. It 
is a sad pity that rain has not fallen since Septem- 
her. A day of ruin in the valley would have 
covered the mountains with enow almost to their 
base, wliile at the same time they would have 
become perfectly clear. As it was, however, we 
oould moke out a good deal, and learned, amongst 
otlior tlungs, that the fold in the nearest range, 
which wo had guessed to he the mouth of the 
Ehyhcr, was really and indeed what we took it to 
he. We consoled mursclves by rellecting tliat if 
the weather had been clear it would also have Ijcen 
extremely cold. A fire has been known to lie 
thought agreeable at Peshawur as late as the 24th 
of May. 

lu the afternoon we drove through the citv. 
All the roofs are flat in this country, but here Uicv 
have round (hem u sort of wattled palisade, to 
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iimnfitf! Ilie women to go uliout um^ecn. From our 
ruiLtngo grouuil, nt tlie top of Uio higltest build¬ 
ing ill tlio place, we could, howoTcr, inspect the 
nurserli^, which were not more interesting^ to 
strangers than others elsewhere. 

In these regions, you are aware, one only sees 
women who cannot aiford a serrant going about in 
the streets, and hero in I'cshawur those one does 
see are closely Yelled, not in the delightful semi¬ 
transparent pretences of Sl atnlmui, but in a stout 
white garment cut into lattice work at the eyes. 

As wo looked over the housetops, T said to my 
guide; “Now, what town to the westw'ard wQl 
tills compare with ? How’ In it by Meshed ? *' 
•* Oh, Meslicd,” he replied, “ is » niuob more ctm- 
siderablo place, with some Ycry good ImUdiitga 
indeed/* “ And hovr is it bv Ilerat 'f " “ If you 

remember-,” he replied, ** we nerer saw Herat. IVe 
had to turn aside.** “ How, then, by Candahar ? *’ 
“Well, Tciy much tlie Batnc, putting the great 
Mosij^ue there out of the compariaom" 

^Va we droYc tlirough tlie streets, our questions 
were many. “Wlio is that?” “ An Afircodec.” 
“ And tliat ? ” “ Probably a hill Momttnd.*' 

“ And that ? ” “ A Hindoo of the toim.*’ ** An<l 

that?” “A Mussulman of the town,*’ “And 
that ? ” " A (kiliulce.** “ And that ? *’ “ A head¬ 
man of Olio of our outlying A’lllages.’* **An<t 
tliat r ” “ A Hindoo of the lulls, who is to the 
wild Pathatis what the Jews were to .Eitgbmd in 
llie middle ages.'* “And that r " “A Gbitrde,

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ono of the felioffs who killetl ao aiany of our 
soldiers in the retreat fi^om Cshitleiul so ou- 
Thc place is a '* Sentmft Gentium.'' 

Among other chnracteristw siglits, I note the 
saddle-bags of rough Persian carpet, the piles of 
chopped sugar-cane, the short strings of jasmine 
flowers, the strong matting and rope, made from 
the Chat}uet 02 }s liitvhiaTui, the seaives of thick 
dark-blue cotton, with bright coloured ends, often 
worn as a plaid, the strong Cahul ponies, the 
Bazaar, built by Avitabile, and full of silk-Avorkexs, 

One street i saw was narrow, and bad a look of 
Cairo, but moat were Curly broad, and BJiuitary 
considerations bad had their due weight. 

If Pesbawur has less to show in the way of 
buildings llum many places of G2,000 inliabiuuits, 
the cause is partly to be sought in its exposed 
situation, and partly in its great liability to earth¬ 
quakes. ilost of the walla arc built in compart- 
inenta, with a riew to render these as little 
destructive as possible. 

After our return home, onr host came to my 
room, and wo had a long talk, by no means the 
first in our lives, over certain aspects of what is 
commonly called the Centrat Asian Question, but 
which, if it is to lie spoken of in the singular 
number at all, would be more accurately, if less 
convenienlly, descrilied as the Eusso-Anglo-Turco- 
Egyi>to - Perao - Indo • jifgban - nzbek question : a 
ridiculous word, no doubt, but not ridiculous if it 
impTGswa on the mint) the truth that what we aill 
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llu- Central Aetan QwBtion k realljr^ like the 
equally misnamed Eastern Question in Europe, 
luiide up of a nuiuher of questions. 

On aome of tlicso quosliona, and these tlio ones 
ivliich touch ourselves most nearly, there is no 
better authority living tlian Sir Richard Polloek* 
and it is well that sncli an important political out¬ 
post as this is under ihc care of so well-informed 
and cool-headed a watcher of events 

Jim. 8«—General Wilson, commanding the 
I’cahaivur brigade, was gtjod enough to have the 
troops out for us to see. lil e started iiftor an 
early breakfast, and riding past the uncompleted 
fortified melosure, soon found ourselves in tJie 
open plain, on the other side of the so-called 
Circular road, to he beyond whicb, in ordinary 
circumstances, is to he “ out of hounds/' 

Presently we joined the Gcncrnl, and reined in 
our horses at a point where wc had the whole 
force Itetwecn us and the mouth of the Khyber. 
It was very dusty, and we feared that as booh as 
the troops got into motion nothing could be dis¬ 
cerned ; hut 0 light breeze, springing up fnan the 
north, carried the dust away. This is, I suppose, 
Uie grandest parade-ground in the whole of the 
Empire, as the PUmmx Park in Dublin is perhaps 
the prettiest. The force, tliough not large, was 
worthy of its plaoo of exercise. There was the 
Horse jVitUlcry and the I7tli, and the 72nd High¬ 
landers, and a r<^iiiicnt of lancers, whose nucleus 
was Hudson's Uoriic, and the corjw which takes its

It was R striking sight, and none ihe less strikTxig 
liccause one knew that tlie men before ns, and 
those who were lying behind them, on the road 
along 'ii'Mch we have come, could walk over iinv- 
Ihing and cverythiDg lietween this and the Syr 
Daria. I yield, I trust, to no Urltlsh politician in 
pacific, and, indeed, in iramily friendly feelings 
towards llussia, but I am aO the freer to indutge 
those feelings, because I well know that so fur 
from having any cause to fear her aggrei^slon we 
could, if need were, which God forhid J moke her 
position in Central Asia wholly intolerable. When 
will people Icara that, as I have said before, our 
difficulty is not in fforcniinff India but in ijovernin^ 
it wem We are strong enough now to try to 
govern it well, mid arc doing so. If J^ere 
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wtsikflr, we be tempted to ooiiciliate the 

violent and turbulent passes liy a warlike policj-* 
If sve thouglit a warlike pollcf a right or wise one^ 
we could occupy all Aigliamstajii and hold it with 
the greatest ease. let no one dream, iiusled hy 
tlie liosco of Lord Auckland, that there is any 
doubt about tUat But what good would or could 
come to U 9 from bo doing—from annexing new 
espensos and responsibilities witlvout any new ad¬ 
vantage ? 

TVlveu the review was over, we returned to the 
Circular road, and then, striking: off to the left, 
reached, before verj^ long, Ilurrce Sing’a Boor] or 
tower (observe our famllinr Burg iuid Burgh in so 
vuifamilinr a setting). This is the lost outpost ol the 
British GoTcrmneut towards the Khyher, the old 
Tort of Jumrood being no longer occupied. Wc 
should have liked to go on, as ia often done, to the 
actual opening of tlin Paaa; but the Commissioner 
asked me not to a^k lum to take us there at tliis 
particular moment, and I need not aay bb word in 
such a matter was law. Leaning, however, oyer 
the parapet of the tower. I look him round the 
whole circle of hills and outposts, sparing him , X 
am afraid, nothing. 

I had often studied all this on the map, and 
often Ibrgot it- 1 shall not forget it now, Imt the 
very motives which made mo unmerciful to him 
make me merciful to you, for you would remember 
ns little the rektivc position of Ujp places as I used 
to do. 
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When we lurivfld at tlie iioorj, we were met tiy 
the uillucrd ui charge, anti here, for the tlrat time,« 
I heard Pushtoo, the hmguago of the Afghans, 
which is much harsher thun German as Gcrnmn 
is harshtu* tlion Italinn. 

From the Khjher to where we stooU, a dislanoe 
of some hro miles, stretches a aton^’ phmii and 
there is nothing imjrosing in the aetuul opening. 

the first lines of the PromelAett* Vinotu^, came 
into my head, as I gaaod to the ivestward. If any 
Jlussiun Cimiivimst, with more zeal than sense, 
likes to take this as an omen, I wish him mueh 
Joy of it i and I also offer it to all tlioae EngUsh^ 
men who think we should lie, ns matters stand at 
present, the better for having a great power as our 
immediate neighbour. 

I have not seen the Jr^emone Mextcavot on one 
single oecasian, since I mentioned it at Bhurtporo. 
ft evidently does not like this comparatively 
northern climate; hut 1 am ammsed to see that 
tho IlaTnitiom, which 1 eaiv fii'st at 

Ahmcdni>ad, and which, nfler following us to 
l^oro, has had a inpresontativo every few vards 
along the Grand Trunk road through the whole 
270 miles—for all the world like the police in 
'Warsaw, in January, has faithfully attended 

us to the ** toriuinus imperii'’ 

After inspecting the first Cl^pg^dra, or water- 
clock, which I ever met with, and plucking some 
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leaves feom oiuj of tUo liist ticos ia the realms of 
taw and order— Zi*ypkv9 jit}nb<t It was—univfitsal 
in the parts of tlie tran^Indus district we have 
crossed—^TVe turned and. rode hatik to Peshawnr, 
passing' many K.hybarces coming in to the great 
metropolis with their wretched little mercliandizc 
,—chiefly a large reed used for matting, on wretched 
little bullocks. 

" Is that a man or a woman ? '* I said to my 
guide, pointing to a figure heforo ua. Ob, a 

woman/' said he; “a man would have a liettcr 
coat;" adding, as we passed, “ Uliat a hard face 
it is—never had a luxury in her life! ” 

And so I cantered liack, by no means more 
indined than I was when 1 considered the fpics- 
tion at the India Office totrarda a “blood and 
Lrou ’’ policy witli these i»oor devils, though some 
persons, who ought to have had l>etter information, 
talked the other day of another J^ontier raid, 
because a blotkliead of a soldierr wandering help¬ 
lessly after dinner, had been curried off over Uic 
f^ntier—and this, though the IVardcu of the 
Marches sent liitn back, without our paying a 
penny, and the villagers come in and offered to 
rajsc the houses of the vagabonds who had hccai 
confcraed in the outrage. The man was brought 
to Pesliawur, and very deservedly put under arml 
by his Colonel for being absent without leave; 
but Uio Iroutier is a long way off, while a sensa¬ 
tional story is easily manufactured, and pays cent, 
per cent. 
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Passing through tlie approacht.’s of the old 
ficiiidencjri and umong the buitclingti used lor 
judid^d purposes, we noticed the ptctiu'csque 
group of suitors in this open-air **S<tlic den pas 
perdm.” It was at Poaliarrur, you know, that 
Shere All, who lived to murder Lord Mayo, used 
to stand with a draivn sword to defend the pro- 
siding judicial oflicer against the—alas 1 far from 
chimerical — danger of a sn^ord-cut from a dis¬ 
appointed suitor. 

\y<i tarried for some limo amongst the trees, 
conspicuous imiongst wlticli wna the superb 
Beidiinie tarUgala. now covered with its ptnhish 
purjde flowers, and for the hundredth time I 
regretted, as I saw the magmJlcent pods of the 
CassUt ftnttdn, that I sliouJd not see in hhjom 
tliat infinitely glorified cousin of the Laburnum, 

In the afternoon we went, by inTitatian of the 
General, to wie some of t he warlike games of the 
country. A course of three or four hundred yards 
was covered with soft earth. Near one end of it 
a tent-peg, say one foot high by two or three 
inches wide* was fixed in the ground. Towards 
tills a horscnunn dashed at full speed with his 
thirteen or fourteen feet Lance. He came on, somts 
times silently, oftener with a long, low, anxious 
cry, and very generally succeedtMl in transfixing 
tho tent-peg, and whirling it round liis head 
in triumph as he galloped out of the lists. 

It liad been getting clearer all tlie afternoon, 
and towards sunset ibcrc was u very bright gleaui. 
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After r Lad looked for some time lit tlie tont- 

peijijdng* ns it iBinfeiicitcmsly caileil. Colonel G-, 

to wliom 1 sliall feci eternally grateful, sjiid to me: 

yon wilt coma bcliiud the tent, you will now 
Imve a good view. Tlierc," said lie, **arc tiie 
lulls of Swat, and tbcio/' pomting far to tlio west, 
** is tLc Sided Koli; and tUere, riglit tUrough lliat 
gap to tlio northward, is the end of the Djuduo 
Koo&L” That last sight was one of tlie things 1 
liad not promised myself when I left. England, 
for J dltl not know of the <Iei>rcjision in the nearer 
chains which alone made if possible to see tliat 
raugo of mighty name. There, howover, it was, 
pci'Iiaps 150 milea away ; but as clear os sun and 
snow could make it, and I knew that the Oxua 
was llowing liehind ** from his lugh tnountain 
cnidlo in PamDre,*' and tlmi the “ roof of tlie world” 
was not vciy far off. 

By the timo ] hud looked long enough at the 
mountains the game was dmngcil, and the ohjeot 
was now for the horseman, galloping from one p u d 
of the lists, io slice three oranges hxed on llirce 
poles, about four feet high, placed at tnterrab 
along tinm This was done by several, while 
ol lifts slicetl only one or two of tine oranges^ and 
sonio none at ail. It was salisfuetory to hoar that 
many of our European soldiers succeed hi these 
feats ([uite as well as the native troops. To-day, 
however, the latter Lad the best of it. 

Convcraatioii boro turned of course largclv 
on frontier matters. To neglect Quid bcHumm 
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Cftulabet' ei Scfflfies coffiiet would not Imvc been 
llorAoe'fl ndvice If there liad been no Adrbui sea. 
The Akboond of Swat, who is a sort of Prestcr 
Jolin at W'ltiteha!], is decidedly no myth in the 
Fesliawur valley. 

Earthquakes oro another topic of talk with 
strangers, and the Greco'Budilbist ezcaratlons in 
the ntughhourhood are tt third. 

A iHJUutiful and very tame little musk-deer, 
bLdouging to the ComnLissioiior, was quite a novel 
sight to me. 

Many stoiiL'a arc told of the ring of wild tribes 
Imtween us and Cabal, their good and evil qualities. 
1 should like to see on essay on the political 
iuUucuce of Scott and Byron on our apjitcciatioti 
of mountaineers. It is not so long ago since the 
Scotch Highlander was thought of by his lowland 
neighbours as nothing belter than a polecat to be 
put to death where found. Notv we think quite 
diifcreiitly, and the tribes on the frontier reap 
the benefit of our change of view*. Tliey are uot, 
1 observe, praised for the virtues for wliich Ma¬ 
hometans are often praised. I remember, when 
I first came under the spell of tli© Crescent inlS51, 
W'hea Omar Pasha was trampling down the old 
feudal nobility of Bosnia, being very much struck 
with tile way in which people in Austrian Croatia 
talked of the tnitbrulnoss and rclialilcness of their 
Turkish neighbours. Tlicse Mahometans of the 
Afghan border are liars and thievis, but it does 
not seem to occur to thciii that lying and thieving 
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tufe otlicv Ih&n q^ultc honourable and respectable 
pursuits. On the other hand, tliej arc faithful in 
service, and as bravo as Hons. 

Ttiey are good friends, these Pathans, and 
iieaious; but their zeal requires now and then to 
be tcmjiered by discretioa One of thenj had ol>- 
served bis master, a young Deputy-Commissioner* 
not a little fussed and worried, to get ready for llie 
visit of Ilia iinmediale superior. " That gentle¬ 
man’s coming, I observe, gives you much trouble,” 
said the faitliful creature one day; “you don’t 
seem to find it pleasaiit. Would you like him not 
to come affaiT$ ? ** 

jVnolher remarked to his employer, an officer ivbo 
was poor and popular, " Have you no rich relations* 
Saliib, in England ? If you have, I tlnnk I could 
arrange tliatyou should succeed to their property I *' 

Over tJie Iwrder their want of respect for hunum 
life is almost cytucaL A travel hir arrived in an 
Afreedeo village one morning, and ivas detained by 
the people, who seemed inclined to plunder liiiu* 
” You will do me no harm,” he said, »I am a 
descendant of tho Prophet." “ Ah,” replied the 
devout Viilngers, “you are exactly the man we 
have hoen looking for. Wc have long wanted u 
shrine.” So they kept his property, cut his throat, 
and built his sepulchre.

(Hlition^ *' jUi, c*est la bonne; Foihl lea fautes qni 
no 8ont pas dans In mauvaise 1 " It is Fair to add 
that the author of the report, a man, they tell mo, 
of merit and ability, t[mte approcinied the humour 
of the situation. 

AVliat a distance wo have already travoUetl over 
Indian soil, and how far away we aro from llie 
latitudes through which we passed to reacli 
iSomhay 1 Aden is in 13“ Pesliawur is just short 
of 114% and not much south of the shores of Crete> 

One does. Indeed, feel oneself at the end of the 
world. Our pomegranates come from Candahar; 
our stewed prunes from Hokhara. I have bought 
a rug from Kayn, in KhornsJKm, a great-coat in 
the ntilnro of an Ulster, for railrfxid tTavelling, 
which was made in Cahid, to say nothing of a set 
of Emntian tea-cups, which have come down tiie 
Khybcr, and arc the correct thing for every gentle- 
nuni to have in Afghanistan. In gratitude to a dealer 
who deseriiMjd his laauli as lajwurdi, and inado me 
remember how near I was to its home in Eadakshuii, 
i bought his wludo stock, which was, hj the u-ay, 
neither very good nor very extensive—n criticism 
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wliicli Piqiiftlly oppHcs to tlic ftrozes or turEjitoisos 
IVom Niaiiapur, in Persia^ which I added to my 
coi lection. 

I flat late over the fire in this, the most English 
house I have seen in India. Frontier linoa am, 
and :dvraj’J 5 have been to me, in the higliest degree 
solemniaing 1 and of all frontier lines I know 
none so solemniaing ns that which I have s^^(;n to¬ 
day, when; the grandest political experinitmt ttiat 
has ever been tried in the world comes to an end.

mood I took up the Kh^'tUm of St. Bernard, 
which, oddly enough, I Imd never seen in the 
Latin dll n frienilly hand lent it to mo at J.^liore.

The landscape of the Peshawar district, just

hfippioBt efforts—but coutuiuing oue or two pass- 
ages which every ouo knows, such as—

I lingered for a lime, seeing iJio fish fed by an 
old ^ikh priest in tho clear deep waters of a little 
hnsiu, on the otige of which 1 gathered the maiden¬ 
hair, which carried my 1 liougbts to the fountain 
of ^geria. Further oti was a deserted garden, in 
which tliero was a tomb overgrown willi jasmine^ 
Of course^ the Ineptia Giccroniaiia ** had chm- 
tened it the grave of Lalla Rook It, 

We spent a delightful evening at Eawtil Pindcc 
amongst peoido who liad cultivated most success- 
fiiUy the amiahle science of making stiangers 
like old friends in nhoul haif-an-liDUr. Ilcrf% loo. 
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I KUT ffilU iny IjodiJy eye the native dealer n'lio 
sent to tlie Britiali Ittiaeum a coin of a liactritm 
King unknown to kbloFy, for whu,:li he got, if I 
reuiomher rightly. £100, Wo tirniod aside, nn our 
wny to Jheliim, to eNauune tlio iranityuhi Tope, a 
curious Buddhist ntonumcal absurdly nnined llie 
tomb of Bucephalus, 

Half iho vilJngc crowded round, offcu-lng coins 
for sale. 1 bought thirty-fire (none of wliich 
looked gt>od for anyLbing), on the chnnceof some 
one Iwmg interesting, but fear that the neighbomv 
hood of the dealer above aUuded fo ivill make mv 
spccuhition a Tni^- unprofihihle onet

of Cashmere, who had invited me to visit him, tni t 
UR niirl took us lift to Scalkote, thnmgh a country 
of great fertility, in which the sugJir*cime is largely 
grown. Here were welcomed most warmly by 

Ocneinl 11- , who eomiuands the brigade, and 

wus ono of pur eomfiauions in the Maltc*i. 

We drove in the pleasant morning air llirougli 
the pretty station of Soalkotc, the iirctlleht 1 iiuvo 
yet seen in India, and wmio soon over tJm British 
boundary. Ilie Pir Punjal, and other groat Hima¬ 
layan ranges, rose in front of us through ilie thin 
tliist-mist like the ghosts of mountains. If we 
could have made the journey in a balloon wc should 
have seen them GptenilJdly, for wc should have Ijccu 
ahoro the sexaimpaque strHtum. As it was, how¬ 
ever, they were extremely Ixeautifub with tlicir 
strsingo spirilnal look. At Icugtb we ;urivcd at a 
tract of broken ground covered with jungle, and 
exchanged our carriages for elcpltants, advancing 
slowly through thickets in which iJuA^a 
tunl Acitcia mode&ta were the prevailing trees, 
while Juaiiceu Adhatwln liud it all its own way, 
w here trees were not. The Eiiphoy^ter So^liaua, 
which might ai a distance ho taken for ft plant nl 
the Cool Pleasures, towered over oiu" heads even 
when we were mounted cm our elephants, und was 
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really a gruurl olyect. Armed men, iu bright 
colours, ran before ua^ their uniform h abining 
througli the woodbind. At length wo came to a ' 
rather broad riTfip, which "the huge eartU-sUulcing 
beast ” forded with that dcllbtu'atioti wlitcli makes 
him so aiiiiismg, my companion describing to me 
how he bad oneo crossed the Juiuna witli tlic water 
streaming into his liowdah. At the foot of the 
sloiic on wliich HTumtnoo built, the heir nppaitmt 
of CiishuMiro met us on an elephniUt necompouied 
hy the fiither of the woU-known mlnbter, ICirpa 
liam, who was, I regret to Siiy, himself ill, and 
lumbtc to appear. 'W'e proceeded slowly Uirougli 
part of the city to the bouse where the Maharajah 
receives his Eiu'opean guests, which stands oti the 
edge of an enchanting Talley, ami is separated 
from the pinturesipm fortress of Bao by the river, 
which wc fortied as wo approached the place. 
.After various ceremonies had been gone Lhrcmgb, 
we were left for some time, during which Gcjicrol 
B , who is an cnthusitistic and eseelleiil artist, 
took iisenrefiLlly to the iiejjt points of view. 

In the firteTiioou, wc again mounted oiir ele^ 
plwiiits and proceeded to the Pala«., through 
winding Streets of one storeyed houses, so narrow 
that, a skilful Jumper could liave sprung down from 
tlic bowdah on to their roofs. 

Wo wore rocoivod at tJie door of the ball of 
inidjerjcc by the Mahnrajnli. wlio, after the usual 
civiUtles, UhI me to a room bi another part of ibc 
building, iviiicSi overlooked the river-valley, and 
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com manned a quite loveiy prospect. Thence we 
returned to the hull of audience, \rbcro we ossLstnd 
* at another Naiitc)!, u sort of pnutoinimic perfom’ 
ance, stjovring some skill iu the perfomers. This 
was followed by nntiro musict wliieh bad a good 
deal of interest for me, Amoug.st other things, I 
saw the Yiiia. If you reraember, ^loore makes 
Feramorr. take her Tina from the hands of L^Ulu 
Itijoklfs little Persian slave, licforc he begins to 
sing at Hassoon Abdool. lie would have been a 
very confident suitor avIjo made such nn erjwri- 
mont* for ibc Vina is as unlike as possible to tbo 
typical lom’'s lute, it is about six feet in lengttk, 
with iivo huge bottle-sbapcd gourds at cither eml, 
I wish iiim much joy of such an instrument. 

I liutl a great deal of talk with his Highness, 
through various interprefers, uliout jkolUtea, books, 
eobis, &a AVe Tverc speaking of my Tiuling tour 
and the objects of it. " Ah,” said he, “ between 
the eye and Ibo cur there mo)* be little more than 
two or ttiTce fingers' breadth, hut still there is a 

mighty diflereoce between hearing and seeing."

Jummoois, ns you know, the winter capita! of 
the Maliamjah, whose territory extends over some 
25,000 square miles—is, therefore, about the size 
of Scotland, less tlie counties of Perth and Inver* 
ness. TIjc famous shawls are chicily made in the 
neighbourhood of Ills summer capital Srinuggur, 
the chief town of the vale of Cashmere, which is 
separated from Jummoo by iilHmt 125 miles of 
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mountain-marching' cnclianting in summer, but 
out of the question at this season. 

IVo dined, of course, by ourselves, but from 
lime to time the Maliamjati sent us native dishes, 
some of which were eJtcellcut. 

Then we had fireworks. The night was perfectly 
still and veiy propitious to them. Seven fire 
balloons iloated high in the air, and got exactly 
into Lbo jKJsition of the Great Bear and flio Pole- 
star. 1 calJed tlic attention of one of my coin- 
paniona to thb, who, pointing it out io the Malm- 
rajali, said, " It is only your lliglmesa who can 
ndd to the number of the eonstellatiens/' 

AMien the flreworks wore over, we took our 
leave, and very pieturesquo was Uieriite home under 
tho crescent moon througli the dark silent streets, 
wath our attendants ehrmouriiig in front to drive 
the sacred hulls and tlio cainels out of the wav. 

This morning we started soon after sunrise, 
accompanied by the son of Kiriia Bam and oUmrs. 
Just as we came in sight, (hroagh the city gate, of 
the woodland whidi I described ycsterrlay, the 
troops presented anna, and tlie band el ruck up 
"God save the Queen." Then wc slowly descended 
fhe stocp declivity on which dummoo is built. As 

WL* were crossbg the river. General B_cau^,,! 

out to me, «It would take a line roach of the 
Hhioe to boat this "^and so it would. Some half 
an hour passed, however^ before we saw the full 
glories of Jummoo. Wo had crossed most of the 
woodland, and Imd descended Jj-om. oup elephants 
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when we rcachcil a point whopo* in the dearer 
morning, the mountams etood out in nli their 
beauty. On the left sti-ctdied the miglity snoi^y 
clmin of the Pip Punjal—rising, T suppose, to 
about 17,0f>0 or XS,000 bict. Thou, in tho loitldlc 
of the hockgroimd* came an outer not 

sno\v^', somewhat lower thiin Taygotus, and rather 
like it j laatly, far to the right> another snou^ 
range on the borders of Tlnbet, 

J3eh\'i*«n us uml the mountains lay Jununoo, 
witii its white pyramidal temples shitting in the 
sun, and surrounded hy a near landscape wiiieU 
wauled nothing to make it peifect. It was the 
most heautifui land view I ever belidd. 

The MaUiirajah is a lucky man, wilh heaven for

Wo said farewell, with many regrets, to our 

friend. General B-, who reminded mo not un* 

freijuently of Leopold von Orlieli- 1 need hardly 
say that the renicmbraDCc of that most cxeelltmt 
moo has often been with ms in this land which Ue 
loved HO well, and which he tried so hard to mako 
better known to his countrymen. 

Prom Seolkote wc returned by Wuzeembad to 
Lahore^ I was amused, the other day, hy hearing 
the native explanation of the many ehauges that 
had taken place almut the gauge of this railway.

of the world, but sound ia wanting, There is no 
“ vent de cantiques.” Probably the Toioes of ji 
vast multitude, repeating the reaponacfi, would gire 
Bomelbhig of tlie same effect, but u few thousand 
are lost in the vast space. 

A good deal of our time went this afternoon in 
looking over a great quantity of DeOu art manu- 
fticlures, u'McU a native gentleman had collected 
at his house for our inspection. These are better 
known al home than most Indian things of tho 
kind, and consist chiefly of jewellery made in 
imitation of tho Babool flower, of miniatures on 

ivory, sometimes cicceUent, of embroidered shawls 
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nnd other textile hibncs of ivUich lUis place b a 
ijivat emiioriunj. 

I’he Black Mosmjuc, a dmractorbtic specimen of 
ttiC Mjcmul or sterner phasi: of Pathon arcliiteoliiEe^ 
and n Jain temple^ also clniiued some notice, but 
far less than the famous ridge, along wldcU wo 
droTC, recalling the details of Hint equal]jr wonder¬ 
ful and glorious feat of arms which is Icnown os 
the siege of Deliii in lSo7i though the idea of our 
scanty foroe besieging tbc Iiosts wlio were collected 
in the city recalls tho fttory of the Prussian soldier 
on the field of Leuthen, who, bring asked liow he 
Iixul taken a flock of prisoners, replied—*' If you 
please, sir, 1 surroundc<l them.” 

—I have never received a satisfactory 
reply to a quostion wJiidi freiinently recurs to my 
mind, AVby tstrs thb site chosen for a great city ? 
ft dues not appear to have any peculiar natural 
ndvantage. And yet, if the arclioeologbis arc 
right, there have been thirteen great dtlffi here at 
one time or another. Tliis rather featureless 
plain would seem to have been importanfe as far 
back as tlio days of Niacveli and Babylon, although 
there is motliing aTiove ground now which has the 
slightest cliiitn to any such antiquity. 

Delhi has been called tho Homo of Asia, but it 
will perhaps oonTey to your minds no very in¬ 
accurate idea of the rc4il stale of the case if I say 
that where in the European Rome you have a 
great ruin like the Colosseum or the Baths of 
Cimifalla, yon have in or near the Asiatic Rome

TJie guide-books I hav^ used on the spot axe 
ICLtne^ Cooper's, and Harcoun's—all useful but 
none of them, 1 should think, easy or even endurable 
reading, at a distance from tVie eccucs descrihciL 
The best manual for the tra^’eHer to take to Dellii 
would, 1 ihitik, be Ibc Ttaceh (^f 'i JlhidoOj by 
Mr. liholoiiaiith Chunder. Ilia hook was puhlisbed 
in ISdSb and its author made use of the most 
reliable writings that had preceded his own. I had 
hnd a copy on my shelves for sojue years, btti had 
only read a little of it. It is, hoxvevur, icully 
extremely well worth rc-ailLng, lor more inNisons 
than one, though even DhoLouauUi CliunderS 
Iwst Kcleeted extracts from his prcdcw>ssors, and 
his own often very judicious remaiks, would hardly 
biNir ri^adiiig at a distance iVotn llelhi. 

Jan, IPM*— A s<,>eond visit to the Kootub—this 
time with a large party—an inspection of the great 
works at the head of the new Jumnu Canal, with 
ilio engineer in eharge, vartons eonvcrsnlinns^ witU

somewUftt difTcrcnt standpoint. 

Jan. Wt/i.—'Wc left Delhi early this morning 
in a special train along mth Sir John Stroclicy, It 
was bitterly cold till the sun liad got out of bed^ 
aud looked for some little time about him. Icicles 
hung on the crater.pipcfs. Ail of us were in great¬ 
coats of one kind or another; and some even wore 
furs that would have done good service on the 
banks of the Neva. 

There was little to interest in the drst part of 
the journey. At length wo reached Rewarree, the 
station to which comes down the trade of Bewanee, 
which is uirricd on by cniiM3.s, and rises to a figure 
of somctliing like a million sterling—the pastoral 
west sending hitlior enormous amounts of ghee^ 
nml receiving buck chiefly piece goods and sugar. 

kly attention was drawn to the Sabee river, as 
an interesting iilustration of the engineering 
difficulties of this country. The Sahee is a stream 
whidi, for, say a generation, goes on quit® respoot- 
ably and peaceably; then it suddenly goes mad, 
and covers a whole district in a few hours. 
small blame to it, if, ns happened not very long 
ag»>, fourteen inehea of rain Ml in thirty-six hours. 
Of course, it would be impossible to provide by 
any bridges against such exceptiotuil dangers as 
this, lliere is notliing for it but to let the river 
have its own way on the nire occasions w'heii it 
loses its senses. 
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Jiaa left some sixty miles lieliind before we 
to get .amongst tlie AravyilUs, tiie moimtalu 
system (&ot range, for it is no real continuous 
range) of Rajpootana, "wliosc aoutliern slopes, as I 
Dientioncd when writing to you from Ahmeclabad* 
are ]iart.ly drained by tlse Sabiirmuttee, the river of 
titat place. 

By twelve o*cloek we were at Ulwnr, where 
hmch was provided for a Uirge parly* 1 talked, 
hero with a very intelligent [ibysician about the 
opium-eating and poppy4i(|nor drinking of the 
people* He told me that he could never sec that 
either did much harm. Any ImkI results bo had 
connected with the latter praetice arose rather 
from the large amount of litj^uor eonsumctl than 
from the lact tliat the liquor was an infusion of 
poppy-heads. 

The Ulwiir chief who reigned w'hile 1 was at 
the Indian Office has* happily for his subjects, 
been gathered to his fathers. A boy of Iburteen 
lina succeeded, and the State is beiiig managed 
during his minority by the Paranxoiml Bower. 

A distinguished British official, who told me the 
story, shot some tinao ago an nnteiope, in tlie 
neighbourhood of an TTlwur village. He sent to 
ask for a couple of sticks and some string, with 
which to carry it, otferbg of course to pay for 
them. The people came and said, “ have no 
string and no sticks.” ** Oh, then," he replied, 
■‘let me have a blanket, tlmt will do as well.” 
“ We have no hlnnkcta,*’ was the rejoinder. " Wo 
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Iiave nolliin^^ but the clothes we stnud up in here. 

hatever wo we ent. Xo man dorea to hove 
money iu thb Siwttt 'ITie cbiers soldiery plunder 
ua of everyth in"/' 

This n^ecfthle st/iio of things has of course 
Jjceu terniiimled for the present* and peace will 
continue in Ulimi-^at least until the blessings of 
independence are restored to it. 

Many districts tlirough which wo have passed 
arc quite micultivated, chiefly from the want of 
water. Tlie oaf tic are hirgcly fed on the chopped 
twigs of Zh^pAmt jiijuba, which* along with stunt¬ 
ed Babool, the Capparis aplipfUi, and a tall grass, 
are the prcyailing plants, j hare seen a qimntily 
of paoocks feeding just like pheasants in England, 
and at last u herd of antelopes. 

A fcllow-irarellcr gave me a curious piece of his 
experience as to the oppressions exercised t!ven in 
a model native State like Jcypore, against the will 
of course of the ruler. Some years ago my in¬ 
formant fell in. ivitb a party of Pat ban traders 
who, with tlidr camels, bad come Ihrough the 
Kbyber to traflic in India. “ In the passes," they 
said, wo had no trouble. TTe knew exactly tho 
hlacktitoil we liad to pay, and we paid it- In 
British territory we had no trouble, but here in 
ITlwur, we have been robbed of every single penny 
we possess, and what to do in Jeypore we know 
not" My informant, being a {lerson of some in¬ 
fluence, took the men under bk protection, and 
when they’ arrived at the Jcypore frontier, asked 

L 2 
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tbe Customs ofTicer wUat tlit'y would httw to pay 
to frauk tliem to the capital, “So uuicli,*’ tlin 
mau replied. “ Very well; make out a receipt for 
that sum, and I will see it paid—three of lha 
camels to be lianrlcd ovot as security/' The officer 
agreed; the receipt wiis given; but during the 
whole journey to Jeyporc city, it was one buttle 
with local extortioners all along the road, every one 
claiming traiuiit duty under one pretenoe or aiiotlicr- 
Before it ivas dark wo luid reacUHl the bouse of 
Colonel Beynou, tho Resident of Jeypore, some 
two hundred miles team Delhi, having trnverfied 
Jiart of the intervening space at a rate of over forty 
miles an lioiir. This, he it remembcTetl, over tlie 
metro gauge. 

The Maharajah camo to Uic station to meet Sir 
John, hut the visit was a strictly private one, and 
almost all ceremony was dispensed with. 

I spent an hour, before dressing for dinner, in 
walking about by moonlight in the Residency 
Garden, the bost-cared-for private garden I have 
yet seen iu India, famous for cypresses of almost 
Riorcntinc dimensions. 

The Maharajah of .feypore ia, in point of rank, 
the second of the Princes of Rojpootaua, yielding 
only to the Rana of Oodeypore, w*ho vepresenla 
one of the oldest families known to exist in tho 
world— a family so old, if all tales arc true, 
ibnt its connection with Maurice, the Emperor of 
Constantinople, is rntlicr a modern incideut in its 
history. 


AMUCii AXii m oUj paj:.aci;. 

J*iA, 20/A.—IV B drove tiiis morning into tiie 
clty» fninouK for the regularity of its streets, then 
mounted and rode to Amlier, the old cupital of the 
dynasty, and a most striking place. It Eies on the 
slope of a rocky kill, along the crest of which 
fort id cations of the most picturesque kind were 
carried of old, nnd still remain to beautify what 
they can no lunger defend. The approach to Iho 
outer gateway, up a long Incliuey might have heoii 
in the basin of the klcditerranean if the JSitj^horbin 
Jioi/lutHa had not come in to scatter an illusion 
n liich the cactus, so common in Sicily, helped to 
foster. 

The old palace, its mysterious Zenana passages, 
courts plcasajit with jasmine and pomegranate, 
perforated marble and quamt stained gloss, de¬ 
tained us long--tJie delicious view which it com¬ 
mands still longer. 

TJie forencKin was largely spent amongst the 
manufactures of Jeypore—hidcoua marble goda, 
turban pieces, rougidy cut carbuncles, and un¬ 
equalled enamuL As usual, there was vety little 
of the last iji IIjc market; but I eucceeded in 
securing one or Iw'o chanieteristie bits. To my 
lliiiiking there is no cnamed, ancient or modern, 
ut all to oomiiare with it; but the secret of its 
manufacture is monopolized by one or two 
families. 

The afternoon was given to the Maharajah’s 
stud, to the seven-storied palace in the town, which 
is full of beauty, and commands admirable Wew's, 
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Uloiigli not equalj perliap#, to those to be eiyoyod 
from tlie old eyry of this great llajpoot nice. 

Then came a Tisit to the large and» as I am 
assured, really excellent college, to the fine Jordin 
Anglais, and to certain, for the most part very un¬ 
happy and unusually savage tigers. One who 
allowed liLs head to he senUdied nnd patted (not, 

1 beg to state, by mo) was a contrast to the rest. 

Tlio Maharajah objects to tigers being killed, 
unless they axe really mischievous; saying play¬ 
fully, a-s I have heard, that they are hie best forest 
officers. Of course, when tljev begin to do serious 
harm, they are destroyed or captured. 

llere, and only here, have i seen a hunting 
leopard l>eing taken out for his walk like a l)ig dog 
in London, only with his cyoa bandaged. Hawk¬ 
ing, too, is an amusement of this pkec, as it is 
also of Pattiala and Jujmnoo, in both of which 
w® came upon falconets with their very attractive 
charges. 

At night we dined at the palace, and had another 
quite exquisite display of fireworks—^founlnins of 
light playing alongside of, and being reflected in, 
the lines of water fountains in the stately garden. 

Jciw. IrVe left JejTUjre betimes, m«I went 

slowly over forty miles of line, not yet bnihuite^l, 
to Sitmbhar. The country was very waste; far- 
scattered rocky hills and plains tuAed with the 
tall grass I hiive ao often mentioned, lieing the 
sights on which the eye most frequently fell, 
.Ti?ypore lies high, betHcen fourteen and Jlfleen 
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liundj-cd feet above the sea, if I misbikc not. The 
morning was scavchingly oold, yet by a Ulile after 
deven o’clock the aim waa ns hut as it is in July 
at home. I was remijided of tlie djmute :it 
Madrid— 

*■ El ilfl MAdrid efi traj sold 
yufi xnAla A uti honjlirc, y uu AiHig;^ a nn ciindil," 

Unju.stly, however, I fancy: for save for the flies, 
ivliioh are a very Egy|jtian plague, Jcyporc must 
tie an cYceptioonlly pleasant place. True, the 
niermometcr sometimes stands at 115’ li’alir, 
immediately after sunset; hnt it falls ra]>i 4 Uy in 
tills sandy region, and the nights are cooL 
Arrived at Sdmbhar, I mounted an dephant and 
went with Sir John to look at the salt far out 
into tlic bed of the lake. The hike itsolf Imil fur 
the pn}si>ni retired so much that I did not actually 
sec the water at aJl; tint far away over its htiffin 
stood the hilla of Jodlipore, beckoning me into 
new lands n hich 1 have not time to ifcnetratc. 
Looking in another direction, 1 saw the edge of 
the Great Inthan desc^rt, of which tlie country tvo 
have tmvem'd to-day is *‘onJy the aiitecbambor,” 
Then we had a slow progress tlirough the shabby 
little toivn, in the course of wMch my elephant, 
which knew, as lluy know most things, my interest 
in the Sufcorfora Feiwca, took me under one just 
coming into flower, aud enabled me, tiy tasting the 
leaf, £0 Bee very dearly wliy it was calkd the 
mustard tree. 

Nt-xi IVdlowwl breakfast, and n speech fjoni Sir 
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John, in which ho did ample justice to hia three 
themes:— 

1. The success thus tsa of the Stute lines. 

2. The escellcot prospects of the llajpoottinn 
railway sj'stctn, 

3. The great importance of the treaties couclu* 
fled a year or two ago, by which we obtained a 
tense of the Sdmbliar Lake. 

The cxperimeiLts of the creation of State Jioes, 
find the acquisition of our riglita over Sdmbhnr, 
having holh been matte under the auspices of the 
Duke of Argyll, all tliai the Lienteiiant'-Governor 
said was of courao of peculiar interest to me. I 
told you, some weeks ago, how well the Agra 
section, of the Rojpotana State lines is doing. 
The Delhi part of the system is not, and could not 
yet do as wuU, but tlie figures of the Bystem^ as a 
whole, are most satisfactory, and there is no doubt 
that with tlio completion of the unflnislicd line, 
over which wo liave to-day travelled, they will 
become better. 

The acquisition of our present rights over 
Silmbhar will, I hope, lead ere long to the aboli¬ 
tion of many hundred miles of my enemv, the 
Balt line, and to tJie begioning of a new Customs 
policy, while it will largely inereuse the supply of 
salt in all our northern proviucea, in some of 
which it has undouhhHUy been too scantv. The 
salt tax in India is as lar as possible from being a 
grievanee, but the restriction of the sources of »aU 
supply Ims been a great ItardBliip.

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Ail that will iiovv be at ai] eDd, aed the Dative

From 8iimbhaj: we returned to Jeypore, wliere, 
however, wo did not tarry long, but if was very 
late before we got to Ulwur^ where we dined and 
idepi 

Jan. 22wd.—1 had no intention of going to 
TJlwui- tvlien 1 landed in India, and mu ashamed to 
say that I laid no notion what sort of a place it 
was, A letter, however, from 3Ir. LyaU, urged me 
not to puss it by, and he had also written to Sir 
John to the same dfeet. Early in the morning, 
accordingly, we drove out to aec what was lu be 
seen. And vorUy we were not disappointed, 

r drove with a well'informed deulzen. towards 
the city, passing the various English institutioiig 
which follow us in these lands. There was the 
High School, there was the Fives Court, there was 
the New Hospital, admirably plan nod after the 
last European lights. 

Suddenly we came to the ditch, and all was 
changed, Tlie great gate, Oauked by a huge piece 
of ortlnnnce, stood up before us, with iU sharp 
Rl)lkes looking detiauee, “ I never drive Uu’ougli 
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such a gato" said my companion, " without think' 
ing of the story of tiio two Rajpoots who diaputod 
M to which should he Commanrler'in-Cliter. The 
i rince promised tliat he who first entered Ihe 
besieged town should have that honour. One 
sought to outer Ly eaealade, the other to fbroe tiio 
gate on his elephant. The elephant refused to face 
the spikes, when its rider, throwing himself in front, 
told the dnver to ui^ge tJie animal against his body, 
thereby bursting in the gate just as iie died, TJin 
followcrs of his rlral, however, who was mortally 
wounded at the top of tlio wall, threw in hia Iwdy 
first, so that he dtffd Commonder-m-Cliief. 

No sooner had we passed tlie gate than wo saw, 
towering a thousand feet above our heads, tlie 
wonderfully picturestjue fortress, with im outwork 
perhaps three or four hundred foot lower down. 
The street, in which we were, lofl us nearly stralghl 
TO the Palace, full of csquisite jewels, armour, and 
books, one of whioli, a copy of live OHtUfnn, and 
a product of this century, was certainly amongst 
the most perfect illuuiinated mmiuscripte I ever 
saw. llardly less Wautiful m a JCorffu, nnd Loth 
had bficn so delidonsly bound hy « living artist 
that I Imre made interest to add to my book' 
cabinet a apecimen of his work. WIjo would have 
thought that Ulwnr and NorLimmpton could com¬ 
pete on equal terms in this charming art with 
London and Pam? 

The honours of tlie Palace were graoefuny done 
hy the young chief, who hml been suddenly taken 
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from a more tlian iirivatc station to (ill lib great 
place, and is still almost a cdiiliL 

After we iiad seen as mneh of the interior ns we 
wished, lie led us to the outside of the building, 
where, right under the fortress of which I iiiive 
spoken, was a tank, with temples on the further 
side of it, and at one end that tomb which is dgured 
by Fergusson, and which seems to me a perfect gt’tu. 

In the garden near it was a large tree, covered 
witli what seemed, at a distance, some strange 
black (I'liit, It was a mighty company of flying 
foxes, hiking their natural rest. 

Prom the Palace in thetoivn wc drove to another 
known as the Pearl, and dcsen iug its name, where 
we had hreakroat. 

dust before wc sat down a gentleman stepped up 
to me iind sold, “ Mr. Grant DulF, allow me to 
introduce myticlf to you ns a constituent, iou see 
you are looked Jifler even hei’e." And hardly had 
1 but down when tlie Indy who sat hy me said, “ I 
recognized you at once this morning, for [ heard 
you give your inaugural address, as Lord ilector, at 
Aherdccm” 

TUo throe noi'th*castcrn counties of Soothuid 
certainly have their own aliare of the woi ld. 

TV'e ran back the eighty odd miles from Ulwur 
at a very good jMice, and hy hall'past three were in 
Delhi, where ive had to say good-bye to Sir Jolm 
Strachey and the pleasant society which surrounds 
lilni, of wliich wc have seen so much in the last few 
weeks. 
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Jm. tird. A\ e slept in our earriagc, i he traiu 
noi starting till 2.-A5 a.m., and by breahrajit time 
ivere at Toundla, the junction for jV^a. Thence 
wc ran on, and are now past Cavmpore. 

There is little new to note aa wc rush nlong. 
Itid I muntion the wells of the North-West 
Trovinecfi^ with their two patient grey bullocka 
walking up and down an indinexl plane to draw tho 
water ? In the I'mjjab the villagers have the Sakin 
of the TTpiJCf Nile, the Pershxn w'lieeJ as jlngto- 
Indhuis call it. I don’t think 1 did mention these, 
nor the frequent crops of oil-seeds, often I suppose 
niTistord {SmapiA ratuona), and often rape or soitid- 
tlung veiy like it, I observe, too. to-day a little 
hajra (Penictihria spicaia) still left in ihu ftelds; 
imd they hiing for sale to the staUons the acid.* 
hut not unpleasant, *4pm7(Ort Cammlkfitt, and Uie 
cultivated jujube. 

After we passed Cawnpore it lecame ev ident that 
a good deal of rain had fallen. There was mucli 
water in the pools along the line, on the margin 
of which several pretty water-hirds ^t■cpe plaving. 
The fields looked greener, und soon we came to 
harley in the ear. It was dark before we reached 
Jhirhamijore, and, with the exception of a Joug- 
deby at Atlahabiid, I was conscious of nothing 
except hearing the famous uaiue-of Jtirzapoi^ 
caUed in the night, till w^o reached the junetloo of 
Alogul Serai, and, soon after, Henares* 

The ilaliamjah’s carriage came to meet us ami 
lock us in no long time across the Ganges urid'p.ist 
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manj noble fl[wciTiieiU9 of llic totlily palm, wbieb 
showed that wo were onco more in warmor regionst 
to the house of the head of the Govetnment 
CoUego. 

Jan. 27M.—iTe left our kind host yesterday 
evening, and an.' now ivell on our way to 
Caleutta, 

I have enjoyed no place more than Benores, 
althougli some others have interested me more. 
Mr. Griltitlj lives in a lovely house, which, 
furnished with all ludian requirements within, 
l(K)ks ncveriholcss, from iho out si do, like the ideal 
English parsonage, and might well ho tlio scene of 
one of Miss Sewell's novels. 

Behind stretehea a garden, far the lovdiosl 1 liavo 
seen in Tiidia, and one of the loveliest I hare seen 
anywhere; a garden in which European care has 
combined with a semt-tropiool climate to produce 
the most delightful restdts. ll€!Te, in the month 
of Jannary, I found, amongst otlier flowcis of an 
English garden, the white candytul't, tlie tlalsy, 
the mignonette, tlie riolet, the EachoUsiia, the 
common yellow marigold, the heartsease, the China 
aster, and rosea of many wrts, known to tlorista 
hut unknown to me, from Count Carour and 
Souvenir de Malmaison upwards and downwards. 

Tlurstj took one’s thoughts to the north, hut here, 
too, 1 found the Bi^nonia fieumta in all the glory of 
its flower, a wall of blossom of tlic brightest orange, 
nere was the exquisite leaf of the Ucaj^a tonffifotio, 
and the lieht which Macauhij* hns mnde fanions. 
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Uore »raa tlie Colvilib, nias, ttot m flower, Imt grow~ 
ing into agrenl tree. Mere were the Kattumba and 
ibo Asoka of tlio poets, otul liere, abore all, wore 
tlie most gmcefiil baioboos, now Iriinmed into 
hedges, now growing aa high as our highest elms, 
Nor did the sjmimthies of the owner of this 
imrntlise confine himself to liis planta. Even the 
forlorn dogs of tlie native town ventured to pay 
nu occasional visit, suns that they would not h'o 
roughly treated; the mungooHes ran iihout almost 
tame, and the moat fascinating tnie-cats, divided 
into two familvca of Montagues and Capulets, 
mhabited two imighliouring hamboo clumps, stay¬ 
ing their feuds from time to time, to make a 

descent on the peaches or ioquata of their kind 
eutertamer. 

Beyond the garden, and forming its boundary on 
one side, rose the College, a Gothic huUdiitg, 
which does not bear minute inspection, for it was 
huilt a good many years ago, by an amateur 
architect, hut the general effect of ivhich, seen 
Irem a little distance, is very good. 

This institution dates from tlie time of Warren 
Hastings, who took over the Sanskrit college of 
the Benares flimily, and now consists of° two 
separate institutions, one of wldch gives an Eng¬ 
lish education. while the other h still governed in 
all its details hy the laws of Menu. 

1 was introduced to some of the Pmidits 
amongst them to one who was Uonoimiblv men" 
hy ProfeMor Mtt. sroilBf i„ his addrtss'f* the 
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Orient olists last year. Several are men of very 
great Icarnmg; and, indeed, there are, seatter«;d 
through India, as I am assured, many native 
scholars who could iioLd iUelr own In Sanskrit 
with, the greatest luminaries of the West. 

One of our hrst excursions was to the great 
Uuddliist monument oi‘ Sarmith, onee the centre 
of a group of religious houses. There seems no 
douht that Buddlia liiinadf was here, and a little 
hkke hard by is stiU pomted out ns the piaeo 
where be washed Ids clothes. It was with no 
small pleasure that I found myself, for the first 
time, on the track of that most wonderful person 
—one, 1 suppose, of ilia moat wonderful ^lersons 
whom the ages Imve ever seen. 

On the 25th, the day sacred to Gancso, the 
elephant-headed god of wisdom, we visited his 
temple, which was ei^wdcd with worshippers 
nuildng their ofieringa^ Then we went on to 
otliers, including the so-called Golden Temple, 
which is extremely sacred, but—like all the temples 
in Benares—somewhat mean In appearance- The 
whole place w^ sloppy with the sacred waters 
of the Ganges, and the holy well hard by was 
a mere pool of sulphuretted hydrogen. 

At length w'o reached tUe obsciwatory built by 
Jey Sing, who laid out the town of tTcyporo, and 
la one of the few natives of the country figuring 
in the last-century histoiy of India for whom one 
can feel any respect, 

From the top of it the eye rangfrd over u wide 
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pfos|iect, the moat intereslin^ jiart of which wos 
tlie gi^t river, whicli here forms n curve not leas 
beautiful than, and very like, "tho strcain4iko 
windings of that glorious street *’ In the EngliflU 
Benares. ° 

TJienee wc descended, and, embarking on tlie 
broad bosom of the Ganges, floated slowlv dovm 
past the various ghauts or Iiatliing-places. * 

Theise arc bordered with houses, some of them 
of almost palatial tlimeosions, and connected with 
the most famous names in modem Indinn history 
There. Ibr instance, is one which now belong*! 
to Siiixi<Ua, find was tho "pm]n 3 rty of tlifi last 
Fetshwali, Bajeo Bao. That other is owned bv the 
OodejTriore tamily - a third was built by one of the 
Bajalis of Sngporo; while a fourth, far more 
interesting than all the rest, was the work of 
.Umliii Bye, wlio. if »l,e M only lived in Eurooe 
might well Imre hod hev bii^wnpliy written bv 
him wlio told the story of St. Elizolieth, 

In front of I tom n nioUoy crowd, of all oaos nnd 
of Iwth senes, goes through the ceremony of both- 
mg m llw sncml Gnngis, nnd nt Ibe some lime of 
lierforming its toilet, with Iho utmost pronrietv 
nnd in n stendy, biuiness-iikc wnv. There wna 
nnihing Ihnt I could soo in the siigLlest demm 
solemn or benutiful in the human perl of^t^ 
scene. One womon of the hetter cln.,,. «-(«, „ „„„ 
fe« mi gentle expression, who wns dressiae Im, 
little boy, wns the oidy pWng nnimotc object on 
which my eye restetL ^ 
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Tlip gUnuts tbcmBclrcs arc, howccer, cstrtsmoly 
pieturRsquOj ami there waa a good flcol mon> colour 
scattered along them than is usual in an ludian 
crovrd. Tliey hare, of course, ttieir religious side, 
but they are also a kiiirl of club, llie great marts of 
gossi|i, and the hirtliplaccs of eaimydn, A stranger 
ivho knows this goes away from all of them, except 
the burning ghaut* which is suMcienUy dismal, 
rather amused than Impressed. 

All dosses bathe liere* but women of the higher 
order come very early, ami return home generally 
boforo da 3 'brn<ak. Tim Joins hntho too, but only 
w hen they wish for u hatli, and connect with the 
net of bathing no religious ideas. 

TVe spent much time in the Kink hub sliops, 
looking through and coUeding some of the cliarac- 
terietic manufactures of the place, and mucii, too, 
amongst tJie singulnrly liundsome and effecti^'e 
brass \vf>rk. 

An aflemoon was tvgretjably filled up by a ^uait 
to the llaliariijaii of Ibainrcs in his great castle of 
Batniiuggur, a noble pile which rises stcaiglit out 
of the Ganges, not very far from the city, hut on 
(he opposite side of the river. He entertained us 
with native music of various kinds, and with 
dramatic rccitatioJia; but we w'cre unable to stay 
to iiVTtncss the performances of some actors whom 
he hud in waiting, and who would, judging from 
the chametfsrs which they were to sustain, have 
performed a sort of mystery. One of them ns 
pi'^mentcd the Muse Saraswati, a second Ganesa, 
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n lliird tlieratUor oi' Ufinia, and a. faui'th, O sliodc* 
ol Beinrieli lidno, no oilier than tliy Wawscliln, 
One of tlie niuny hnUcsitionH of llio olian^ 
which Ih coming over llti» iwuntry may ho foiuid 
iu llic Diet 1 lial even in Ueiiares wo did not sco one 
of tlLose disgusting nscetics whose solf-torturer 
wer^ ouce so common n sight in Tndtn, The 
nanibor of holy bulls, too, must have been onco 
far greater. We encountered few, and very 
friendly, goml-hatuisHl brutes tlicy were. At a 
tempfe sacred (o T>urga, tire wife of Siva, we 
came on u great eomfuiny of tnonkeys—the 
brownish.'rod kind, not the grey creature wbtrh we 
saw at Ahmeihbad i but they too must have been 
once much more numerous. 

Amongst people wo met, wtm ifr. SUerring, a 
missionary, and the author of an excellent work 
on the diy, which wo used na our guide-book, 

IVc bad also, while in Benares, a numlM^r of 
most inslniclive conversattems willi a native of 
high position and very great intelUgonee, a dain 
by religion, i do not believe tSiat anything .would 
liave induced this gentleman to dine with a Euro¬ 
pean, or to taste meat; yet how veiy unlike nro 
the oinnioTiR contained in the following passage to 
those wMch arc associated in our minds with a pro¬ 
fession of adhesion to any form of Indian religion I

To read the 
Hamayaua itself would be, as the French sny, a 
work of tong hreatli, Mr. Griffith's tranidation 
fills five octavo volumes. 

On the wliolc, Benares was far loss mysterious 
and mote modern than 1 expected to find it. The 
site of the city is of gigantic anliquity, but the 
existing city is not old. In tlmt respect, and in 
that only* it resembles Itaveima, 

A capital little account of the Massacre of 
Benares, resting chiefiy on the authority of Mount' 
Stuart Elphinstone, but written by Sir John Bavis, 
was forwarded to me wldlo there, and 1 have been 

* " n«t«j tif itiiidiimi*,'' hy Riji Sin ri«iin isri 
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rending it to-dny. Tiie most euriuus part of tlio 
story is lluj defoue'e of liis family and liumdf by 
Sir. Davis, Sir John's fatijer, who cseapeii to the 
top of his boussj armed with nothing better than 
a spear, used by one of his native attoiidauts rather 
for state than for war. With this he defended a 
steep staircase loading to the roof till the troops 
arrived, thus escaping the fate 'which overtook 
some of his countrymen and colJcngiiea. 

Mountstuart hilpbinstoue, then n very young 
mnn. was at the time assistant to Mr, Davis, who 
filled himself the ofilce of judge. 

Jifji. '27th ,-—By the time 1 liad dressed this 
morning we were at Patna, having left iiehind 
BuAar, the sceno of Munro's “ king'^making vic¬ 
tory in 17fii; Arrah, so gallantly defended in 
the mutiny, as Trevelyan has admintbly told in bis 
" Competitton Wallah;" and the great Sona bridge. 
One secs notliing of the town, now a ptace of 
secondary unportance, but long, under the n n iTi q 
of rolibothra, the spot in India best known to 
the Western world, for hither came Slegosthenesf 
the envoy of Scleucus, and here he tarried 

The country is a vast sheet of cultivation, as lar 
as tile eye can reach. Tlie toddy palm and the 
mango are the prevailing trees. There is a great 
deal of the Cajafms ladicm on tfao ground, much 
castor oil, some tobacco, and endless ftcida of corn. 
Hero, too, for the first time in India, I see the, 
poppy, that great friend of the iHinuui race, wiueb, 
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ia sQjtnjiistlf dmicd, liecause many do not Ui>e 
buf abuse it. 

“Wo saw the Bdstcrm sky black wllh clouds the 
other day as we looked from Benares, niitl llici^ 
liflH evidently been a deluge hero—so that thccroj^s 
are looking surprisingly happy, I wish I could 
hear that otir friends have hod the same in the 
hind of the Five Elvers. 

I have never looked on a plain ao Tilcssedas this, 
in the Cenunn sense of the word^ no. not in Bgypt. 
for in Egypt you never lose, cycb in the Ddtn, the 
sense of Llio ncighhouthood of the desert. lT<‘re 
tlie vast sheet of groen gives one the fe eling of 
infinite extent. 

At length we r(,‘.aeh Luekkscmi (look at the 
mnph and leaving the are proceed along its chord, 
tlirough the uerthem parts of thoso highlands 
along wliose fimith-wesfern slopes we ran heiween 
•Fubhulporc^ and Allahabad. 

TTicn followed a good deal of pleasing hill 
scenery, and much land overgrown with jujogle, in 
which I should like to hare spent a day with Dr. 
Brandis. Then we passed into the Tlaiu^gungo 
conl-ficddf which, as the best authonly in India on 
such matters lately assured me, is practically ines- 
hauslibln Tlic mineral wealth below the soil bids 
fair Imre, as elsewhere, to make the soil itself 
unspeakably hideous.

1 went to sec the great bridge ovtir 
the IloagUJy opened to allow Rhips to pass. My 
companion was Jlr. Tisza, one of tlio two Hiuiga- 
rinn siatesmen of lliai numCf who has broTton 
down in health, and fciii come out hiirc to recruit. 
It is ii woiulcrfiil work, and overythiag that skill 
could do seems to hive been done to make it per¬ 
manent i but nmeh (i mger is to he feared from the 
cyclones to whicii Calcutta isj subject, and which 
might well dash two or three drifting ships 
ngainst it. 

The .^Oth was given in large measure to that 
terrible subject which is associntcd with the last 
days of each sesstou, for un{ier tlie guidauee of the 
financial sucvetiuy I visikNl Ibe Currency depart-

There 
seems no doubt that within the last ytuir or two

magnitntlc. 

T-he Slst was spent at JJarrackjJorD, where tho 
Viceroy usually goes IVir tiie Sunday. There lie 
can walk to church, ns he might in England, 
instead of going in state, and them ho escapes, to 
some extent, from the Immcmdous pressure of 
business which makes bis splendid position eo 
tcrrilily trying even to the strongest men. 

It is a charming, cjuiet spot, vvilh odd look 
of Eew Cardens. The house is built <dose to tim 
river, and oommaiids a most glorious reneh of it. 
Eight opposite its heranipore, of missionary tVmtn , 

« pretty place which juto-milb are beginning to 
invade. 

The pork contains many good trees—amongst 
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oiliurs some lovely Casiwrmafj, whicJi certiuu |feople 
itliuse, 1)11 i \<rliicli, uombming some tiling of the 
growth of tomarlfk 'vrith sojnwthing of the growth 
of the pinot are to nij' eye very pleasing, hcautiful 
specimens of Tf^nnirmliu whose leaves are 

now loddening to their fallj Crescentia cifjele (the 
eakliash tree), oiid much else. 

A pleasant stroll through lanes horderod by ttie 
most graceful bamboos, and across patches of 
jungle amongst winch tlie picturesque huts of ilm 
peasantry w'ero thickly set, look ivs to the liltcring 
iHfds, through which the waters of the Ganges puss 
to Puiiply Calcutta. Of all the changes which we 
have recently introduced, none has heen more 
beneficent than this, and there is every reason to 
hope that, undeir the joint inilueuce of good 
(li-almgo and good water-supply, Calcutta will 
rcidJy become the liealtUy city which tlie lute ^Ir. 
Gregson nil Iter poradoxicaliy inomiained it to be 
in a discussion which be had in the llonso twelve 
ycam ago—^wliilc ti w'as still in its old filthy and 
dangerous state. 

“tVe returned from Barrackpore on ^londay, and 
I attended, after dinner, a moat intcrealing Beuga- 
lee theatrical performance at the house of a native 
gent loin nil. 'I'he Viceroy was prciieut, and every- 
ihing was done by our host to make the evening 
agreeable to him amt to his other guests.

I took the opportunity, while iti this land of 
aoience, of asking the naoics of Yorious birds I had 
seen, oa mj' wanderings, Ono which 1 observed at 
IlcTiarcs, and wbicli him the odd bablt of going 
alioul in Hocks of seven, is the Maheecerctis 
ierrieohr.

Yet 11 tew ihiys, and ihe great llomliax will 
he one mass of crimson (lowers, Already aome fiacl 
opened, and I almost saw the hucls bursting, A 
grand white cjcejicr loo ^Ihe BeanntontkiJ had 
been a tided to those which weie in blossom last 
week. 

There are many tli^awbneks to Indian life, but 
nssnrcdly tliero arc many compenttatiottft Uow 
strange it is to read of the dreadful winter you 
have been having, amidst the jicofhaion of tiow'ers, 
the soft air, and the unclouded lovtdincss of this 
ctimaio I 

It is arousing to sec how airsious many of my 
friends nre ihnt I should realiM how* vary un- 
corafortahle they are in the hot weather. Certuinly 
Calcutta roust !m bad enough, and such a place as 
Agra terrible, 

A visit to the PrcaidenicT College, to the Medical 
College, and the great hospilal attached to it, aa 
well as to the i’rw Cliureh College, liU adnurahle 
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institutions of theur kintl, Imvo been other incidents 
of tlie Luit fow dnys. 

I present, too, nt the reception of tlio 
3fcdiai’njnli of Traviincore hy ttjc Lieutonant- 
Governor, as I nag hist week at his reception hv 
the Viceroy, ami I have since luul sonic convem- 
lion hotli Tvith hitn and liig prime minister] the 
successor of Sir JIudhava Ran* 

One of our rides fooh us along' a road whiuli 
runs towards Duimond Harbour, and impressed 
me much with the extraordinary wealth of IJcngoL 
The country was one great tangle of eoeoa^nut, 
mango, the likening, tiie plantain, the 

moringa, tlie bauiboo, and other trees, every one of 
them extremely useful for the piiq,uses'of life. 
It nould have looked at a distanoe a mere Jungle, 
hut was denst^Iy inhabited; the road und the huts 
along it literaUy swarming with people. 

Anolhor took us past the property of the King 
of Oudh, who has contrived to euU into cxistenoe 
OTonnd him a highly characteristic village, like 
one of the worst hits of Lucknow. 

I risited the new market last IViiLiy with Sir 
Richard Temple, and Dr. King sent me on llonday 

a complete set of aU the fruits and vegetables nosV 
exposed for sole.

I must not omit a oharming drive in the earlv 
mormng Ikim Barrnckpore to the pretty park of 
Ishaporc, where the mango woa just coming into 
Oowe,. uor cmi«, in LieutODnat- 
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OorcrtLor’s ynclit, which {» really a morahlc Itoosi^t 
by means of which he tan [iciLolrate and carry on 
business in the wonderful network of watct-coursos 
which forma so large a part of Iiia gigantic 
renJuL 

As 1 said before, howcTer, conrcraations nith all 
manner of people oecupied the greater part of my 
time, ns was but natural when I was at tlie ceaire 
of Indian oifairs.

It is eutitled, D’om Sepoy 
to Suhtidatj and is a translation by Colonel Nor- 
gate, whom m? saw at Scaikotc, of the autobio¬ 
graphy of a Sepoy belonging to the Bengal army, 
If any of you liad a special mterest in India, I 
would most strongly advise you to read it, for it 
bristles with curious and inatiuetive passages.

Our stCiimcr was soinc hours hefore its timop 
hut one of liOrJ. Xiobart’s aitlc'Spdu-oaiiip soon 
appeoTod, and ivo di’ovo off to Oulndy, nijicli is 
somonino miles from tJie landiufv-plaoo* 

Our way lay first, along the slioro, and made me 
Uiiiik of Uie very gensLbio answer mado to mo by 

IP- 1 when 1 was talking about going to India. 

"Go, he said, **for God's sake. If you onlv 
spend twelve hours on the beach at Madras, it will 
Ife a great deal better than nothing,'’ 

Thence we ilrove on, passing Fort St George, 
the cathedral, and otbta* buildings, obserrbg the 
huge “Compounds” which make the distances of 
Madras more tremendous even than tliose of other 
Indian cities, admiring the brilEant yellow flowers 
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of iLc Tfieepma papulwt$, wUicU is ptantt*d in 
nT'cniii> 3 , nud crossing two rivers—<»iie of wbicb, 
iUc Afliar, is rntlier prcttjr. 

Arrived nl Guinfly, I found many fnmiliur faces 
gathered in the liright airy rooms, and had many 
questions to answer shout some of yon. 

Here, in India, for ttie first time sinoc I left 
Farcll, do I sec the Ptmhali at w<irk. It is the 
**i'Ool season,'' but the suu dot's not [cave ua in any 
doubt as to whether we ore in the 'rropies. Life, 
I can see at a glance, ia arranged iu every way 
much more for a hot climate than in Calcutta. 

It \7aa the !Moliurriim festival, and wc drove 
into the town this ex'ening to see some masquing 
at the quarters of the body-guard. There was 
dancing, and sword-play, and music intermingled 
with songs, in honour of Hasson and lloossein, 
the heroes of the <Lay. 

Very striking was the scene, as we tooked out 
from Ike brUliantly-llghted tent, past tiic long 
lines of gailly-di-e&sed actors or spectators, into tho 
purple darkness. 

* • * « • 

The drive hack was charmingly cool, and tlm 
trees by the wayaido were full of fireflies, t did 
not meet with these from the time 1 loft Alatherau 
till I saw them floating about like flakes of light 
in the pleasant garden of Belvedere, but they were 
to-night to bo counted by thousands, and socmeil 
to prefer the topmost twigs, round which they 
hovered in a dazzling eloud. 
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Latfl ot niglit, after tlie guests liad departed, 1 
walkeil about on tUe terrace The Sout^bem Croga 
was just coming up above the liorLaon, and the far 
mote beautiful Talse Gross was high in heaven. 

There was a Ycry fair teiescopo on llie steps 
which lead down to the garden, lliiough which I 
saw, for the first time, .Tupitcr’s satellites. 

Feb. 16/A.—-We drove in the mornitig to St. 
Thomas’s Mount, wliere my grundikthcr lived long. 
I am glad, by ihc way, to fdjscrvo that tlie SlalerUt 
htflica keeps its place, in spite of all change!:. 
Cnloucl Urmy f|Uote3 it at almost every second 
imge. 

The Mount ia a rising ground, said, 1 see in 
Murray’s handbook, to be composed of green¬ 
stone and syenite. Its elevation is very smali, but 
springing ont of the dead level plain it lool^ more 
considerable than it is. A flight of steps—once, 
1 suppose, a Via Cruets—leads to a little chapel at 
the top, which hdoi^, I am told, to that strange 
link between the East and IVest, Uie Catholio 
Armenians. I observed the tomb of a lady bom 
at Julfa, near Ispahan. 

Here I took an opportunity of going over one of 
the iDUcli-talked-of double-storeyed barracks, and 
of comparing it with the single'storeyed barracks 
which some persons prefer. 

I walked, too, through the artillery lines and 
Imtterics, seeing all their arrangemcnls, under tise 
guidance of a most intelligent otHcer. 

In the afternoon, I went to visit the Agri- 
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llorticultural Oordcus, where I came to Itnow the 
Parkin, a beaatiful American tree of the ncada 
fatnilj'; saw fur the finest banhah 1 have jet seen; 
met again with ilic cusrioiis Cre^^eniM cujefet the 
calabash tree, which I had learned to distingttish 
at Barrack pore; came to know the N’li^r votnicn^ 
and learned Lliat odd habit of the ean dal wood, 
which makes it delight to grotr u]» from a aocdling 
in the midst of another tree. 

The director of the ninseum, into which wo had 
meant to look, was not at home, so we drove on to 
tlie observatory, wlicre I made the acquaintance of 
Jfr. Pogson, who, long known ia the scientific 
world, l>ecame famous far beyond its homiiis by 
t he accident of an aatronomer in Gtittingen liaving 
telegraphed to him a year or two ago to look for a 
missing comet in a particular portion of Uie 
heavens, wliioh led to liis discovering the wandercrv 

3Ir, Pogijon presented me to bis daughter, one of 
the few ladies, 1 suppose, in the world who are 
employed in a high scientific capacity by any 
government, and conducted me oi'cr a large part 
of his dominions, explaining requirements and 
other matters of bnslneas, besides showing mo 
mitcli that was scientifically interesting. 

Then we went upstairs, and I saw, at length, 
I be moon ilirough a pou'Crful tdesoope, h^arning 
thereby to appreciate the excellence of Sfr. 
Nasmyth's plioCcgrapliS. 

I saw, too, the Nebula in Orion, and Sirius, 
called by I be wise Alph Can ^laj I 
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My Xricnd of the Roft Sea, Canopiw, was in 
great lieaiUy. and j* wiw iiointeU out to me, 
wliicii offeta to tiie o1i5crv<Mr tlie strange ajti^taeio 
of a worirl on Hre. 

Feb. llth. —Honrs Jire early in this climate, ami 

by hnlf-past sis this morning I vras with Z- in 

the gartlons, which are far the most extensive I 
have seen in InilLa. A soft mist lay over the 
whole country, and every leaf was gUslening with 
wiiter-dropa. 

In the oonise of a long and ideaaant vrandermgt 
I saw the liread'fruit Irt-e, the £>i7feww? »jieciosa, 
the Curbera OtloUanh the Fetra<t, and several 
other plants. 

The Beamnontia was in great splendour, and here 
X saw, for the first time, the htsautiful Utile honey- 
l)ird, who was hiisily engaged in having hb break¬ 
fast. These extiuiaite creatures are voiy easily 
tamed, and arc kept as pets. 

TTht'ii I had seen enough of tho gardens, Z- 

droTo me round tim park, which is curiously tike 
the Chaco at Aldermaston — the hauhm, very 
numerous here, doing duty for tho oak. Tho park 
is almost six miles round, and has many pretty 
retired nooks, with water lying amidst tangled 
thickets. The antelopes allowed the pony-carriage 
to come quite close, and then liotindcd off, rather 
to display their agility, I think, than from any 
feeling of fear 

After hrcaklast came a morning of vmta and 
oonversations, witTi the Chief Justice, the membm 
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or Comcil, axid some native geiiUt>nM;«, ali ogree- 
alib> ami instrootiTe. 

Tu tlie aTtmiooii vru drore into iTadras, walked 
over Government House, saw lUe foH, llio site of 
tlie proiiosed harbour, the arHcnjil, witJi the keys of 
Pondiehero', inany otlier tliinga. The aanie 
light aira couthmc, and i hero \vm no surf to spoak of. 

At night there wag a large gathering of natives, 
with most of whom I had some talk. 

-Fl'A. 1spent the hours from hulf-pafit nix 
to Iiflir^paat nine m the Agri-Hurlicultntal Gaidena, 
where tliere was a ilower-ahow, and to-day, at last, 

I fiaw the Suiea yw«cZ<w«, covered with its scarlet 
dowers, 

The eliow would Love been, taken as a whole, 
good in most English towns, and the foliage plants 
would have heen Ihonght excellent, as I conceive, 
auywha*eT The first prize for these was gnincHi hy 
a native of rank, who Imd gone to great expense, 
and taken no immense amount of personal trouble, 
iu forming and superintending his collecticoi. 

I was natoi-ally Jiiosl interested by ttic ordinarjr 
prodttce of tho countiy, by tho various grains 
groxrn on tile Govemment farm at Sydiipet, by the 
tea from tho Keilghcrriea, by iha dy<is and gums, 
fruits and vegetables.

Erode I went in tihoot six hours to Taujore, 
pasGlng through a great plain in which rice is 
largely cultivated, and where tbc aloe and the 
prickly-pear—hotli, I presume, t’orluguvse intro* 
dvictions — give a quite jHicaliar clitu-aeter to the 
lunchicape. Most of the rice, uidiapjiily, has bueu

gr{?ea The fcmperanire is rery hi^h, and it well 
mav lie, considering we are already far on in 
Februaryt aiul within eleven degrees of ilio 
equator. 

I reached Tanjore soon afier twelve o’eloclc, and 
had a most friendly reception on the part as well 
of the princess and licr family, as of our own 
ofEciats, 

Tlie afternoon passed in conversiD" with onr 
host, Sir. Tliomas, the colieclor, well Imawii not 
only as a man of business, but as a naturalist und 
sportsman, who told me a ^*eAt dejtl that was 
novel and valuable, 

Trfe spent a good deal of time aho in looking 
over some of the manufactures of Tanjore nnd 
Madura. I could see no good pottery, utid no 
goo<l carpets, though 1 Imve reason to hoHeve that 
exccJleut specimens of Imth are produced in this 
neighbourhood. The Madura copper-work, inlaid 
with silver, is liaDdsomc, but to my eye not \'crv 
attractive, Tlie silk Ihbrics, on the other bund, 
pleased me extremely, and I bought several 
s])ecimcus. 

^VUeu it be^n to get a little cool, wo drove to 
the Great Temple, which b really a noble thing. 
You wiU find it figured and d^njHJTihed in Fergus- 
fion; so it will probably bo onmigh if i say that 
the general effect is not Jess imposing, though very 
diircrcnt from tlmt of Edfou or Denderah. Tlic 
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temples of Bciiai'tjfl Glk’ii iritli somirlluiiif nt^iiply 
to disgiwt, but tJiis is vtr/ different. TJio 
fnraous black bull is a grand licast, of ^Egyptian 
proportiudA aiul benignity. If only they did not 
think it necessary to [iropitinto him iirilh oil 1 
Still, after tlie Uoetow of the holy eity on Um 
Gauges, cvcrj'lliLRg hci‘e looked eomparotirety 
clean and digoifled. 

We lingered long atnongat the courts of tliia 
spUndid temple, learniug tlio uses of its differ¬ 
ent parts, and strolled « little in the till lately 
uifgkHjtcd garden, ivliitih is gradually being put into 
order by the local llritisb pruvidenee. The lovely 
ciiiomt tem/ita wxui gicndng wild, as mercury 
might bo doing in such a [ilace at home. 

Prom tho tumplo n*e di'ove through the 
winch Wits full of richly carved idol ears, and went 
out to a picturesque bridge over the Cauvery, 
The country tlirougU which we passed was well 
wimdcd, but a little way off the wood ceases, and 
there is one unbroken ricc-lleid down to the kcu. 
Tt is this vast luvadth of irrigated land whioU 
the Tanjore district ono of the most fertila 
and valuable in IndiJi, 1 was pleased to hear that 
Honif of the natives here have lately a]tplied to the 
Sydtvpet farm for the assistance of a trained ogri- 
uullnrist, which will, I hope, soon be given them, 
jljuongBt others whom I met at dimmr to-night 
was the distin^iahed scholar, Dp. Burnell, who is 
judge hci'it* anil who told me an infliiity id in- 
trresllDC things. 
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Aftur dbnor the princess had acraTt^ed a nautcJi 
" for ua, ami some very fjood tireworks^ liut tliey 
^I'Cre not different from timae J lm.vo de«crlljed 
dscwljcrc, 

20/A. — Tliia morniofit walkttl over ilie 
palace, visited the senior widow of the lute priuee, 
and lliPii went to pay our respects to the prhices!?, 
whom we conversed through llic silken 
purdah, or curtam, and whose very pleasant voice 
made us wish that that silly piece of et;i]notfc 
might be abandoned. 

The palace is large, with some fine features, and 
conmmnds a good view over fixe eity» whose roofs, 
unlike those we bad become ramilinr irilh in 
nortlicm Lniiia, ircro not flat, but pointed. 

There were an arsanul now empty of weapons, 
many rich dresses, a most x aluabto Sanskrit Library, 
and not a few creatnves in the nnturo of ijots, to Iw 
ms|>ectccl. Amongst these last I observed parti, 
culnrly the Indian fos, a lovely little arumal, so 
fleet that fox hounds have no chance xvith it. 

TuicnrxopoLY, Ff^b. 20/A. — TFe loft Tanjorc 
about eleven o'clock, and came to this famous spot, 
wliore we are staying with the judge, Mr, ^Vebstcr, 
who haa just been showing us the Great Temple of 
Scringham, an enormous place, much larger than 
that of Tanjore, and affording xvithin its huge 
preeinets accommoihitton to a perfect host of 
Brahmans, and others more or less clo»tiy eon- 
noctwl with the sanctuary—by no means to the 
advantage of ith beauty or impressiveness. Tl'c 
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waodcrod about it in all directions, ikceonipanitHl 
lij" the managers, over roofs, tbrough courts, and 
right up to the top ciT one of tlic gopuroa or gato- 
wiiys (luru to Fergusson), fnim wliieh there wus n 
admirable view, northwards toward the 
moimtains w1i£oU bound tlic plain of Triehinopoly, 
eastward along the great irrigated level, and west¬ 
ward to the source of*all ite prosperity, the huge 
irrigation dum on the Can very. You should have 
seen us Bitting in a bower wholly wnren out of 
white oh^nder Rtul jaeiniiie, iiisi>eeting the trea¬ 
sures of the temple—pearl and ruby, diaiuoud and 
emerald, worked into miiay hideouii sdinpisis, while 
a tmutcli of the ustud dreary kind droned its slow 
length along, and half Use popubtiun surged 
roiuid in a noisy, more tlian halt-iufked civivd. 

I have rarely assisted at so strange a juH’form- 
ance. 

The great Hindu sect of the Vbhnuvitee Ls, in tliia 
part of India, (Uvidctl into two parlies—“ the men 
of the south *’ and the men of the nortli.*’ The 

men of the south '* w-ear the syinboLical trident 
on ilicir foreheadjs, but tUoy pioducc the ond of it 
to It point ahont half-way down the nose, while the 
“ men of the north ” cut it sliort bctwt>en the eye- 
iirows. The Great Temple of Seringham b Lu the 
hands of the '‘men of the eoutb,” l>ut the 
'* norllicroers^' have the right of woiwhtpping there 
in a r|iuot way—tUougli they must by no mv:ms 
carry ulumt the objects of their worship in proces¬ 
sion. The grcjit majority of tJie crowii accordingly 
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had the trident far dctira the nose, but liere ami 
there appeared some heterwlox person who was so 
much left to himself as ro omit the last inch. 
Those who have saih^, as yon iia>e, Iwtween 
T’enlyra and Ombos,* will not lie surprised to leurn 
that a serious riot amoni^t theao reli^iouists is one 
of the agreeable possibilities which is always im¬ 
pending over Triehinopoly- 

Feb, 22«(/, — 1 contimio my dktr, whieli I left 
off in burning TricUinopoly, by a good fire some 
1,600 feet above the sea-level, in Ootacamund, wliich 
wc reaclied an hour or two ago. 

Before leaving Triehiiiopoly we climbed its 
historic rook, and looked down on tlmse del da 
whore the fiuostion of French or English supremacy 
in the ffroarfe* Indett was so dercely debated. 
CEve’s lioufse still stands much as it did in his day, 
hut the walls of the town, and most of tin? fort, are 
entirely destroyed. On the way down there were 
pagodas to visit, and a chapel under tJic manage¬ 
ment of a Sudrn, or low-castc priest, of great 
sanctity, prodigiously long hair, and unusual dcan- 
lineas, IVe turned aside to see some relatives of 
the Sankara Acharya designate, the representative 
of the great philosopher and religious teacher of 
that name, and a personage so holy that, as I have 
tjccn told, some of the greatest of Indian princes 
would not think of sitting down in hia presence— 
a sort of small pope in fact, who has been lording 
it in this plmiel for a great many hundred years, 

* Juw, Sal I*. 
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although few persoiui in England have ever licurd 
Ills niinie. 

It was in this dwla, and only hero, Hint I heard 
Teloojroo spoken; a ]ileasiint-soundiiJii hingnnge, 
niiicli iiKn'u iigpceuhlo to lln; ear tlnm Tamih n liiuli 
is the E|)eocli of Um neighbourhood, ns Tnloogoo Is 
in the north-east of tiio Presidency. Roth of them 
Irtdoag to the Draridian group of tongues. 

I must not leave lUo Hook of Triehinopoly with¬ 
out dtnoiiicKng my having Imlf-wny up it made the 
a{;<|Uaintaiioc of (he Gwitarda uptcitnnti one of the 
most delicious of perfimio plants. Near llie top of 
Itj too, 1 met uilh nnotlm* tuittiral product which 
JUlcd me with astonishment—a deep ohastn, 
like those wtiicli ono secs by Uts doAcn along tlie 
lianlfshlre coast. 1 can hardly doubt that, at a 
geological period comparalivdy recent, a furious 
sea beat from llio westward upon this hoary TCH:k, 
will eh has had iimo sinoe Umt to lM!Come Uie 
d cro-Corintli of this corner of (iie universe. 

Some hidcons jcwclteiy was brought us to in¬ 
spect) os untike bs possible to the lovely Tricliin- 
opoly work of two generations hack, but not a 
aiiiglu specimou of the Inlaid copper, nor of the 
til Iks, both said to lie good, could be discovercfi 
U was the old story—they could he made to order, 
hut were not ke^d in stock. 

'I'liere was little to iutarcst between Triehinopoly 
anil roUinnoOT, froiu which, place to Coimbatore I 

had the society of Mr. and Mrs, (1--,-wlio Imd 

kindly come over to meet me. Tlienco we pushed 
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ou to ^rctapolliam, wlieufo wi* ci'os^d tlto danger* 
om but benutiftil jimglf! wliidi extends io tlio foot 
of tbe Neilglicrneii or J31ue MOTintains. Tt was 
one great tbieket of cotson palms, plmitaiu, bamboo, 
And Itutm /f&miosft, attemkii by nmobers of low- 
grosriiig pbinte, and matted bigelher in many 
places by crimpers, yidlow ami red. blno and purpta 
After BIS miles wo cniue to tbo foot of tlio pass, 
^('bere wo mounted our ironies, and by niuc niilos 
of riding rcaobed Coonoor, The views looking 
back over tbe plains were ileliglitfiil, tlie noUc of 
numing water m tbo fierce beat was most sooth* 
lug, and the whole road was one Long botanical 
debauch, 

Arrived at Cooaoor, about G,000 feet above the 
sea, we were laet by Itm acting Commissioner, and 
an otUcer of Engineers who Las lately liecn niaking 
a plan for a railway up these bills, both of whom 
told U 9 much as we rambled about along hedges of 
heliotrope growing six feet high. 

At Coouoor we exchanged our ponies for carriages, 
and came on twal^'e miles to this place, along 
a road of which three Austi'olian trees, 
ivbuat/t, Acat^ia deatliuta, and fflobidittf 

have taken complete posaesaion. Sear Coouoor* 
European forms began to meet the eye, a JlubtUt 
either the same as or dose to J^'Kttco»ttSt JSerberi* 
AaiatiiiH, very near that of the Alps, and the 
common bracken [PfeHs aquUina), 

To'day too,, in additiou to the coifee, wliicb i 
never before saw, cxtJept at Kew, and a tree-fem, I 
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gathered Acfrcia cinerett, Aeacitt jrpedota, .SVro- 
biianihus aVe//^iWe«*iJ», Tndiffqfi’ra t^urruteti, iTyperi- 
ctim flockermnttmy Sida Indicttt exeehat 

C^t^iudh WiffhliajM, JfQffhtiawf, Jwrffjw- 

/i*ra pitiaherrhnn^ SettecM TFiffAtiatta, Sti'obdind&tts 
TFiffhtimim, Lnttinna ffrandijtorn, &c,, &c. 

Som& people have imagined that the Idite flowers 
of the Sti'oftifaid&fis^rts to <bt* hills on wltioli they 
grow so ahumlnnUy the nnme which distinguishes 
them ; but this is a mere latter day redncinent. 

Ft?b, 23n/. — This mornings under the influenoe 
of our evil star, we determiued to go to Xfnrcoorti 
peak, which liea aliout seventeen miles olT, and is 
8,'KlO feet high. Wo ordered our iiorses for half- 
past six j but> alas! fate was against us. One thing 
after fluothor went wrong, and we did not get off 
till nearly nine. 

At lengtli we did start, and rwle across a country 
which was as hire as the Wiltshire Downs near 
Glorj* Ann and Marlborough. Here and there in 
the hollows were litlle Jungles, SJioht* as tticy nro 
called, which look at a distance exactlv like Velvet

Lawn seen from above^ only instrad of tlie twenty 
feet hexes you have here the tree rhododendron, 
the Rhedomyrtus, an arboiesccnt VacciniuiD, a 
most lovely Mahonin, a ITcdyotis, and other out¬ 
landish plants. 

jUtcr Home hours the path got too rugged. 
Wo tied our tiorses to trees till their grooms 
sliOTild arrive, aud struggled up to the Horn as 
it would he called in Switzerland 
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Here is, according to Xlurnij, vrlmt we ought 
to have ecen:—'

What wc dUi see was a mass of clouds which blew 
over the lip of the mountains in a fine mist. Now 
and thcfn it lifted just enough to Ictus look a few 
huiulred. feet tlovrn, but that was ail. I need 
not say that the fall is not perpeadiculiir. Per¬ 
pendicular precipices of the lieight mentioned in 
tlie alioYo quotation are vciy rare things, if in¬ 
deed they exist. In the whole range of the Alps, 
ilrs. Somerville says, there is not one aliove 
1,(500 foot. I should fancy that this precipice 
might Ire alanit as steep as the Bill of Croghan on 
the outside of A chill towards the Atlantic, and 
should like much to have had it as a companiocn 
picture to that very mcmorablo view. I found 
the tree rhododendron growing qmto close to the 
top. A bright yellow Anupliaiis w'aved in the 
wind jufit over the brink, and might well have 
tempti^l an incautious botunist to break his neck.

At the fialf-tray house a number of Todas-men, 
tromcn, and children-—were drawB tip for our 
mspection, and we met nmny more in the course 
of the dny. I quite tin derat and what people lucan 
when they fancy they see traces of Btnnan or 
Jewish origiTi in these people. A fine Roman, 
rather Aiitoninic type is not uncommon among 
them. One decidedly htindsomc girl was iiidiko 
any one I ever mw, with long black Btraiglit hair, 
grave regular features, and epleudidly white tcollL 
I snpposc there are such facc^ in Italy, but I do 
not remember any, 

IVom the half-way house 1 rode home with a 
forest ofllccr, a clieciy, pleasant companion, and 
the 6iin liait liardty net wdicn ive were once more 
among the Scotch whins nnd Rrench iaunortcUce 
which, Imvlng run wild, form such comspicuDus 
features in tfio scenery of Ootaoamund at this 
seasOH, 

Ft^fi. 24M,—Marcoortl must Ik.- visible from the 
sca j ;uid :is it is very peculiar in sJiape, Vasco da 
Ga^ is almost sure to have seen it as he cam® into 
Calicut, ntcre was a certain amount, of comfort 
in that thought; hut if I Jiaj 
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1 shoulil liavo gone yeaturJay to Ncdawultniu to 
set* the |»Ituilation3 of Ciaefioaa succira&ra, a fiir 
moro mtcrcsting and less fatiguing exiwditlon* 
However, tliero fo no good eryiiig ovci* spilt milk, 
aiul I started at break of <lay to see the Hotanieal 
Hardens, wlierc I found myself in tiio cxeeUeut 
hands of iLr. Jamieson, on. old of Kew. 

Here i saw I^ucaii/ptus pendultt (a gum-tree with 
the smuU of peppermint), Watlkkii (the 

favoimto tree of the agrieuHaial popiilatiem here, 
taking, indeed, the same place amongst the Ca- 
dagaa that the J/icocowfier’ does in Provence), the 
Aralia pttpprifem, some splendid cumvUias in the 
open uir, and an Austrnliaii ^riffcronj which makes 
a good suhstitntc for the Englisli tbisy. 

Whcti I i»n1 walked over tiie Botanicsal Gardens, 
1 passed into the charge of Jlr. MaoLvor, and rode 
off with him to tSie plantations of crown hark 
wr| pbnwna on tho slopcs of Dodahotta. 

Mr. Macivor first showed mo the Cimhono 
qfficinalu, and e^ilnmcd his pi-ooesa of mossing, 
w'licrehy lie obtains bark singularly full of alka¬ 
loids without immediate and btal injui'y to the 
tree. He then showed me the rival or coppicing 
system, under w'UicIi the tree is cut down, and n 
new supply of Imrk ohtmnod from the shoots which 
rise, or sometimes rise, out of the stock that re¬ 
mains in the ground. 

J will show you specimens of the original biirfc, 
of the hark after eighteen inonlhs' growth, and ot 
* iVlib 
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tilo bark after sis montlis* "rovrtb umler tlie 
massing prtx^s. You ivilt bcc that. Ihe bark of 
ci^litwn monUis’ growtli U admimHly developeil, 
and that of six niouthu' vory fuirly hO’ t>iit you 
vriil not thank too for expressing any opinion on 
a controversy of ivhicb I Imve only heard one side 
stated l>y a competent adroeatc, 

TiVe rode on along paths which were curiously 
like those you have so often in the grounds of a 
gentleman’s place in Scotland, winding about 
lunougst the cinchona plantations. Here and them 
one came on the native vegetation: a most luveh' 
box, a cratolarla, n tall yellow scinperidvuin, btiiI 
some of tluj tluBgs I have ulroody noticed specially 
caught my eye. 

Then, after seeing the packing process, we went 
dowu to look at tlie ClftcAotm crr/isayA, some 
excellent hybrids, and some of the eo-called petayo 
barks from Bolivia. Tlic CificAona saceirutra, 
which is more of n tree tJian the crown bark, I 
bad seen at Coonoor. 

A lovely little scentless violet, and a herbaceous 
Ttiuphorbio, recalled our oivn woods: and when 
t came out of the plantation, covered with the 
seeds of the Spanish needle, I rejoiecd that that 
most unpleasant herb, G/ttingo^a has 

not spread as much in England as it luig-ht have 
done, I have only come upon t( once—iu the 
neighbourhood of Kew. It was then in Uower, 
and 1 had no idea how (btestahle it could make 
itself later in life. 
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From oac i>a.rt of the plantation 1 IhhI a delight- 
fill dew of Mysore anil the country hatweeu it and 
the Neilgherryhills^mdudiug the so-called Mysore 
ditch, and felt sadly grieved that I uns obliged to 
decline Colonel Mulh^son’s invitation to visit liini 
at. the capital of that iRtcreHting country. 

A long drive through Ootacamund, to pay a 
visit to a distant part of the atatioo, put me in 
rather better humour with tbo place. The lake is 
pretty, and Australia has lent aome tolcrahle 
woods; hut originallr it must have been a hideous 
spot Much of it, indeed, is sudiciuntly hideous 
now. To compare tlie poorer part of the town 
with *Jcw Pitsligo, would ba to libel the architec¬ 
ture of that cinssic city, but there is just enough 
peat visible to remind me of the Moss of Jlyth, 
aud other equally diornaiug tracts in my native 
laud. 

After visiting a little Toda mund, or village, 
Ecclug the houses, with Uidr low doors about two 
feet Msh—the little temple, ii’ so 11 can be called, 
aud the kraal for their cattle, all placed in the most 
picturesque situation possible—ive drove down to 
Coouoor, througlx the military sauitarium of'Well¬ 
ington. On the w ay I saw a village of Badagas, 
the agricuituml population of these liilla, and 
gathered a most l>eautiful Australian Icgummous 
shrub, a which bos run wild in tlieac 

parts. 

Arrived at Coonoor, we mounted and rode, with 
the Euumeer officer I mentioned tlie other day, to 
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Ljidj" Canning-’ii seat* passing ihrougli tlie mtwt 
Jorciy ^noodtt, and gntiiered more tnyiKures, euoU 
as C/‘olQlaria MiiUifjftricttj ImpttiietiJ/ JjncAt'/jautti,

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AVith rcgtird to (oa, of winch sotno tii gtown upon 
this estate, 1'tio Cyni^t plant, the Assam plant, and 
hybrids Ikuo" all iiBcd, I gather ttiat nearly tho 
same amoimt of cnpital will ho required as in 
gi'owtng colfea, hut that the return, in the opinion 
of the very conspetent Judgo whose viewa I liavo 
lioon studying, will proljnhlv be considerably 
greater; nor should it be fonrotten that a man who 
derotes himself exciusindy to tea will spend his 
life in a better climate than a man who resides on 
a colfee plantation in this district. 

I observed* by tho way, tliat the reports of this 
Calcutta brokers about Uio Neilghcrry teas which 
were shown mo at the Agri-hortiouliuml Show in 
^luilrus wero decidedly good, 

Wo returned to our carriages, ami hurried do^m 
the hill to tho (iOrCTnmen.t experimental garilcus 
at BorUar, which are iikowhio under tho clmrgo of 
Mr. Jamieson. 

Here I saw the itnngosteen, which fruits cx- 
ceUontlynt Ih^rliar, hut, nlnsl alnal it was jnal over. 
The Iturion bos never fruited hero, but I beheld 
the plant, whidi wua some consolatioiu Here, too, 
in addition to other frees which J have mentioned 
ebicwliere, was tho clove, covered with the buds 
wliioh aro tlje cloves o/* ciom) of coimnorce, 
and at least as pleasaui in ilutir fresh fls in their 
dry state. Hero, too, was the allspice nml the ipc- 
encuanba, t he mos^t Ini]M>rtani recent introducLion 
to Inilia, In addition to various interesting plantt*, 
've also saw at Berliar ttoiiu-ing organisms: 
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Wither higher in the sc«to. Tlicse wore the Knvutn'' 
liars* n small trilio of wild pcoplo who live in the 
jungle, and support ibotnsclTos olitofly hy collecting 
honey. They are very jwor in ami with 

none of the agrccnblo charaetcridtics of tbe Todas. 

After we had seen them* Mr, Jamioson took 
leave of us. and we rushed down to the pl ains, 
passing some splendid specimens of (I suppose) 
Cochhipematm qoss^pimny now coveted with its 
great yellow Howers.

W^o wasted nearly twetro lioiirs in n halt, at 
Gooty, rendered neccssaryi it is said, by the Injenlt* 
ing of some of the bridge* in I bo great floods of 
last autumn. 1 could not slecpj nnd walked up and 
down for hours, watciung llie eky. It waa a glorious 
night—much more Ix'aulifUlorcn than that in which 
we ran through the Cijannel of Serplio—only, ains,

At dawn, I got up and cast a glance round the 
dhnijii iundscape of Gooty, where my father's old 
friend flfr Thomas Munro died, and whence, *ay 


eonii^ithe so«called Golc^mdah diamonds cliiclly came, 
Feb. 28/A.—^From Gooty to Foonah the country 
is hideous, Tlio litip runa for a long W'ay t hrough 
the Nizam's torritoriefi, and a hranch gO(M off at 
Qoollmi'ga to his capital, Uydcralmd. 

There was nothing to note on the line which wo 
lra\eI2ud except the parched and dusty look of 
cveiytlung, the rocky bed of the sacred, hut at 
tills seasou very woe-begone, Kistna, and the fact 
that 1 found the Sliolapore station at 8 p.m, hotter 
than any place I have yet tried in India. 

Tim niglita, however, are still cool, and it was 
almost more than cool when early this morning w® 
reocht-d the capital of ^aharaahlra.

The other sights of Poona, which are not 
numerotia or imporlant, acre duty seen, and I 
walked oyer tlio inchoate Botnnioal Gardens of 
Dapoorie, ivith ilicir curator;, Mr. "VVodrow, who 
gave me a good deal oi‘ inTommiLon about various 
subjects. In the part of the ground devoted to 
economical purposes, 1 saw Carifi^tnus (iNtt/orriia 
which I had not ideuliricd when I saw it grown aa 
an oilseed crop in the beam's country. 

AVo made an expedition to the shrine of Ptir^ 
huttoe, which rises like a Pro¥cu(,'iil pilgrimage 
chureh over the city of Poona, and which figures 
a good deal in tlie eventful luatory of the Inst 
Peishwa, 

It was from a window or opening here that he 
liiaw his great army thrown into hopdess confusion 
by our scanty force. Wo had 2,800 in all, out of 
wUch only about 800 were Buroimans, while lur 
bail 18,000 horse, 8,000' foot, and I t guns. Tim I 
is the iiistory of nearly all our Indian battles, and 
yet lliere arc people who arc frightened out of 
theii' senses because wc cannot put S0,0(H) men 
in line! " The answer to that allegation is, first, 
and, secondly.

Prom the hattleraimts of Parbutteo we saw 
loma, Uuj first hill fort of wliicli Sivajce ohtaincfi 
posst^Mioa, and ll:ygurb, the first lie buOt, while, 
ou our way to and fro, we observed various inter* 
osting things, suoh as a beautiful tank at the foot 
of the hill, the streets of the fiiie old Bndiminical 
town, the Secretiirkt whore the Peishw'a^s govern¬ 
ment WHS enrried on, and where I dare say Nana 
Purnuwees, subtlest of hlaliratta Brahmins (and 
there ia on earth nothing aubtler than a Mahrattn 
Bralimin), often passed, revolving many thoughts, 

W© passed a Email temple, where punching was 
going on, «I bavo no douht, " aaid my companion, 
who knew fh© country, '* that it ia a voiy gotnl morel 
^rt of disconrso/' Presenay w© met a ladv walk¬ 
ing to service, unveiled and ivilli « servant’behind 
her, just as if slia had been going to 'Vrella Street. 
The .Malimttn Brehnima never adopted, to miy 
great ^ extent, th© absurd ^lahometou custom of 
shutting up their women, 

iVnothCT intererting and far longer expedition 
was to Singurh, taking on the wav the nrtificiai 
lake wbieli governs the Hoota irriga'tion, of which 
1 uso^i to liear a good deal, and whose success has 
still to bo tested by events. 

ITio great Lion Fortress towers over the plain 
some devon miles from Poonn. We drove to the 
foot, and were then carried up the veiy sm-p 
n«rent, an oiirTatmu whicli luok nhoiit an hour

This is a long extract, but it will be iuletesting 
to you for obt'ions reii.<;om, and I dare say it tuiglit 
interest nifitiy people who ncTcr beard my fathers 
Tuuue or iniiiic» because ho was only one of many, 
and much the sanio story might bo told of others. 

During bis five years at Satara lie not only did 
what I have related, but likemso coUcctcd Iho 
materials for, and wrote much of, his “ Sivtopij of 
iJte M^ihrotta^2" but that kind of high pressure 
defeats itself; and in the iK'ginniDg of January, 
1S23, he left India with his health utterly !?liat- 
tcrwl; nor, though he lived to be an old man, was 
he ever al'tcrwatds other than on invalid. 

I should like to have seen what traditions, if any, 
about hini Unger in the country now tluit the quar¬ 
ter of a century of which the reviewer speaks has 
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tQiTicd into yi^rs, mid sincKi tlifi Batnm 

IIdj has lieen sn^opt into the same nothingJi^fs os 
that of tlie IVisliwa. Onr friendly liost, liowevcTt 
held an aoling appointiuout, and had only been at 
Satara it self for about a foTtnight^—his oxperkmoc 
trluoh iR very large, having l*ocn gathered iti olhor 
parts of the Prcsidwtey. 

I slept little, but there was no time to he !«at, 
and a liut climb soon tooh us to the top of the Fort 
of Satoro- I laid with me s sketch map made the 
day Eiftor it surrendered to the British arms in iV 
hrtiuiy, 1818, which cualtk'd mo to see thr? changes 
of reemit time!!, and likoiriso to identify tlio spot 
when* AurungJiebe’s great assault was made, lie 
lost 2,000 men tiy thr faulty construction of a single 
miuc. 

lidow the ascent lies the town, chiefly of groy 
ouo-storcye<l houses. Hugo masses of black rock 
hong on the declivity, some of them perhaps tlio 
very Idocks ivhich were tmrlcil down on the advan- 
dng legions of tlw Mogul it is lUo hot season licre 
(it arch and April being aboat the warmest man lbs 
in this port of the Deccan), and almost everything 
w as burnt up, but they tell mo that in the rains, 
and just after them, the fema are particularly 
beautiful. One of the few flowering plants which 
caugid my eye, as I ascended, w'aa an onmgo- 
colourcd Laulatut, From tbc summit one lias the 
usual Mahratta view—long lines of flat-topped hilJa, 
with here and there a Itigber bit, the suggestion of 
a hill fort. Close to 8atara is another of tlicse 
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eyrias eallfld Yutcaliwur, an ugly place lo taukle, 
but whose fame lias been cdipswl by its mighty 

La the conTBU-uf the day libowance (SirajWs 
sword) came Lo visit me* Sh6 is a (liie Genoa blade 
of great length and tme temper. I say for to 
this day she is treated in all rcsspects. not as a ihing 
hut 03 a god dess, oiul receives adoration* \YLth her 
came other interesting objects, among them the two 
Wasmucks which her illustrious o^vner usetl on 
a critical occasion. My fathor makca him n^ 
only one, plii 9 a crooked dogger, but Bhowanee s 
guardians say Uc used tiro, which, is iuiproliahle. 
or these two, one is a facsimile of that in my 
possession; Imt the other is snudler and more 
manageable, unth only Girco clnws— a very sweet 
tiling of its kind* 

When it grew cool, we drove out to look at the 
town and msightjourhood, hut without seeing much 
to interest, except the cavnicade which accotupanied 
the representatiVC of a once famr nia personage, tUo 
IVithco Xcedee. 

1 may bo generalising hastily, hut 1 confess 1 
did not much like the look of things cither at 
Sutara or Vooua, especially at the lirsfc of these 
jjlneca. The p<a>ple seem to elierlsU the 1*0001- 
h'dioiis of old limes tiuUe as much as is desirable, 
riiul while they ore peculiarly atteativo to the 
rcpi'cscutatire of the Satam family, th^ rather 
fail iu tho res|jcet usually paid throughout the 
T;mpire to the local British authority. Such 
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s_pnptoin« skoiild be vruU vratcUetL Sattvra wus 
wiUiin an nco of jjivin^ troiililo in 1857, 
nltltoagb notfiing of md imiiorlnnco ooniil 
Lnppou Ibcrc, cnougU inigiit happen to InTolvn all 
tho OilioHS ncoessitiefl of retribution. 

'l!ho mote eiutiltalioully therefore it is aflimjeil 
that what was done twenty years ago is irroTocablo 
and Unol, Ibo better it will be for all concerned. 

March Zrd, —\Vc were well away from Sotara 
before the morning broke, and drove for miles imd 
miles throngh n valley bordered by hills, formed, 
of course, of trap, but in height and uniformity of 
contour very much like the limestone arras whiclt 
embrace Upper UgyiJl, 

Various sptfcies of FiettSt among which the retjpul 
and the Banian wero far tho commonest, and the 
omnipresent mango, lined the whole road till we got 
to the bottom of the pass whicli leads up from the 
Deccan to the ilahabulcsliw'ur Plateau, the Dcccan 
itself being, as U were, the first landing on the 
tligUt of stoi]^ leading from the iiea. 

The little ponies of the country are not fit for 
such work, and so our carriage was puiled up by 
ftTB-and-twenty men, 

Arrived at the top, we fouarl ourselves once more 
amidst the vfetation of Aluiheran, which 1 de¬ 
scribed to you fn the beginning of December, ami 
recognised again the red dust <if the crumbling 
laterite. Soon we reauhed the hospitable house of 
Mr, Danicll, where we spent some twenty most 
agreeable hours, seeing tlie temple whence llows the 
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hflUowwI Kistrva (more proiwrly Krblina) and other 
Bacred stoms Ic$b known to titme, seeing too the 
forUess of PertabgnrU. wbieh Sivajee loved so well, 
und tUo grand viow from ilrtbur's Seal, 

The little summer house or shelter for travellers, 
so caUed, stands in the midst of a thick jungle, to 
which Iho tiger is by no means a stranger, on the 
edce of one of tbe most tremendous preciiuecs 1 
0 >-CT beheld. Ity *hther spcalis of the western 
side of Pertabgurh as going down t.OOO feet, hut 
we, as it bappeued, saw aU its sides but that. 

Looking westward from Arthur's Scat, I counted 
eight ranges of hills in sight ot once, ojtactly the 
noinher X once counted from the Frogner Soeter, 
near Christiania, to which tlus place Im a certam 

reacmhlaace. „ 

Far oflF, I caught tbe ** ueHa raaniff*, 

and saw a aliip at a great dbftance, like a black 

speak on a stream of gold. _ 

I should much like to bate gcno to the pomt 

which my old friend General Lodvvickreached, when, 

as resident of Satam, be first cncplorcd Mahabu- 
l«}hwur. It has been bitiierto called Sidney romt. 
but is henceforward to bear the name of the man 
who. by discovering tliis great sanitari^. con¬ 
ferred such n benefit on the Bombay rresldcncy. 

From klalmbuleshwur w© descended on Wnce, a 
very sacred spot, which trarellcra who pass it at 
the season of verdure find lovely. At this time of 

the years it b dusty and dry. 

8oop after nightfall, on the 4th of March, I was 
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Iwtrk III ?oonn, inBptjcfing a moat interesting coHeC' 
iioa of Btaliiuinienl sacred vesseis which ProfL'ssoe 
Kiclhora, tho great Sanscritist, whose aainBmtnnco 
T niado m I passed througli, had procured for ma 
during our absence. 

I don t think I lucntioned that when I vraa ttt 

oonfif the otliw I ttiitreivcd a vjjiife from u 
■very Piirsei) goj|tli>Ttiiiii who had bc?en woiiiLilfld 
at Korygaom on New-Vear's Day. ISIS, had after- 
wanls commaiidod with much credit a troop of 
horse under my father, and had sliU inter hc<m a 
most efficient judge tn our sorvioo. « IVanuded id 
£M>tftfuof}h I doubt whether nil oron of you. aud 
still more whether many to whom you nre likely to 
allow tli«w notes, cror heard of Korygaom. And 
yet it was one of the most despomto struggles 
which om took place, even in this country. I 
wuh some one would wi-lto n hook of golden deeds 
for India, keeping severely to facts, nud avoiding 
sermonizing, 

March Qth .—left t'oon.a long hefore daylight, 
md reached KMi soon after sunrise. The country 
in the neighbourhood of Tullygaom, itself Uig 
soene of a linttle, made me tlunk of the hills Avhioh 
bound tho Devmm on its left hank nhovc tho 
irtdge of .Urah, and i recognised the iusttcc of a 
r^ark which my ffithcr made to me one day, 
winm, pointing ticroBs the river, he said, “ That’s 
just like a hit of the Decoauj I can quite imsgino 
» Iwdy of ilahrmta horse coming down on us 
through timt hollow/’ When Orlich, who had 
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writton much on tho war* of lUc Grent Ercilenak, 
saw the same hit of 8«.U»i«l._ ho said to mo, 

“ Wliat ft coontJfy to over 1 ”

It is now peaceful oiougli, and very pleasant wtis 
our stroll, lairlly on loot, partly on hoi^selwick, 
across the Httk bit of plain nnil the steep slope 
whieb Bcparftted us from the Cnnous cave, which 
we soon readied. A very reinarkablo spot it is. 
Por^ufisoti tliuis de^ctibea it:

Fergusson wrote, Tlie 
vendor*) of sweettnuits have been got rid of, and nil 
is kept in. u cU)Unan4tres|>cetabIe atato—oU^ i n d ud' 
ing the monastic Celia of tbe oM Buddliista in the 
adjoining coclc. 

Tile place, and the approach to it, made me 
often thiiit of Hem Hassan, on the Kile, hut, 
compared to that, Kstrll is a creation of jeBtcrdaj*. 

3Vc flcscendcd the hill in the pleasant morning 
air, and I plucked, for the last time in India, a 
sprig of white jasmine, that fortunate genus wliich, 
alter liaving occupied so proimnemt a place in 
Eastern poetry, ivas to become not lem famous far 
away under the Ti’estem Star* The variety of Uie 
white jasmine which grows in French and 
gardens, is, however, not often met with m India. 

I think I only gathered it once-^it Hassocm 
Abdool. 

We stopped in the village of Kdd( to see the 
Tillage officers, to inspect the maps, and examine 
the village books. The progress of society has 
swept away many of the officers who existed in 
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I ho original YiUagc, asdcsoribod in the introdnctory 
chapter of Uio JHaiojy of ^Tahraliad ; but iJie 
Patel pTij] iln! Koolkurnce still re main, as does the 
village watchman, and one or two more. An 
official, not thought of in old days, has been added, 
to the sorrow of Mahrntta youth, in the sha;|ic of 
the inof itable schoolmaster, into whoso domains wc 
penetrated before vve turned away^. 

It was on this escuraion that I first identified 
a tree, which t had rrequently seen during the last 
fo;v' days, as no other than the JTtaheUa cMmpaca^ 
of Shelleyan^ renown, and I must admit, to my 
sliarac, that it was likewise only to-ilay that, in 
urossiijg a field sown with the jiLmt, I learned from 
tho officer who accompanied me the odd Tesomhlance 
in its seed to a ram’s head, which gives the Gkee 
urietmum its speeUlc imme. 

After a short interval (which I employed largely 
in looking at the ballasting of the line, for I never 
before saw a lino ballasted with agat e rock*CTTBtal 
and cornelian, as the Great Indian Peninauia hero- 
about5 most certainly is), the train from Poona 
came in sight, and, picking as up by the courteous 
nrmngemmt of the authorities, carried us dovra 
througii the magnificent pass known aa the Bhore 
Ghaut, to the lou'lands near Bombay. The line is 
a noble piece of engineering, and the Eccnery is 
even more striking than that along the iJervion,

In the ci'ening I went lo tlie cathcflral, nnd saw 

the adniiraUk rocumbent statue of J-"s usccUeul 

friend, Bisliop Carr, wbioli 1 had missed lost De- 
cciuber, theugh I silt closo fo it. Oti the war 
back I oWrved. for the first time, the zodiaca'i 
light, which 1 have looked for in vain so often. 

.IfflirA 8/A.^T rose early, oml wandort'd dowT> 
in the sea acrofis tho ilahim palm groves. The 
cocoa-nut u the tree, though I mw 

some of the Uoraiiiins, unil u feir of tin, Arcca. Tlii) 
coast of ^.Tiou, they loll nw. is bocaeied by jost 
such UTO* M these for hunOred, of iun« The 
tvholo sorae eos Ihoroeghly troriou!. « rferio je^r 
a^ctiincsstieteUing over u road where two cur- 
nagra could pass eaeli otlier, aud the little huta 
lookuig like rignottes to /•,.»( ,/ riryinif. At 
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Ifmgib I rcacitod the shore. The tide iras fur out, 
hut tliere were few HSiellsi, andjione at all attxflc- 
tive—a great eoiitrasl thw to the List beaclios we 
ex]}loTe<l together aear Sucst, and at Haialeli. To 
tin? left stwlclied a salt uiar^h, tfoverod with shrubs, 
none of wMck I laiew. Ono, wUU a prickly leaf, 
might easily liaTo becii mistaken for a holly. 1 
ci'Oissed the marsh by a causeway, and elimliing up 
a slight omiojence, skirted by tho Ei'^lhrina ladictft 
all tdaxing with its scarlet flowers, came on the 
open wa, which we shall sooa bo traversing. Thu 
borizou was dotted wdth liBhlrig hinds, as I haTo 
often siica the Bay of Bjuiif ou a summer evening ^ 
only here the sails were dazatlingly white. 

Afi 1 Avalkcd back lo Government Uonsc, I lost 
mi'sclf in the of vegetation, and came sud¬ 

denly upon a building surmounted by n cross. It 
was Lhc Jtomon. Cnibolic Cathedral, as it is called, 
in reality a vcjy humble little cha[ie]. Some 
twenty native -women, in white veib, were kneel¬ 
ing acju' Uic altar. Ilanlly any one else \vx*i 
there. All the epitaphs I chanced to see wore in 
Portuguese. 

Later in the day 1 was presiint at the reception 
of the Chief of Palitana by the Governor, He is 
lord of the sacred hill of the Joins, w hich t would 
fern have gone to sco when I was near the EatLia* 
war Imrder in Botomber, hul that, like a visit to 
Ilinilrabun, the corresponding centre of Vislmuvite 
dcroHou, luid to remain, as the Germans say, “ e 
jiiom teivb'* 
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Tliey brougtit «s tlw unripe tnangu to examine and 
to taste. TJic t urpentino flavour, of wMcli sumo com- 
piaui ovon intUe ripe fruit, was verr marked indeciL 

In the afternoon X ittrollcd into the gnrdon, and 
aat long on tJie terrace, gay ivitU the brilliant 
B&riffdiiiTitlea, which 'wiU alivaye remuin to me 
associated nith pleasant Indian memories. 

I ohsetved, ns 1 (Kissed, tlio very plant of Fi/iV 
gna(ir(t»ffHl<frh which so puzzled mo vrlien I first 
B!iw ii three monthiingo hanging from the hranehes 
of a tree. I took it, small blame to me, for somo 
strange kind of endus. 

This set me thinking how far I had oorrierl into 
effect roy intentiom as for ns plants are conueniecl, 
and 1 don*t tliiiik I liave much, with which to 
teproaoh myself. 

True it is that I liave merely semtclied the eur- 
fooe of Indian botany, Tme it is that my eye 
still continiinlly falls on altogether new objects; 
hut, nevertheless, I can pul the people aiul the 
scrnios I cave nliont in Tntlfo fo their appropriate 
Belting of trees and flowers. I have como to know 
many of Liie plants whicti liave poetical or religious 
as^tocintioiis, and 1 have seen a verylaige number of 
those which are economically and cotnmcrcinfly im¬ 
portant. This in a run of little more than a (juarter 
of a year, a very forga part of whiob has been spent 
in rapid locomotion by rail, by road, or hy sea, 
and the main objects of which have lieen poHticaJ, 
docs not appear to me altogether bad, 

1 bsTe had various conversations of interest 
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whfle here, UiougU fewer Lluiti when 1 was last in 
Uombay. TIjc Baroda affair is* of course* upper¬ 
most in the thougbts of most of the people I have 
seen. 

At length the last of many notes, letters, and 
spinll hits of business was got throngli, the parting 
words were said to one kind entertainer at Govem« 
tnnnt IIouso, and we drove to the ApoHo Bunder* 
whither Dr. Tit^Uson and some others had come to 
aay good*bye. A steam launch carried us rapidly 
over tlie ripples of the harbour to the 

Penelia, which was getting ready for sea. Tlie 
sunset-red faded out; the lamps were lit in the 
town* and grew gradually fainter as we steamed 
away. At length there was no more to be seen 
hut the far-off flashing of the some light which 
liad told me early on the 28th November that I 
at last in Indian waters- 

l?oar most memorable and delightiUI mofnihs 
lived only in reeoUcetbn —chowc nit r^ce tie la vie 
ftni.

I tmve been ncciued 
aometimes of osiitvsaiii^* vtT,v positive opinions 
nljout Iiidiao matters* but any ono iirho takes tlie 
tronblo lo examinr: into tbo Initii ol iliis aocu^" 
tion will see that I have never expressed positive 
opiiiioiiH upon IniUaii mattera except wlteii I itaa 
speaking not in my own name, hot Sfi tlio mouth- 
picto of the Seeretaty of Slate lu Coimcil. aud n hen 
it was my obvious duty to grive no unourtam 
sound. If any opinions wliicli I am notff going 
to express seem to he |msitivo, pray naderstand 
that I merely state thein positively in order to he 
hrief 1 have the moat unfeigacd distrust of my 
own iiidividunl opinion about Indian matter^*, 
although I have also the most ntifeigncd want 
of respect for the very confident criiicifims upon 
those opinions which I often see or ticar delivered 
by persons who have not tuken any thing like Uie 
fiame pains to form opinions worth having upon 
things and people in India. 

You begin by asking me in wiml sort of ways* 
India most strikes mo as a benefit to England 
mtber than a burden and a risk. 

To that (jnestion. I reply, I tliink that India is 
chiefly useful to England in that it enlarges our nar 
tional vinv of things; m tUal it aironls a market for 
the prodnets of our mdustry; in that it scuds to ns 
luiiny valuable commodities ; and in Umt it oh tains 
for m* inetcjised. consideration from other rxntious. 

Let us take each of thedc four heads in order, 

[t is no slight advantage to any iiattim to UaTO 
a large bwly of its unddlo class Hont every year to 
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the ot her end of tho world to cart? on great tUriurs, 
and to bring Uncle* nt ft later iJoriod of Ufe, its ex- 
IJCTicnco and kuowUidgc to the country of its Inrtli. 
Ko doubt, it will IftJ tupliwi, lUat llie returned In¬ 
dian has, hitherto, not Uneu a progressive element 
in our society. I’bal is true enough, but be has 
Inought back a great deal of knowledge and a gri^t 
deal of experience wliich mighty under (.•ertain cir¬ 
cumstances, have been verj'^ useful in this country. 

I mj-sclf have known uunibcrs of men u ho la^gaii 
thei Indian life ia the first years of this ceDtury* 
and wki never played an important part in Great 
Britain, who I am verj' sim* could luive done w, 
and would Imve l>ccn moat useful ciiiKcna* if cir¬ 
cumstances had arisen to call them out. ’llure 
they were, a kteul force, living guiolly, not in¬ 
ti uenciuir very much the march of ulfairs, hut still 
a distinct addition to the retteree of the 

nation. The pMscul generation of Indiana, so f:uf 
as 1 have been able to judge, are suiierior even to 
these men, whom I am, you peredvo, very far from 
disposed to undervalue^ I think that, when they 
return homo, they Tidil exert a more progressive 
mtluoTwe than tbdr predecessors did*, not neecs- 
Korilv in public ailaira, but iu the gcnemllifeof 
the ’country. 1 speak under correction, but I 
should say, tlmt the intellectual life of an ordinary 
Indian station in tho year IbTo U very dwidtMily 
above tho mteUecluai life of an ordinary Euglish 
neighbourhood. 

1 know that many will fifty India is an 
exlreiuely bad scliool for I'.uglish politics, that the 
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fntlian, ))tN.*»rdin» to hb temfK:r£Uit6nU b likdy t*> 
L-oiiie |*Bok willi ciiUjor too ik^potb mitluns, or 
with idt^ obout economical matters, pHvalo 
|)ro}>crt)' in bn dp for cxaniplci in a very dnmtio 
state—nay, that you will sometimes lyct a miiD of 
jjjfrcat nhilily, ho awin^ ohout Itetwccn Toiy ism 
imU KadieuHsm like n gun on shipbuurU which 
Juui broken loo^ in a gale. 1 do not at nil deny 
tlib, and am {(uito willing to give to it as ntuch 
impoitance aa it deHcnes; but the nuuilK'r of 
sncti Indians ivlio \rill have direct inlluenfaj wili 
not he great. The uiajoriiy of men. uud M'oujeii 
who go to Indiu, ttspedally in tlusi* days, whwi 
frequent risils to Euru]wwi]l enable tlicai to keep 
u|i their Uutiiu internslsp will lie imjtrovi.'d by tlidr 
teiujjornry exile. 

People must ho preternatiiroUy stupid who do 
not gain a great itiuny :ne\v ideas by being exported 
to Asia; and depend n|>on it, in one way or other, 
1h(>6c ideas ctrcuhite at home, and ruise the whole 
level of national tjiought, not very much, iMirliapa;, 
hut still to an appreciable extant. 

'Ihen the imperial temper, if kept within bounds by 
ren»in and justice, by thinking more of the duties 
to ollicre w'hich vast possesssions impose, than of llie 
rights whicii (hey confer orer others, is dbtincdliy 
good, adds to the mdividiial power of Ums English- 
imutt and to Itie power of Ihenatioii tuw'hicli he 
hclongs. You ste Eomclhing of |he same g(xid 
edect when you travel in Hoilimd, and talk lo 
people there, I'rom the pewssessiou by IloUand nf 
flu* ^^(^t‘^>ud cnlenial ejupire in the world. Yoti 
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soTOcthwig of tlio diwdFfttitngija of iht' absence 
of it, when you Uavcl in Franco. 'V ho sliiUl stiy 
tlnil lliD pusaion of Franco for military glory Ir* 
Foxope luuf not l««n lar^'ly sibivulated hy tlio 
want of such a field for imaginatioii ami ctiieriiriifO 
as tnilU has atTorded to us ? 

Kow we come to the iuiporUmce of Indio us a 
market for the products of our ijidustry, I know 
lhat it is quite a common lUiiig to overrate its 
importauce in this respect If you look at the 
population of Indiat und the amount of our trade 
wiih her. it is indeed surprisingly email. Doubt¬ 
less. it will mcrcase, though by no m^s so 
fast as many sanguino persons boliovo. StiU, such 
as it is, it'is cmuiently worth having; and most 
assuredly, if India had hwa hdl to toar her own 
vitals, or if she luid Imeomo a French possession, (mr 
trade with Imr would not have hes'ii nearly so great. 

On the other himd, it is quite possihb that the 
Indian trade lias alisorhed capital and abflilj which, 
if wc had not Imd India, might have been sunk, 
more to the advantage of its possessors, in develop- , 
iiig the colonies; and very likely, too, if there had 
been no India, our merchants would have pressed 
morccoutinuouslv upon succ^rssive Governments the 
doing all they could to oiien Earnearcr and mere 
pr(fji(itith markets in Europe. “Far-oIF fowls Imyc 
leathers fair " is a true saying in commorce, aa la 
many other things. 

Then agnin, IntUa sends us many valuable com- 
nmditii!s, which she would not have stmt tr, any 
one if she had gone on tearing her own vitals; 
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whiltJ, if she batl becoine a FfcucIi jiosscfisioii, 
TrcTich, and not Engllsht mcrdutiiis nitd shiji- 
ou'ncrs would Imro netted great gains T>y the 
ttirriagc and distribution of tliese valuable com¬ 
modities. 

lastly, if consideration from other iiationB is of 
importance, tlicre con lie no doubt that our Indiaii 
Ernpuro gives us greatly increased ixiii Hid oration, 
throughout the world. True, thot eonaidcration is 
usually given fponi mistaken rcosona, Indio is 
RU)j{>oscd to add to our strength, froni which it 
eertoinly at thtu moment detracts, niul b sup¬ 
posed (0 odd to our wealth very much more than 
it really docs. Only very well-informed persons on 
the continent of Europe are exempt from the djetu- 
sion that Eugland receives a direct money tribute 
fiiDin India, as noUmid does from .Tava; anil again, 
Ihaiika to our national habit of self-depixiciation* a 
ini bit only less disgusting ilion the converse one of 
solf-Iaudullon, you find an idea widely spread, and 
existing in bigli quarters indeod, that tlio 

English rule in India is a cruel, or nt least a tnursh 
01H5. Still, everywhere, it conveys sm idea of vast 
power and limitless resources, imd that is good, 
because in a certain sense it is perfectly Iruo, It 
might lie said ilmi a greater colonial empire would 
have done the same I do not think it would. It 
is quite curious how little our existing colonial 
empire, to which India Is in point of size a verv 
small Dilair indeed, strikes the European, or eveu 
for that matter Uio English imagination. How 
many people know that the territory of jraor 
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'Western Austmlm, llie Cbderella of the Southern 
Seas, is about as large as Brithh India ? Besidta, 
if our colonial empire had incroafwjd too rapidly ou 
ua, oilier oolonies nxiuld have perhaps grown sitwig 
before wc grew icise, ns the United States did; and 
we should have lost, first, energy and treasure in 
trying to keep them, and neit, them into tho bar¬ 
gain- India, loo, has been, for ages tiie land of 
romance. Ko colony could Lave afTected the 
minginatlon as it has donc- 

1 tmi very anxious not to oi'crstate theser ad¬ 
vantages, hut they must 1 h* allowtid, erw in {fie 
prutf ft ml pr^eaenly to he consitlerable; while in deal¬ 
ing with India wo must never forgot that the play 
is not played out, that she may yet do (J thinJi ihe 
teill do) much more for us than she lias done. If 
a groat many of tho benefits whicli she is liLreafler 
likely to confer npon ua are benefits in which the 
whole world will sham as much as we—the kind 
of benefits, I pean, which are so admirably set 
fortli in Sir Henry lHaiue’a Zectvre ^—I can 

only say, '* JUfi! Hen., te ffritn^ wutifiettr ? " 

But while some pei-son-s vrill say that 1 ormfu/e 
the advantages which come to us from India, others 
will say that I mMlerelmU them. ‘*IIe forgets" 
such people will murmur, " the vusi benefits which 
Bn>*land derives from the number of careers which 
India has opened to Englishmen, and he forgets 
that it has been on adiuirahlo training-ground for 
our armies.” lie forgets neither tho one nor tho 
other, hut he thinks that too much may easily bo 
said about Imth. 
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Indin does, indeed, proTido an ourly cnnipirlcney 
fwr li large ntiiultcT ol' pimons, nml the aggregnt'* 
amount of lirouglit liomt! liy individuals 

tnuiit, enreu in tliis day, when tUe pagodn lias 
Imn'H cut down, bo very considerahlo. Supposing, 
however, tliorc were no Itidin, tho surjilus pinl 
of tliat section of our population wliiek now goes 
to India would go to the oolunies and to various 
parts of tho Continent, and make a coaTtur there. 
Take tiie case of Seotland, Before the Scotch w'cnl 
to India they Wcame famoua tdl over Ceutnd 
Boropu in three differont ways. Largo numheTs of 
the men of rank went into Continental armies, hirge 
nuinhors of Ihe trading el asm tvent as tenders into 
Boland und Pnisstu, while the learned daiSB went 
everywhere, D^in Paris to Bolugtui and Komo. 
Ktm'adays all these eorcei's w'ould tio closed to our 
Scotch youth, but they w'ould soon invent other 
careers lor Ciemaul'Ves. StUl It is prohablc that 
many of them would remain In the lands of their 
adoption, and would not bring hack their wctiltti 
to Britain, Tct, on tlic other liand, a good many 
tcoitki return ; there would be less money expoiidcd 
in everlasting .lourneys to and fro for luailtli, there 
would bcfhr less misery in JQimiHcs, and some thing 
would he gainod by keeping in the country n per- 
centagf of ability nncl energy which wc now export to 
consume its best ability and energy in the tropica 
Thim again, as to India being n training'groitnd 
for our armies; no doubt it was so at one time 
uud to some extent, hut it can never be so again. 
The whuhj eonditions are altered. ”

Kow I come to your liiecond quiislion—Is India 
a strength or a wcakne-^s to Eoglnnil? 

Certainly a weakness—a glorious weakness, but 
a weakness. A weakness, that is, in material 
strength. Of course, it is imjiosalblo to say how 
luudi importance is to be attached to that enlarge 
ing Ihe mitiotud view and (luickcning the national 
jiuLse to which I have already alluded. People will 
iiLtach less or more imjnjrtauco to it according to 
their temperament; hut I cannot conoeivt* there 
being any doulh os to the possession of India inuk* 
uig us very much weaker in Buropo and America, 
lu Asia, of coulee, It is otlierwise; but the addi-^ 
tional strength given in dealing, for non-Indian 
purposes, with such Siutf.^ as Persia or Cliina, or 
certain ports of the Turkish Junpiro, including 
Egypt, by the possession of India, is not worth 
considering, when compared with the dog it is 
upon our power nearer home. As agiimst Pranuev 
for instance, or llussU or Gemiatjy, wo siiuuld he 
much stronger for wanting Tudia, If we had no 
India, WB should lio at once able to put our army 
on tt vuloUy ilitfereiit niul; for Eurojiean purpose^^. 
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a very atudi uiorc e^Ticionl foisting. I, |H9rsonii.11y, ilu 
not much regrot this, because 1 lliink the Oceanians 
on whfcli we ehnll be cnlletl upon to tuike 
European ware arc likely io be very fe^v au»l fiir 
between: but the firfs-eatlng portion of the com- 
munity^f and those who think that it is a part of 
Englaiid's business to lie a sort of knight-errant— 
now fighting against Trance to hclx> Geminny, 
and nenr against Germany to help Franoe—ought, 
if it were consistent, to widi India at the bottom 
of its own ocenjL 

You ask me, thirdly, wliether I think it would 
Lave been worth while to t4xkt* India, supposing wo 
could havo sat down berorchand to consider the 
matter by the light of the future. 

That is a very diiJlcult question. I think, however, 
that if I were to understand you to mean, would 
it hare been for the udvautago of Euglund to Iiave 
had an Indian Emptic, if our In dian business, so to 
speak, was now, itt //«> year 1875, to go into 
liquidation? I would answea* it in the negative. 
I think we might have made a bettor use of our 
national energy, and gemus, ami capital; but if I 
am to understand the question to apply to the 
iVtiurc, I should find it liard to give any aiiswcr 
at all On the one hand, Ihero is every reason to 
hope that by our rule in India we sJinll succeed iu 
milking that vast oomilry nuiu-mously mom useful 
to tho world tlian it is now, or could ever Lave liceii 
umlcr other cirenmatances. On tho other hand. It 
is impOHsibLe to say what results might not linvc 
been produced in fields of enterprise more congenial 
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to English habits—in fields of enterprise where our 
Tiice could ImT© tnnintnmcd and iimlt-ipluid. itself. 
And if it be replied that the prosperity of the 
colonics Is of a much more Uoine.ly and less glorious 
kind. I would reply that the colonics are still, even 
the moflt forward of them, Tory uadeToloped coni- 
munitios, and that we liftrdly know how much they 
might be contributing to the higher w'ork of the 
world—to its science, its literature, iU social and 
legislative iinproTemcnt—if a large porl ion of the 
tihiliry that has gone to conquer and rule India had 
gone to them. And then ia India yon have alimya 
—wliat you ImvB not, to anytlimg like the same 
extent, in the colonics — the ehunont of the Enkoown 
to rcctoja with. You arc making an ahsolntely 
novel experiment. Even the history of Home, in 
her dcalinga with the pro^’inces — the only one 
which presents the slightest analogy—offera you 
no help. Things are continually turning up in 
India whicli show that you arc surrounded by 
unknown dangers — dangers which may well make 
even those anxious who, like mysdF, attach no 
importance to some of Una recognued and stock 
dangers which arc periodically trotted out by 
ahmnista. 

I never read a description of a great sliip steam¬ 
ing through a fog or» the banks of Newfoundland 
when icebergs arc known to lie about, without 
thinking of our government of India. We can do 
nothing except wlmt the captain does in that cash

To tlnit I reply, the thing would he ohaolutely 
unpossibie, however much you might diutjre it, 
'Lliink first what oonceivnbte urrangomeot could ho 
made about the Indian debt, any Lntorfcrvnco with 
which would carry discomfort, not to H.ay ruin, 
into so many British hmiaebolda. AMiat arrange¬ 
ment could be made about Uie railways, as to 
which the aame remark would apply ? What about 
all the nnmeroua ereationfl of BngUsli cnpital iu 
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vonouis parts of tlie cotinti^*? ITow would you 
comiKUiSiito all your servants, whose care^’va wouJd 
Uo destroyed by your abiuiiloninent of Indio V Ilow 
itoiild 3"ou pay the pcusians of all fd' tlioso wlio 
liave served that country under your r^itwe, anil 
whoso means of livelihood is largely derived from 
luff revcttues? How would you compensate the 
innumerable traders who would bo so grievously 
prejudiced by your clumge of policy, as to have 
a g04>d right to ask for eompeniiattou ? Ko, 
putting moral and scntimeutnl considerations en¬ 
tirely on one side, we are in for it, and must stick 
to it. I cannot conceive any one coming to an 
iippositc eoneXusion, even if ho took the gloomiest 
view possible, and bad persuaded bimself lluti 
Clive and Hastings luid .limply got their country 
into the most iaagni 6 xK>nt scrape recorded in 
history. 

TTlicn WR add the moral and sentimenttii eon- 
sidcrationjB to these ceouomieal ones, we may be 
very sure that England will hold on to Intlia and lo 
thfi peifeat free<hvi of (he hthnm irmuntf even if 
she bad to go through such a strain in doing so as 
she did in the Xapolconie lit ar. 

I know that a certain kind of politicians believe 
tiuil when the 11 age-receiving class knows its own 
strength, it wlU delilHjraleJy come to Iho con¬ 
clusion lluit it is against its iutei'csts that we 
should stay Lu India, and instruct its represenfa- 
tivea accordingly; hut I believe that to be a com- 
plelo delusion. 

Yon imjnire, fifthly, whether a personal view 
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of Imlia liaa affocted my failb in the stabiiiiy of 
our ralo tlicre, ftud in ivUat way it' liaa done sOi 
and why ? 

To that I reply,itcortniulyAwaaffected myppinif>n, 
nnil aJTected it favouralily. Before I went India 
Iwaa more occupied with the obvious dillioiiltieii that 
beset our rule, diillcuituis wliJcli are brought home 
every day to any one before whose eyt"! tho whole 
course of our Indian govermnent passes from week 
to week, m it did Tor more than live years before 
T oine_ When I was trnvullin^ in tiie Country, I 
'waa in the position of a apeclator. I knew the difft- 
cultica of course, hut I did not think so much of 
them.; when 1 did t was inelined to oontrast them 
with the much greater diillculties which we had 
succssfuUy eucountered. At Atadras, for example, 
where everything has for so long l)ccn peaceable, 
to a proverb, I remembered that I had known, and 
known intimately, a man who recollected tlm time 
when all we Udd in that pari of Indhi was just tlic 
amount of land that could be covered by tSic hre of 
the fort guns, and when the Hfysore horsemen were 
swarming all over the quiet compounds which spread 
an every side of me. At Satara I thought of my 
fhther, sent with one aingte European to reduce to 
sutijEsction, to reorganize, and to administer & 
country about as Large as a third of Scothind, 
covered with armed men and lUlcd witlj hill forts, 
in thePunjauh 1 thought of the desperate struggles 
by wliich we won iL At Surat I thouglil of our 
humble luercantUo beginnings. Every place, in 
fact, to wbicli I went had some history attached to 
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it, wliicii moAv me say, WiiU, iliinga art* difficult 
Guougb, Ood knows, and now proldotna of all kinds 
arcmbg; hut is there any reason to suppose that our 
sons will not be as etiual to the solution of tho new 
problems as our fathers were to that of the old ? " 

Then* when one actually sees our Indian officials 
in the middle of their work, they impress one very 
much mom than they do when you ewe them in this 
country. The way in which men, even of moderate 
ahility, ai'O called out and ripened by early ro* 
sponsibility* and by the habit of command, is very 
w'ondcrftil, and must bo seen to be understood. 
And these men, so individually efficient, for the 
most part, are linked together by the closest tics. 
Tliey form one rast dub, as has been very truly 
said, holding every military position of strcuglli, 
and every civil position of iuii>ortaiico, throughout 
:i land which is covered by racea which have no 
bond whatever to each other, and which if the 
white faces were withdrawn to*morrow would be 
instaally and most actively engaged in catting 
each olber’a throats, till the whole peuainBUla was 
one scene of desolation and blood. 

Again, till One actually sees tlio natives ui'il 
masses, one docs not reulbie how great the gap \ I 
liotwecn them and ourselves, considered us a whole, [ 1 
in fact is. Wc see in this country remarkable 
mdlviduals—eteTcr boys, who come over to push 
tludr fortunes! men of rank, who have had the 
strength of mind to set at naught the prejudices 
which oppose themfidres to their coming to this 
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country* fiensililu pooplo do uot^ of counsoj mutate 
thoac public speakers who talk of “ tlio Xuiliana " 
as if India whs niiTthing, or over liacV been imy- 
ttiing but a geograpbioaL ospression; nor do tliey 
quote the momorials of Ibis or timt association m 
the Presidency towns as if Ibcy, in the most 
distant mannor, roprc?flentcd anything but tbcni- 
selves. But still tihey often do not realize how 
utterly uttpoHiteul is lUe vast mass of tbo po])ala- 
tion which lives in India; bow little they are 
touched by the kind of Indian questions which are 
lalkodabout in this country, and wMch are suirposed 
to 1)e deeply intm^sHbg to them. 

The observation of the Bussian peasant to the 
entttosiastic Bnglishman—*'Tes, God is great, and 
Nicholas is great; and then Nicholas is *t> ifoutiff / 

—^haa a very up-oountry Indian ring about it— 
very much represents the sort of way in which 
many a lyot who is imagined to l)e deeply in¬ 
terested about the income-tax (which some ono 
ebie pays!) loots forth into the Cosmos. 

You Usk, in the sixtli place, whether there is yet 
any sign timi the Bngliab leaven is leavening the 
whole enormoua and overwhelming mass of Indian 
life, and if bo, in what apecial directions 

YcSi I think there ore such signs. Considering 
ihnt wo cannot bo said to have been in possession 
of India for more than a goneriition at the most, 
or half a generation if we date from, the conclusion 
of the war of the Mutiny, wliitdi, perhapaj may hero* 
after be considered as the real conquest of India, 
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1 think that the ok suMcientl^ numeroua aud 
satistikdorjj Imt the ar«i orer whicii ouf iqIIuoicg 
has lo work is so onoraious, tlint as yd it is otdy 
tlio day of very small things. 

To cemdoseond, as we say in Scotland, upon 
particulars, I think the codes are producing a 
very considemhle effect, and tlmt in a generation 
or two (heir moraiity will become the morality of 
India. 

Secondly, Tlierc scenia reason to Mieve that, at 
least in Bengal, the infection of incorruptibility is 
really beginning to csttMid fVom the CnglisH to the 
native magistrate. 

Tliirdly, In the same province, the zemindar is 
learning to have a glimpse of the truili tlial pro* 
perty lisa its duties as well as its rights; and the 
samo phenomenon is more and more witnessed in 
other parts of India. 

Fourtlily, A great number of educated natives 
are getting to think about many phiiosoplitcal 
subjects very much as |wrsona in ICuropo thmk <if 
them who have broken with all definite forms of 
creed. There would he a difference in their way of 
stating their opinions; tlieir statements would bo 
coloured by the aasociations of cliildhood and 
national history ; but, when you came minutely 
to examine them, the toot dUretonccs would not 
be great. 

Fifthly, The whole of the Indian mode of regard* 
ing the world is being put in ttm way of being 
altered. The boy, whose answers to questions 

a 2 
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about Eur[>i»e I noted iu my paper in tlie Cm- 
temportivtj for duly last, could uerer make tlic 
same sort of mistakes about tbo power of Eus^laud 
wliicb lay at tUe root of the outbreak of 1857. 

Sistlily, It seems now quite clear that English is 
going to Ijcoonie the tvit^UQ /ranm of the peninsula. 
It ia Biirprisiug to what an extent this alrca<ly‘ 
is so. A Tory ijitelligent Engl lab servant who 
trafcUeil with me, told me that he found it much 
easier to get on in India than ho over did in any cjf 
the numerous eountries to which he had accoia*' 
pjuiied me, fr<tni the nninher of people who spoke 
just enough EugU&li to cualilc him to mako himself 
understood. 

Sevcniiily, The changes which we have intro¬ 
duced, and are mtroduciug, are making and will 
make the natiTo utterly impatiotit of tiie old 
methods of conunumcation. Already our rail¬ 
ways are largely used for the purpose evmi of 
religious pilgrimages, and the theocratic caste 
system has accommodated itself to the purely 
plutociutic arrangements of railway directoiru 

Eighthly, The demands made by the ruled on the 
rnlor are becoming entirely dhTcrent, The very 
people who (tnvh they prefer nativo to English rule 
wonld lie wilil witJi liotrot if they .were to lie ex¬ 
posed for a single year to native rule, as native rale 
would be if Euglisli rule did not subsist side by 
sid(! with it 

Kintbly, Wc are creating numerous quite new 
Indiuttrii^ and luode.i oflife. have steam jute- 
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factariiis and cotttjJi-fa{.*tovif3 manned liy natives, 
AVe haTa iuttaducwl tea-plantiafj, eoffee-plaiitmg, 
cmclmnn-plantiiif. Our experimental farms liwve 
hitherto been no very great suocesa, because we have 
only been feetingafter the right methods; but I heard 
cnoiif’h at Madras and I^atijorc to maht* me hope that 
at hist In Southern Indio wo wore getting on the 
right track—^iho track, that is, of attempting not 
to levolutioniac, but to improve native praetioes. 

Tenthly, Our acUooles, and universities ore ex¬ 
tending the idea of scientific method- Eaul care¬ 
fully that extract from Baja Siva Trasod^s hook 
wliich I quoted in the Conlempormy for Septem¬ 
ber. That man, at least, Ims obviously got hold of 
the scientific view of history, 

I might multiply somewhat theso heads, but the 
ten that i have given will show you t!mt t tltmk 
wo are as fiir as possible Cfom being mere " outsiders 
and foreigners,'* and tltat the leuv<siiia working very 
fast and very wide; but romombort you Imve to 
leaven two hundred and fifty millions; and what 
portion of your own millione at home, so few by 
comparison,' havo yon already leavened, allbongh 
yon have within Great Britain such an ioiinitaly 
lariieir amount of leaven to dispose ol f 

ir we abandoned India to-morrow, wo should 
leave great material traces of our rale in toads, 
railways, and other puhiic works, although ncariy 
all of them would very soon tall into ruim M o 
should lea\Ti considcrahlo moral traces for a time, 
but oiily lor a lime* on the lives of a mere fraction 
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i>r tb€ most coligUtiiiicd poiHlon of tlie lulinbitajiLst 
liut oa ILo ^rcat moss of the popnlatloa fro should 
leave no trace thai vre ^rould wish to leave wliat- 
ever. We have put the miOions on the very first 
stop of the ladder which wiU lead them to a more 
prosperous life, but India must have a further 
ImnUrod years of education before Uicy wili have 
climbed many steps up tliat ladder. If we disti]}- 
peared now, the relies of English Influence would lie 
just one perturlnu^ clemout more hi the vast and 
complicated world of India. In what direction the 
relies of that mfluenoc would work it is vain even 
to speculate. Ton might have, amongst other 
tilings, some such movement as the Taipbig rehel¬ 
lion in China growing out of n crazy and horrible 
mixture of Christian mid non-C lirist ian ideaa Some 
years ago in the Punjab, a peasant told an English- 
man that ho and lib village had been reading a 
book about a country to which light did not come 
from Ihe sun, but, strange to say, from a lamb, and 
that he had arrived at Uic station for the purpose 
of getting some more information about thb wonder¬ 
ful Iamb. '£be man liad been reading a translation 
of the Apocalypse, and had taken it for a geogra¬ 
phical work. That b merely one instance to show 
you the sort of unexpected result that has been pro* 
duced thus fiir by our very best clToris lo ttdliicnoo 
the masses It will all, I dare say, be very difler- 
ent some day, but we must have time, and long time, 
to let our inflaesnee filter dowm The pert talkers 
in the Prcsiflency tow ns wht» dream drenms of the 
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I time when tlio lio^lisli will disappear, would be the 
I vei^’' first to be devoured if the English did dispip* 
Ipenr; l)ut tlimugh them and the like of thent our 
influenco will gi'fldutdSy filter down, through two or 
three generations, becoming, it ifl to be hoped, souks 
wliat better in Iho third tlian It shows itself in the 
first generation of educated Indian youth, which, 
however, with sdl its faults, ia quite as good ns wc 
hare any right lo expect it to be. We arc nil too i 
apt lo forget in what a fearful plight vre found 
Intlia, and out of what a gulf of ruin wc ore slowly 
raising her. 

You ask, seventlily, whether the social attitude 
of tlie European to the native is ns hasrsh as it is 
usually said to he* 

AYeil, I suspect that a vast deal of what is 
commonly said on that subject t^an much truer than 
it is. Tlie private soldier from Kent or Al>erd«:n- 
shir«, who bad driven native armies before liim like 
chaff btfloro the wind, was not likely to liave tlie 
same sort of fceluig about the individual native 
which is natural to educated people, who know that 
many of those natives belong to mews which have 
done great things, and tliat many of them Ijavo all 
kinds of good qualities. Again, the European private 
soldier, and the lower class of EurOiiciina generally, 
came across only the lower kind of nativa, "Wnien 
they found that native trying in every way to cheat, 
cir cum vent, and Impede them, aswasolten the cas*?, 
they felt ati amount of indignation which can- 
no( be approved, hut is readily understoad, and 
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lIh^ beLaved aiseordioglT, Tiio younger and more 
lUouglidrss membm of a higher tsocuU class> 1 fear, 
oeonsionally still Imdiavo in tlic fiame wny, hut I do 
not think contempt for tko xtatiToa tvaa ever the 
tono of the helttir portions of Anglo-Indlnn society. 
Everyone trill form his judgniont upon such a 
snbjoet from his own indlrldunl experience; and nil 
I eim sny is. thut, hating boon brought up rcry 
muoU amongst Anglo-Inilmnsj especially Uioso of 
tUo Bombay and Madras Presidoneiesv from my 
very eorliest childhood. 1 have nevci' heard any 
other lonetohcn about the natires than that which 
I found prevailing amongst the best people whom 
I aaw in Xiuiia, which is just the same Jis iJinl 
which prevails amongst woU-iufortaed persona at 
homo. 

. It is idle cant not to admit that the natives of 
J India are far inferior to ourselves. If that W'oro 
not aOj wc altould aot lie llierc. That being bo, our 
attitude must l>e usually an altitude of eommaud; 
and an attitude of command, if prompt obcdicnoe 
is not rendered, is very apt to become an attitude 
of liarshuess and menace. If you are not projjared 
for a good deal of tlio attitude of command, you 
hud better leave the country, for the problem wliieli 
you propose to yourselves is an insoluble one; hut 
the very men who will be most ixrompt in crushing 
dmvn oppoMtion to lawful commands will be the 
first to adopt as little of she attitude of command 
as jios^iliU}, Under their rule, the thfog they wish 
wOl be (lone, with no appeanuico of dfort on their 
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iwrt. 1’liat is tbe idcnl whioli all your beat men set 
l>er*re themselves, r tiling as if llicy merely guided ; 
and tlmt ideal will more and more spread nmoogat 
classes which wnuld not Jiave adopted it of their 
Own mere motion* Mr, Briglii’s expeetation, that 
tlio courtesy of Urn Prince of ales towards the 
uatircs would react favoumhly upon our own 
uncourteouji olRcials, docs not seem to mo to bo 
Jbunded on any wide knowledge of those officiala, 
w ho are certainly not generally uncourteoua; hut I 
tJunk the jicrcoiitage of uneonrtcous officials, already 
mucli diminished, will become less and less &om 
the operation of other causes* The bitter fe eling 
roused by the Kutiny very natmally did (jause a 
change in Uic attitude of the European to tlie 
nati\^ hut tJie Mutiny i« mow Inscoming an event of 
ancient liislory, and the feolinga it engcndored ate 
gradually giving place to other and better ones* 
The private soldier has indeed been lectured about 
good huhaviour to the natives to such an extent 
that it is a groat fiiiesfcioo wlietbcr his comparative 
meekness has not impaired Uis most uuportont 
function—bis ire military efficiency. W hen 

he was supposed to he a sort of demoD, who would 
eat u]) a native who crossed him In any way. the 
native was much less likely to provoke a conflict 
with him than he is now, when he knows tliat the 
English private soldier is merely a somewhat 
stronger nmn, accuetoincd to act with other strong 
men by the bonds of military discipline, and so far, 
but not furilier formidable. 
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Th 0 1 tetter twliaviour of yoiir loveir Eiu:0|)ejm 
populatiniiL is It^us not ail pore gniHf luiy more tlitm 
the rough manners of some of your railway p^plo, 
and Bueh like, hare been oil pure evil. The guard 
wiio, when tlie train was Just starting, tumliliNl the 
almost nakcil hut very dignified Brnlimin into a 
milway carriage, out of which he was insisting that 
II wiiole flock of his humbler countrymen should be 
turned lest Aw sacredness should be defiled, with the 
exclamation, " To *ell with your cnato I ” was, I 
humbly venture to think, in his way, a groat, though 
samewliat iconoclustic, reformer. 

Besides, we, who sit quietly at borne and discuss 
these questions, should tioi forget that the great 
difficulty in the way of putting tlic natives on any¬ 
thing like the same social platform as the Europeans 
comes from th e native, not t he E uropean s ide, Bliat 
are you to do with the orthodox Zhlolmmetan, whose 
creed, as Ear as you aio concerned, is tersely summed 
up by the poet in tlie lines;

Tl'liat ore you to do with tlia high-cast e Hindoo, 
w Lio washes his hands tho moment your back is 
turned if be has had the misfortune to touch you F 
As long ns these fierce rdigions and. caste distinc- 
tions remain, there is a gulf between the races 
which cannot be crossedr and which will provent the 
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growing Of of of those chiiritles of Hfc wliich 
are the chitsf bond of a iiomogcneoTia society. 

Let us, then, on this aide, do all we can to echo 
the yiews on such matters expressed by the best 
Indiaus of the present day, and the long line of 
eminent men who have taken the same view, eneU 
in his own generation; but let us most carefully 
avoid general and unjust aomsatlona such as are!, 
too oommonly bTOUghl by persons who tty to maks 
capital at home by philantlu-opic commonplaces, | 
or by the far more mimcroTis class which mnooently || 
and honestly repeats their utterances. 

You proceed, eightldy, to ask me how competi¬ 
tion is working. 

I say, with the utmost confidence, that it is 
working extremely well. I think that jon are 
getting into your Civil Service a decidedly hetter 
set of men than you got in Hie old naileybury days 
—and in the old Ilaileybury days you got a great 
many very good men. It is not true, but the exact 
opposite of true, that tlie men you are now getting 
ore pbyfiitfsdly inferior; on the contraiy, they are 
very healthy and powcrfnl. If anyone is disposed 
to deny this, let him move next Session for the 
figures in the possession of the India OlEoe. It is, 
filler, not true that they are men from a low 
social stratum, 'fhe clergy of the Church of Eng¬ 
land, which is, I hope, a sufficiently respectable 
cksfi to satisfy cavillers, ba* contributed much 
more largely than any other; and the wonder at 
first siffht isi aot that there are so many, but so 
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fow Croui tJie bumbkr ranks of society. I Imvo 
never tncamined liuw far the men who do sprung 
from the Imnibler clnsscsi have sncccoded, Tlie only 
case that happens to oocor to my mind, aa I writt^, 
is that of one of the most distingxushad men tn all 
Indio. TJie cry against competitioD for the Civil 
Brrnoo of India arosei I fimey, cltiefly from two 
0lasses —first, from the Indian faioiliRs who, under 
Iho old system, commanded such an immense 
amoiint of ludian mduence that they cemid push 
into the sendee as many sous or nephews as they 
wished, if, at least, the sons and nephews were 
decently inlcUigcul ond w'cll-hehaved; secondly, 
from the schoolmasters who ibid tlint their nnti* 
qua ted and diunsy mctlioda of teaching, or no 
teaching, ore of no avail against the thorrmglily 
real and good teaclixug of the best of the much- 
ahused crammers. 

tVith the vexation of the Indian r»milies I can 
thoronghly sympatltue, bn I they have the remedy 
in their own hands, and tSiey are applying that 
remedy, ao that more and more the old names will, 
as 1 hope and helievo, reappear in the various 
branches of the Indian Bcrvice. This Is a matter 
to which— i hope from no undue pnyudice—I attaeli 
vejy great imporiance, for again and again I have 
llstoneil to Rpocches in iho House of Commons 
about India, made by persona of oxeellent inten¬ 
tions. which were, it appeared to mo, ubuoat value- 
loss. ftom a want of that kind of knowledge which 
Iterscjus belonging to the Indian famiUes sucked In, 
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so to irprok, nitli tluuir motliers' milk. Tt*Jmtcviir 
linrtn, bow ever, v^tia done in. lliis direction toUhin 
ibe sernce by the ehangc, is long gone and passkwl, 
and no\?' you are reaping smiidy the good of it; 
you ai'c getting lictter material, and the old family 
link? are becoming reunited. 

Do not undei’stond me to say tliat I think our 
present system of compotition hy any means per¬ 
fect I should like to see each of the two old 
Dnirersities found a great Oriental faculty, and 
should like to see all successful Indian candidates 
obliged to spend in connection with ono or other 
of these tlie greater part of thdr probationary time. 
I know that there would be a great deal of oppo* 
oition to such a course, but it would Ikj a wise 
couroe, and the Government, hacked by the two old 
DniversitieB, would be strong enough to outer upon 
it. It is a sin and a shame that, considering our 
position in the East, thcao two enormousiy wealthy 
institutions should have done so lUtlo either for 
Oriental learning, or for the training of Indian 
ndministralors. The schemo which I propose would 
no doubt be so unaocoptuhle to many veated in¬ 
terests that it Ls most unlikely ever to bo carried 
into cITect; but, if I am correctly informed, pro- 
jeela of a humbler kind have been very recently 
discussed Ijctwecn the India Ofllce and the Dni- 
veraitieft. 

Ninthly, you csk me my view as to the Jjcst 
means of ppeveating famines: whetber irrigation or 
railroads, or what ? 
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I reply) nett tier ittigtitioii nor raitfoiuls nor 
roads, bi'it tdl three. As 1 said in the House of 
Commons in the year 1S09, when making tha 
Indian fiiuancial atntement-^

India really looks as if it had been mtide for the 
purpose of hesing managed by a eitrilised and wealthy 
people, who would pour capital into it from with* 
out. Il is common to say that it is a poor country; 
and so it is, hut it is only a poor couutiy because 
its Taat resources require a jiroiiigious amonni of 
deretopment, a dcTBlopment wliich its own i>copie 
cannot give them. 

Tenthly, you ask me to what extent public 
works not dirccllj' remunerative cau be defended 
as conducing in the long run to economical ad¬ 
vantage. 

You are aware, of course, that we have two 
Vinda of public works in India; puhUc works 
ordinary, and public works extmordmary. The 
former we pay for out of income, for the latter 
we consider ourselves entitled to borrow. 

Now, as long as we can afford to pay for our public 
works out of the revenue of the year, mtJtoiU ovet- 
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the people, EUid aa lojig as the eeattal flulh<jrity 
sercrely controls the expenditure, so as to see that 
jobbery and blondering arc miniuuxed, I am per¬ 
fectly content to sec a large espejidituro upon public 
H’orl^ You tam hardly overrate the wants 

of India in this pariieular The exponditiufc of hun¬ 
dreds of millions upon her soil H'ill not bring hoi' 
up to tljc level of a civilized country like England 
or even Franco; hut when it becomes a question 
of hoTTOWing, then it is a very different matter, imd 
1 watch the increase of our public worts extra- 
orditKity with great jealousy. I do not, for a mo¬ 
ment, aay that we Imvc as yet gone too fast, hut 
we have been, again and again, urged to go too fast. 
All the time I was at the India OJBoe I had to com¬ 
bat two eda^es of objections to our proceedings, the 
objections of those who wanted us to borrow too 
much, and the objections of those who ^ranted us 
to borrow too little. Long before the half-mformed 
talk about the errors of Indian financiers grew loud 
in this country I said—

I l»eitcvej hy the way, that it \yasmy use of that 
phrase “ mtnleuT de rose finoiiciers,” iiuUprecnlion of

often descrihed by persona urlio did not know what 
they wore talking about as a cmleut dc rose or 
optimist financier, 

Troiii the above ostracts you will see that I can 
give but one answer to your (piestioa. I do not 
tluuk public works not directly rcmimemlive can 
be defended merely as eondnemg in tbe long run 
to economical advontagci. 1 tlunfc they can only 
be defendod when ftu over-mastering necessity is 
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laid upon ns. If. fhr inslonce, Uio Viceroy cfln say, 
may fie ctTlain Umt oU future famines inU 
have to bo Ireatcd like tbe last famine; tliat is to 
Biiy, tliat millions will have to be poured out like 
wnter to prevent a possibility of death from star- 
vatiom That lieing so, it is cUeaiwr to make caimU 
and rnilumys in the most tUroatenod districts, rather 
than BikMid the money in averting the results of a 
bad season conilnued witli want of communiealion , 
^hon it comes, even altbough our revenue is 
seriously OTcrladen; ” tlum, and not otlierwiso, vve 
sball be justified In mftldiis public works which 
have to he carried out with bon-owod money and 
ore not remunerative. 

Of course, you will now and then find tho 
works which you expoet to he pcmunerntlve, not 
really rcmunemtiTC, and there null Im the usual 
cheap jokes about their hoing indeed public works 
exiivoi’ditm-tf f but with every d^df there will be 
less and less money lost in this way. It is tbo 
fashion to abuse the Ribiic Works DqHirttncnt in 
India, and doubtless it lum made many mistakes; 
but do its ci'itics always know the extraordinary 
dimcuUies with which it bos hod to contend Y Uc^ 
member that a grtfftt many of those, who have worked 
under it have been only clever amateurs—that they 
have been working in the country whose resovirCi.’S 
and climatic conditions they only h^rnt as tlvcy 
went on—further, ibat they had to irust to a great 
extent to nativo or low-ebas Burupcan subordi¬ 
nates; uud you will, T think, liavc u gUiiipso of tlicso 
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tUnrM'! ii11ii>g, TUo cjvstttion of llie Ooojh'u’e Hill Col* 
lege by the Duko of Argyll will completu'ly altar the 
coQilitidiis of tlie future, and m a dozen wb 
shall Imre a large botly of men tramed for Indian 
public works, and underntanduig wbat they hare to 
do at lit^t as well as our beat engineers do at home; 
and, further. I hope ihorc is reason to bolicre that 
at Bourkoe and dsewbiUB a better class of subordi¬ 
nates will be reared. 

I would just like, in passing, to hint at a danger 
against wluch the IndiaOfUcc must guard with the 
utmost care—tlio groa-th, naniely. of undue service 
ebuins irom the engineers. Wo have had quite 
enough of this already; witness the concessions, 
which tJie present Government has made—I think, 
unfortunately—to certain military demands. 

You ask me, in the eleventh place, to Avhat 
extent the missionaries of any Christian sects have 
produced any elTcct on the native population, and 
of whut kind. 

Tltat is aq^ucstion wliicli I have no means 

of answering, for the Government, 1 need not ,say, 
adopts, in ail religious matters, the only possible 
policy—a policy, that is, of ahsolutc neutrality. 
As an ofiidal, accordingly, hardly anything with 
reference to missions or misaionarit's ever came 
Iwifore me, and my opinion is just of aa much, or 
as little^ value as that of anyone who has talked 
to u great many Indhine, and takmr a bird's* 
oyc vimv of Inilin, You are, however, entitled to 
have ft, >uch as it is. 1 licliiwe, tiien, tlnit the 
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misstamrics of oUClirtsHan sects ImTO been a useful 
and civilizing influenco m India. Whether the 
tcsulla produced liave been in proportion to the 
money and *oal eaepended ia rather a question for 
tliose who luvvo supplied tho money and zeal, tban 
for persons who look at it &om tlio Xudian poli¬ 
tical point of view. 

I acTOsa hardly any missionaries during my 
tour, but I heard very good tilings of tlio Treo 
Church College at Calcutta* and of the Homan 
CfitUolic esinbUshmeuts at Agra. Such a book ^ 
that of Mr. Robson, to which 1 called attention in 
your pages lately, indicates, I think, unloss it is 
quite exceptional* an extremely good tone in iho 
tvmted Prc*Bbyt(irmn Mission, to which, if I am 
correctly inTotmed, that gentleman was attached; 
whilo the name of Pr. IVilson, of Bombay, is an 
honour both to the Scotch Eatnbliubnmnt, with 
which he was originally connected, and to hia 
present associates; but I have no moans of know- 
hig how far the various agencies to which I huro 
alluded have, or have not, hemi sncccsafol, 

■With rcg(wa to the Chureh of England missions, 
T should like to call your altentiou to a document 
of the very liigUest aatlionty, which has not, 1 
think, received aU tlic attention it deserves. I 
allude to the circular letter, datwl 27th Novem¬ 
ber* l¥f73, adilrcBsed by the liisJtops of Calcutta, 
Madras, and Bombaj' to their episcopal brethren 
at home, in which they give an account of the 
roiults ivhich they have prodnceil. No document 
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i^outrl jwssibiy be more aiithoritalivct and fow c?ould 
be more interesting,

The results of u^isit to Imiin on the part of these 
in their tJilFerent ways, most distioguLshed 
men, would lx? no doubt excellent to the men them¬ 
selves, and 1 llunk 1 can sw varioiiB ways in which 
their presence would lie most useful and most de¬ 
sirable to the English oommimity in India. 1 
should be extremely i>leased to bear that any or all 
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of tUcm to go, mul thinly Qoite soriously that 

the Society for thePfopagation of the Gospel could 
Unrtliv spend ita money better than in cnaLling all 
tJiree to make an Indian journey under favourable 
cireumsttmcea, Put I confess 1 should be^ Iwyoad 
measure surprised if any one of tUem even sue- 
ceeded in putt ing himself in intellectual mppoii 
with more than the smallest possible handful of 
educated natives. At the same time the opinion 
of, especially, the Bishop of Calcutta on such a 
poinl is n'ortliy of all possible respect. 

Vou ask me, twelfthly, about the chance of edu¬ 
cation being set on foot amongst the great masses 
of the common people. 

Well, it is being set on foot; Sir George Camp- 
hell, for example, did a great deal in this direction 
in Bengal, and his successor is precisely Uic man 
to carry that and all good administrative things 
further, ns fast as can bo done. 

[ holievo that the most important thing yon can 
do for education iu Liilia at present is to tlirow as 
much weight as you can into the Bcionlific as 
against the lit^n*ary scale, iou are in great danger 
of raising up, especially in Bengal, an educated 
proletariat, with no ambition except to enter 
Government offices, become teachers, or write for 
newspapers* It is inlinitely important that you 
should multiply the as yet jdtogethcr trifling 
number of natives of Ladia who know anjdliing 
about Gie material world by which they arc sur¬ 
rounded, and the still smatier uumber who con 
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turn vvlint ktiowledgo tUev have of it to pi’acticil 
use. Infu$t\ I any, into your iiiirlier wUication a 
veiy Inrge jiroi>orttou of scientific, ami esfiecnally 
tpchnieal knoivJwlge That mguib to me the first 
thing to do, S]>reiul the net of primary i.‘*lueation 
tvifipr. That seems to me lUe second thing io 
<lo. Extend and improve yoar higher education. 
That seems to me the third thing to do. Tim 
two last are heing done, niipl wilt he done more 
and mote: 1 niah 1 saw more gimeral niteiition 
given to the first. 

Thirteenthlr, von ask me how far it is true

that natives are incrndicahly untruthful. 

Wt'lh 1 duuht if it is true at nlL 3fy ^^np^cs^do^ 
is, hut of nourso I only speak at second hand, that 
they are extremely untruthful, Imt by no means 
inoradicnbly untruthful. 

Sir Tliomns Munro once offered to give to a 
younger adminisfaiitor some Junta foi- iiia guiilnnce. 
The latter tortV his scat, pen in barl, Io jot dt>^m 
the prea.‘pt3 of the great mastor. “ Never punish 
n lie,” were the first words he dictated^ exphimiiig 
that tho falsehood of the native liad hcen for gene^ 
nil ion upon generation his only defence against, in¬ 
tolerable wrong, and that it was perfcetly nhsurd, 
and also [icrfcctly useless, to attempt to apply to 
hliii thr moral ity of n race winch had gr<jwn np 
under the r^ifSuK? of law, 1 hel ievu that t he untriil 1 1 - 
fnlncss of the native will lie for n very long time a 
great difiicuUy to your administrators In tnrtia, hut I 
tUso helicrt'u that the honesty mid liriUv of your 
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own nduiimstnitioii, wliicli is iinfl will 

always get while ilio licaft of Eaglatul is sound, 
heller and bo I tee, will prodigiously improve tlio 
native iu. lUis «» in most otliep resjitets. Even 
now he is said to he veiy irutbrul within his own 
village commuruty. IXis untnatlifnlness hegms ont- 
giile its limits, and to no one is he so economical 
of truth as to tlio ro|jpeseutat5TC of the Govem- 
inc-nt I do not think wo attach enough imiiortnnec 
to the slow influence of good examjile upon Mni^ 
nor, in speculating about the Jndiim future, do we 
calculate enough on the great improvemoTit that is 
going ou amongst ourselves. Your own officers, 
as a class, are imineasuKibly better in character 
than they wore sixty years ago; and sixty years 
hence, not only will tlmy ho much belter than they 
ore now, hut your overseers and stokers and what 
not. the lower parts in foci of your European 
population, will ho greatly improved. Both this 
counlry and India are progressing, but tliis country 
is progressing much more rapidly, and that is ono 
of the reasons why you may hope to keep India. 
Tlioto ivaa, us it seems to me, gnjut depth of wis¬ 
dom in the remark of a native, whirfi 1 quoted the 
other dav at Tulgiu, iHth reference to this subject. 

I often hear," he said, “ my countrymen say, ' In 
time we shall have learnt all we can from the Eng¬ 
lish, and ihen we shall be able to do without them;* 
but I always think, when I In nr language like Hint, 
of the man who said, * In two yecira i tlmU he 
uhl it* Hitj ehiev fieitlhet'' 
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Next you ask me in what ways, social and other, 
native inilucnuea seem to affect Ansflo-Imtians, 

I think they affect tliem curiously little. The 
sepanition lartwcen the European and the native is 
almost complotc. 1 have known a very intcllv^nt 
person live long at an Indian statif^n without ever 
enter in" the great historical city hard by, anil tliat 
is merely an estremo ease of what happens almost 
always. The traTcUing Europeaii is perfectly 
astonished, to see how completely the resident takes 
Ihitigs, wldch arc of deci> interest to him, as a 
mere matter of course. ’^VTien native inffncnccs 
do affect the European community, 1 think it 
imiailj' happens in this way. Some of ihe more 
i^tiick-minded Europoans are struck by this or that 
aspect of native life, and they communicate their 
interest very slowly and gradually to the rest of 
i.hc communitT. Oneway in which this is working 
is in the increased appreciation of native art. There 
was a time when all Indian manufactures were 
voted barbarous, wlicn indeed everything Asiatic 
was talMHjcd in India. That was the period when, 
for instance, Oriental china was considered vulgar 
in Calcutta, and common wliito cups and saucers 
from home u'ere the rage. Tlie tide is now turning, 
slowly no dou1>t, but surely, because a number of 
tlic moat mtclli| 2 ^t and big I i-placcd Anglo-Indians, 
both men and women, arc resolutely setting 
selves in favour of native art, aud against the 
detestable imitations of Euroj>can articles whicli 
were iatdy cucouraged. To pCKih-iiooii native an 
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now ia rather a mark of tlie person who does it 
having lived in lui inferior act in Indhi. 

Tlicn, again, tlie passion for sketching, which Is 
hccomc so gcncraU ami is t-ncouraged, by example 
if not by precept, in tin? very highest quarters, is 
doing much anil will do more to attract the 
Europeans to what ia la^at in native life as wtU 
as in Tudian soonery. And as our English edu¬ 
cation improves, as more men and womea arc 
trained to observe the world around them, more 
and more people sviU go to India tisilh an ei/c 
for the e^lerml aspects of the eomtiry and its 
people. Then a returned Indian will not he con- 
iddereil, as he has so often ht'on hitherto, morely as 
a man who bores lus listeners ai)out the details of 
administration, for whicii they care notliiiig. What 
have we not all sufTci'eid in the days of our youth 
from old collectors, who had passed all their lives 
in tlie midst of curious and interesting ihhige with¬ 
out knowing it ? 

Still further, one cannot overrate the effect that 
will be produced by such books as are now Ijegin- 
ning to be written about India. Take ilr. Lyall’s 
Essiiys in tlie Meeiewi take Sir Henry 

Muinc’s Lectures; take a perhaps Icsa-known book, 
the third volume of Mr, 'I'alboys Wheeler’s Ilwlorff 
of India. Nothing that has been done in past 
limes with reference to India ia at all the siune in 
kind. These three writers have got the art of 
speaking to the educated public of Emrope about 
India in a way that will make it listen, and tlicy 
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will soon raise up a scliool. "flinieii (hat scIkxiI 
begins tu simd diseiples to tndin, wk shall no longer 
have to eomplatn that wbatevor is good or interest¬ 
ing in native works and ?i-ays will not have its 
U'gtlimaie mltucnt^. 

Lastl/j you nsk me for my vicwvs its to lUe right 
policy to 1)0 pursued ou our Xorth-west and on our 
Burmese frontiers. Those are large (lucstions, and 
must he kept quite separate. 

On our Korlh-ivcst frouttor we have first a line 
of nlkl tribes, then Affghanistan, and next tho 
countries over which Bussia is slowly iulvancwg. 
With regard to tlio wild tribes, I tlibik the best 
authorities are now agreed that all that' can b« 
done is to protect oiir o?vti fironticr, and to win them 
gradually to better inodea of life by the example of 
the far more prosjierous existeiu.'C of t'Ucii* civilized 
neighbours. Peshawuiv as you kuow, Hos close to 
some of the most warlike of these tribes, and at 
one time they gtive infinite trouble lliorc, Now, 
however, eNcluaion from Pcisliawur and its markets , 
is considered the severest possible puuisbmcnt, and 
the fear of it keejis them in very lidernhle order, 
J Qst before I was thcfc, some of theso people picked 
up, as I mentioniNl in. my Notes, u hand-iwasteroue 
night after dinner, and carried him off to the hills, 
hut ho was got back without any difficulty through 
tlic agency of the persona wliotii wc employ to 
keep the frontier quiet A few years ago liis 
thi’oat would have hten cut, I am afraid it would 
be very snugulne to hope Hint we shall not, from 
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time to time, be obliged to moke raids across tlie 
frontier, imd ebxstifie tbese people for oggressious 
upon our own subjects; hut these raids will liecomo 
fewer and fewer. A. fi'ontLer raid is still the first 
thought of the irteaponsif/le European in that part 
of the world, when he hears of some Donald Bean 
l^tau having hwn up to mischief; but it is hy no 
iiuains the first thought of ihe reapoim&ie European. 
It b with him only the nithiM r<itio when ail elsJi 
has failed. 

Before passing from the immediate line of our 
iroiiLier, 1 may mention that the colony of liuuitscs 
at Sittanu, about wltich tUere >viis a great deal of 
semational writing a few years ago, has been miser¬ 
ably unprosperous of late, and luis dwindled into 
insignificance. 

Another ilocado or two, and we sliall know a 
great deal about the regions which are at present 
ahsolutely inaccessible to us—Swat, for instance, 
whose ,'VJtlioond has a good deal of infiuenco 
amongst our own Mahouictan subjects, and fur- 
iiishcs an odd sort of parallel to the ruler of ilontc- 
negro while ho still w'as a bishftp, though a bishop 
with pistols in his girdle. For the present, how¬ 
ever, the more we discoui’age imprudent nttempts 
to penetrate Iheac dangerous countries, the better. 
AVitii reg^irtl to Aifghnuistan, I laugh to scorn the 
id(Ki that we w'ant AiTghanistan as a bulwark 
against llussia. AlfgUamstan is *iuito useless for 
lhal purptjse, but it is most dosimhlc for us that 
Alfghmiistuu should be !ih Quiet and ortlerly as it is 
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in it® nature ev^r to be; and f thinl tliat Lord 
LaTvrence was perfectly rij'lit in ImjIU the iilmscfl 
of his policy, alike wlieii he held aloof and did 
nothing, being utterly unooi'taiiL as to what was 
tiie right thing to do, and when ho supported 
Shore All after il became pretty clear that he was 
the r«Bn most likely to toiike A ffghaniatan as orderly 
and quiet ns it is in its nature to be. 

Lord Mavo, under the direction of the then 
Secretary of State, steadily peraeverod in Lord 
LnwKuice^B second policy, and lUc present Vicci'O/j 
who has brought to bear on tho tangled skein of 
our North-west diplomacy a singularly trained 
judgment, and an exceptionally hrm mind, lava 
steadily foEowed the same course. 

Speaking on behalf of the late Goverainent in 
ISOD, I said --

Nolliing tliat lias lifippcned sirteo I spoke these 
words Uiifi Tnnterially dumped tlie sitnation. Al- 
thougli AJfsjlianistan is worlliless, t'Otisick'red iu 
tlic light of a bulwark against Russia, it is to tbo 
last degroa doatrablo that, at loast for a long time 
to come, tlierc should lb between the actml posses¬ 
sions of the two countries in Asia a large zone of 
non-English t^jrritory over wlucli England exer¬ 
cises great influence, and a large zone over wliich 
Itiissia exercises great influence. That is tlie 
present state of things, and I shall bo sorry to 
see it altered. 

IVlietlieT it would not have been better If the 
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various convemtiDns and con'espondeuces tliat 
liavo taken place- lietweim tlip IFoveign OiTiccs oi‘ 
tho two countries had not taken ptace, is another 
quBsfinn. 1^ for one, had rattier aonic of them, had 
not taken place. I dt> not think that any tiling 
lias yet ImppeDed to make it ivell for us to depart 
from the policy which T advocated in I8li8,’ 
wtdoii ivas to ** strengthen our own poaltioa in 
IndiHj'ftiid to keep ourselves inmutdy acquainted 
with all that hears upon this Centiul Asiatic 
problem, so os neither to Iremlilo at shadows 
uor diSTCgard nral daagera.” 1 iliiiik the couver- 
sations and correspondences niigtit well have been 
adjourned.

No meident in the gradual, and, as I think, 
inevitable iidvance of Ilujisia through the Tartar 
kUiumtes Ims seemed to mo suiTioiontly to affect our 
intcrestii to make it worth while for our imhlio 
men to do more ilian to show iluit they most 
rtioroughly understood what was going on. If 

* Sur\i-yi ji|i, OG, &7r 
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snme of tlicm lind done this more fully and frankly, 
t hey would, 1 lliitik, liii> c spared thmustdves a ijood 
deal of unnccossai-y trouble, aod they would oer- 
tiiiiily have presented the sort of |mmo which was 
caused in Euglatid by the lOiirau expedition. I 
would, if it iiud lain u’ith mo, have dererred any 
corrcspondcnoc ^vith Russia on the alTalrs of Cen- 
tml Asi^ until au expedition to Merv became talked 
of Then, in my view, the oecasion trould liaTO 
arisen for om Govemmeui to explain lo the iLus* 
sian Govcnimeut that it quite understood its ohjeots 
in going to AlorT, and bow the convenience of such 
a step with reference to what lias boon already done 
by Russian commanders; but that lAlcrv was in a 
dilfcrEut category from Khiva or Samnreand, and 
that the occupation of it would touch —although 
no douht only ranotel^f —English interest. L think 
if our Government had put off sliomng any sust' 
eeptibility until that moment iiad arrivcil, mid had 
hy declarations in PorLhunent and elsewhere, coiu^ 
plctely dissociated Itself from the half-'informed 
Russo'pbobia of a portion of the press, we should 
liavc been, when the question of Mer? arose, in a 
much better diplomatic position. 

I do not know w'hat may hare passed with refer- 
once to ibis matter since I left the India Office, 
but, as at present advised, 1 should Imagine that 
there would be some dMculty in making any de¬ 
cided diplomatic stand about Merv, If up to this 
time we had expressed no opinion about tlio doings 
of Russia in Central Asia, but bad been satieflod 
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merely to show tliat -n c knew all that wnfl going on, 
we iniglit, I think, with great luopriety Imve said, 
"VV e cannot pretcutl to linvo imy interest in Merv 
itself i that pbee lies wholly lieyoad tlie splicro 
w’liere we wish io esert inilucnce. But Meiw ia 
uncomfortably near Herat, which lies within tliat 
sphere. Do you not think tliat the object 
which both nations have in view' will he best 
at lain od by your making no permanent settlement 
there r 

I think tlmt such, a representation would very 
likely liiivo Ivecn successful, liecauso any inlerest 
whicU Ttuflsia may have in going to Merv is far less 
ui'genl than tlic interest which she has in keeping 
on cordial terms with tliia coutitiy, aUkc in Asia 
and in Euvo^ic. 

Xow, it sirlkcs me that although the wiser heads 
in Russia will jjrolmbly be very sceptical as to tUo 
advantages of going to ilen' being at ail cfiual to 
the disadvantages of going thither, our power of 
pressing those disadvantages BiKuns to me dimin- 
isUetL This, however, is just one of Uie cases 
where the personal Gharactei and ability of an iint- 
hassitdor arc of the greatest iinportanoe, A man 
who had at St. Petersburg the siimo amount of 
personal influence that Sir James Itudsocu, lor CJt- 
amplc, had iu Italy, might bo able to do a groat 
deal at the Russliin Court which another could not. 
In fact, in the present state of etrcumstancea, tiie 
end of all speeches on the Cenlral Asian c|ueslioii 
might very well be as uniTorm as those of Cato— 
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t!ie very biisfc m-m you con pick oul of your 
diplomatic Service to St. Petersburg/' 

Unless diplomacy keeps the Russians nvray from 
Mi.‘rVf we can take up no attitude in tliese countries 
except one, We have notUing to say as of right 
beyoud the limits of the dominions which we have 
recogniecd as those of Shcre Ali, hut any aggression 
on thoBO dominions by a European Power mcaos 
war ivith Kughmd. 

I am generally suppofied^ and I bdieve justly, to 
he as JiLvourahle to Russia as auy one who has 
studied this question, and I do not hiiagino that 
any pci-son in Russia whoflo opinion k worth oon- 
aidcring tins ever dreamt of meddling with Herat i 
hilt the necessity of our not tdlowing a Eurojicon 
Power to meddle with Ilcrat I have never doubted, 
as any one who wiD take the tronhle to look at my 
writings and speeches may readily conTinoe Uim- 
BClf. 

Russia, even if she were in possession of licmt, 
would still dtiU herself further from our Scindo 
frontier than the Landes End is from John 
0'Groat'a An attempt upon India by Russia, 
even if she were in jujsaeaajou of Herat, would he a 
dkastium failure; but the accidents of liistory, 
and the engagements ossimed by various ministers 
have oommlttcd us oa to Herat, and by Herat wc 
must stand. 

The last fancy of alunnists is that Sferv would 
be used by the R ussians lor the purpose of making 
a dash at Herat. Dover might, whh in^nitely 
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{jreatef facility, he ufi<^ as a place for mak¬ 
ing a dash a^nst Calais ; hut the inlmhilants 
of that city sleep in peace, and so may <he 
inhahitauU of Herat, until some BngUsb minis* 
ter aitogethor disavows the poli<^ that has Ijcch 
hitherto pursued hy all Eugliah ministers of all 
parties* 

It la necessary to sny this to prevent misconeep- 
tion; hut pray unilerstoiKl that I do not think 
EuRsia has hitherto done any one ainglo thing 
in Central Asia that she had not a i>erfeet goal 
right to do, so fiir as usi are concerned As to 
how far she may have made imprudent staimnents 
to ns as to what she meant and did not mean 
to do, tlmt is a matter on which 1 express uo 
opinion. 

Our situation with reference to Burnuih is tm- 
tirely difforenl from our situation with reference to 
Afghanistan, although the objects which we have 
in riew with reference to the two countries are pre¬ 
cisely similar. We iton't want a square inch of 
cither, and we do want both to be prosperous and 
peaceful, Bumuth is inhabited hy a very- well-dis¬ 
posed, quiet peiqdn We have no more harmless 
subjects tlum those of British Bnrmah; hut our 
difBcnlty in dealing with the imlepcndent kingdom 
arises from two sources; the extreme folly of the 
Burmese Government, and the anxiety of some of 
the mercantile community in oar own provinces lo 
bn VC everything their own way in Burmah. A 
strong Executive at Calcutta and the India (JGiw 
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would ulwaya tie siifllcieiit to hold out own iwople 
in cUook; but irlmt nro ^vou to do whoa thoir 
efforts an? seconded by u Government at Mandalay' 
witicli may at any tnuinant do something uii|iar- 
donable i' 

I In llieso countri(« ire cannot afford to l>e unsuo* 

i cessfiil. If w© once mtikc up our mmd to ask J'or n 
tiling, we nmst obtain it; for irlueh reason we 
sliauid bo extremely eautiouij about asking for any¬ 
thing. Wo have to deal, in the King of Itiurmuh^ 
witb a Tcry shrewd barliarian, but n perfect barbar¬ 
ian—a barbarian who lias not in the least realified 
that, as compared to bis ueighlmius, bo is misurnl/ly 
weak, and would have to disajipear mto space at the 
first collision. Ue inll endure nothing from Iiis ou-n 
fiulvieets but the longnago of ilattery, and utterly 
rtffuscs to listen to wbut the more fntcUigeat of bis 
omi know petTccfly well, with reference 

to the vast power which is wdolded by the Tndmn 
Viueroy. He dreamii dreams—now of giring tlio 
go-by to tlie Viceroy, and appealing to the Secre¬ 
tary of State directly; now of getting help from 
Cliina * now of amking to himself other Bui’opean 
nllies. Suclt a ruler on our frontlor is ihe most 
dangerous person we can possildy hare. If once 
he could know what the Btreugtb of China really 
was, us compared with the strength of Enghuid, 
and how utterly fallacious were all hopes of aid 
from any European pow'cr in case he (j[unrrell) 0 {l witli 
us, there would be no Hurmese question at all; 
but an ndrcrsaiy who is armcmrctl in invincible 
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ignowincc is very likely one <liiy to provoke (v 
quarrel. 

As to Urn recent tragical occurrence* of course it 
is very desirable that we sbouldevepywUoro incre^ 
our knowledge of geOgmpby ; and from that point 
of view* no one con look without mtereat at the 
elTorta which, have been made l»y that very dis¬ 
tinguished explorer* ^tr. Cooper, by poor ^ Ir. Mar* 
gnry, mul olUei’S, to open a route froni Western 
China into BurmaU; and no doubt lliorc will, one 
of these dsiiya, be a trade route of some little value, 
down jwst Bhamofroiu. Tunnaii. There trus, bet ore 
the Panthny insurrection broke out, a trade of some 
little Tolue which lloivcd that wity, and I, for one, 
am strongly in favour of keeping open, as mueh m 
youean, every one of our Indian tradt^-gatos; but 
nuyiliing more ridiculous than the hopes that have 
been founded upfm this trade by a great many of 
our niauufneturcrs cannot be imagined. Especially 
uiisurd was a project of a railway to iCianghung, 
w'ith roference to which I bad oceaaton to speak at 
lengtli in the House of Commons La .1 iily, 186&, bat 
which lias not been much heard of since that time. 
If you know any one who uttnclicA any great im¬ 
portance to the trade sul Bangoon with South¬ 
western China, 1 would advise you to direct his 
uttention to an article by Colonel Tulc in a vceeut 
number of the JHnffHffinCt where that 

gincat authority, facile princcpn iu Asiatic geo¬ 
graphy, iindwilh all a geographer’s anxieiy to have 
these interesting rountries opened, shows how little 
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trade can be expected to How that way, till tlm 
Yangtze and the Cantoa river change their mindif, 
and agree to nin into the Bay of IteiigaL The delii-. 
sbn about a railway to K innghung bdng a matter of 
naiiQual importance is merely nn otr*set ol' (lie 
huge ddusiou that tlie important markets for 
onr commerce are not the it ear mm'tets, but the 
ifktaiit markets. Half the energy that has been 
applied in opening markets that are wortli very 
little when you have got tlicm would, wisely 
directcd, have oinmed admirnhle markets at our 
O'sMi doors. 

The same kind of person who is all for a “ spirited 
foreign policy,” ami *' taking time by the rondock” 
on the J^orth-west frontier, is all for oating up 
Burmah when occasion senea. He does not reflect 
tltat if wo take Bunnah, wb must keep for some 
time n considerable body of troops to occupy it, ami 
that by ^o doing we sliall either diminish our force 
on OUT opposite frontier, or unduly tliin tlie garri¬ 
sons which we have dotted over Indin, or Increase 
taxaliou ; for wo have already got the richest part 
of Burmah, Jind, the moment after anncxntioji, we 
shendd begin to think of good administration— 
that is, of giving the country tlie advantages of a 
European Government, in return for an Aeiuiic 
revenue, 

And now, I think, I have answered every one of 
your questions as fully as any regard for your space 
will permit. There is not ono of them which is 
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not capable of great deretopment i but I think 1 
have said about eaeb what I moit core to sav ; ai^d 
ua jrou hare kindlj allowed me to toll y^oor rcadera 
whai Zmished to tetf tkem, ilte mpr<?99ion9 pndtieed 
hy ike tutp^Uqf comity, at noted dowi^ 

fi'om boat to kour, I cuuld not do le«s than comply 
witli your wish.
